Bayne immediately went to 
the Postoffice and attacked Atwood with a 
knife. The weapon was plunged into At- 
woo'i's body over the heart, making a four- 
Inch gash. When the messenger left the 
scene of the affray the wounded man was 
■till alive, but he cannot recover. 

Bayne is 16 years of aee ana formerly 
lived in Grass Valley. He was captured at 
kis home on the Sboth ranch and later re- 
leased on 11000 bonds. Atwood was about 
18 years old and a quiet and peaceable 
yoong man. The assailant claims that ue 
acted in self-defense, bnt this is denied by 
Atwood's friends.

VALLEJO, C.\L., April 2P.— Five des- 
perate men escaped from t.'ie jail at Fair- 
field this morning. They had been coo- 
fined in one cell, and took an nntisual 
means of gaining freedom. Fire was the 
medium used to break through to liberty. 
The convicts are still at large, though the 
surrounding country is being searched by 
posses. 

The plans of the eaeapea were coolly and 
skillfully executed. Their freedom waa 
gained by means of an iron bar, which one 

of the five had secured while working on 
the rock pile and secreted beneath bis 
clothes. After being locked up for the 
night, the bar was brought into use and a 
plan of escape devised. 

Just outside the cell a lamp was burning. 
The chimney was knocked off, and the 
n.en in turn held the bar over the flame 
untd it became red hot. They then pushed 
it through the interior wall of the cell. As 
the fumes of smoke from the burning wood 
arose it was industriously waved aside, 
and suspicion was thus allayed. 

After burning tlirongh the inside wall d 
the cell an outer wall of planking, almost 
four inches in thickness, was attacked, and 
again tbe iron bar was made to perform valu- 
able service. VTith enerzyand perseverance 
the convif.s T.-rkv 1 at their task for hour?. 
By midnight they had reached the outer 
and last wall of the jail, composed of rus- 
tic. Fearin? 'ietcction if the hot iron bar 
was used '-r/ '-- a '.e of hoop iron sharp- 
ened to a razL.r 5 edge soon severed tbe 
boards and they reached free air. No one in 
the jail was aroused, so skillfully did they 
do the wwk, and not imtn the rounds 
made this morning was the escape dis- 
covered. 

It appears that the men had intended to 
set fire to the prison after escaping, and 
had carried that plan into execution. 
After the blaze had been started they anpar- 
eutly changed their minds and extin- 
guished it. Had they allowed their incen- 
diary fire to get under headway the other 
prisoners in the jail would undoubtedly 
have been cremated. Tbe bole burned by 
tbe prisonen ia the jail measured 8>{ by 
13>^feeL 

The escaped prisoners had been *nnder 

restraint, more or less, and had shown a 
disposition to shirk duty. When com- 
pelled to do hard work at the rock pile 
they rebelled. At tbu woiUng-place the 
escape was planned and tiience the imple- 
ments carried to the cell. 

Immediately on discovery of the break 
word was sent to all points throughout the 
State to apprehend the prisoners. The 
belief exists that the men separated on 
leaving tbe jail. All are hard characters 
and fight can be expected of them before 
they give up. Every avenue is closed 
against their leaving the county. They 
wear convict's clothes, and tbe opinion of 
officers is that they are in hiding in the 
vicinity. Sheriff Ruff is determined that 
every man shall be retaken. 

The escaped prisoners are Watts Wilson, 
convicted of petty larceny ; Spud Murphy, 
who attempted to murder several citizens 
a short time ago while stiffering from 
insanity; George Ro«e. who attempted to 
kill Constable Fleming; a man named 
Bryant, diring time for arson,' and a 
soldio' named. Carter, who attempted to 
kill a companian in Benicia a few months 
ago during a drunken row. 

At a late hour to-night none of the 
prisoners had been caught, although the 
county and city is full of vigilant officers.

SAN JiEIlNAUDINO, Cal., April 20.— 
The Victor Reservoir Company has sold 
its property to the Columbia Colonisation 
Company of Chicago. C. H. Howard of 
the Farm, Field and Fireside, and his 
brother. General O. 0. Howard, came here 
recently with a civil engineer and carefully 
examined Victor reservoir-site and made a 
favorable report, which resulted in the 
sale. The deeds are being made out and 
will be placed on record next week. 

It is proposed that the rcsrrvoir will con- 
tain when fuK to the U.Vioot level l'-'7,- 
711,40-1,000 standard gallons of water, sulli- 
cient to irrigate i;20,000 acres of land, sup- 
plying one inch of water under a four-inch 
pressure to five acres of land. This reser- 
voir-site lies near Victor, Cal., on the north 
side of the mountains, surrounded on all 
sides by large ^ies of Government land 
susceptible of a high state of productive- 
ness with the application of water. The 
lands are bise(;ted by the land of the Santa 
Fe Railroad. 

The new company proposes to begin the 
construction of a dam at once. It will be 
150 feet in height and iiOO feet in length. 
This will impound a lake of water nine 
miles long and five miles wide, and will be 
fed by the Mojave River, having a water- 
shed of over 150 square miles of area. The 
watershed lies on the north side ot the 
San liernardino Mountains, and snow falls 
on it every winter to a great depth, making 
a total rainfall of from 40 to 100 inches, 
according to the season. This enterprise is 
the greatest of its kind ever Inaugurated in 
Southern California, larsnrpassing in mag- 
nitude the Bear Valley dam, which repre- 
sented a capitalized stock of $4,000,000.

' IMh men started in easy for the second 
tkH, Lewis parM^tfotarly so. Lewis was the 
first to assume Hhe aggressive, but could 
accomplish nothing aud then went to the 
defensive. Bums scorned then to be able 
to do no more with him. I^cwis finally got 
a bold on Burns' leg, but the latter pulled 
away. Lewis then got a half-Nelson, 
which Bnms broke and by a quick turn 
threw Lewis over his head. He lifted 
Lewis bodily sevrral times and finally 
dropped him oa^his back, where after a 
few minutes' work he won the fall with a 
hammer-lock.

irO INDICTHENTS AEIUBHED. 



But Govern mertt Asrents Are Ad- 
vised to Brlns the Culprits 
to Justice. 



B01.~E, Idaho, April 20.— The United 
States (liaud Jury adjourned to-day with- 
out returning any indictments in the Chi- 
nese certificate frauds case. The report of 
the jury is somewhat peculiar. They find 
there has been fraud, but cannot agree as 
to who are the guilty parties. 

A n tun her of Boise merchants, they say, 
have signed certificates for alleged Chinese 
merchants, who are in reality laborers 
within the clear meaning of the law. The 
recommendation is made that special 
agents and the District Attorney proceed 
n illi till' investigation and prosecute the 
]ierpptrat<irs of the frauds before the United 
.Slates rommis-ioncr. 

In this case agents of the Treasury De- 
partment have about one hundred fraudu- 
lent eertittoates, made for Ohhieae, alleged 
to be Boise merchants, all being traudur 
lent The names of forty or fifty business 
men of Boise are attached to them. Some 
of the signatures are admitted to be 
genuine, others are claimed to be forgeries. 

Persons who signed certificates have 
made claims not supported by law respect- 
ing what constitutes a Chinese merchant. 
They appear to have been under complete 
misapprehension on the whole subject. 

The Government agents are surprised at 
the failure to fix the responsibili^ and 
will continue the investigation.

Close ot a Noted Controversy Over 
the Duty on a Large Lot of 
Steel Ralls. 



WASHINGTON, D. C, AprQ 20.— Infer- 
mation reached the Treasury Department 
this afternoon that the Board of United 

States General Appraisers at New York has 
sustained the protest of the Anglo-Califor- 
nia Bank against the action of the Collector 
at San Francisco in exacting $18 70 
per ton upon a lot of steel rails which had 
remained in the warehouse some eight 
years. The board decided that the prpper 
r;iio rf duty thereon is only 84' per ton 
under the Wilson bill. 

The steel rails were imported in 1887 by 
the Bank of- California On account of the 
Oregon Pacific Railway Company and were 
not taken out of the warehouse within 
three years, as required by law. They have 
long been the subject of correspondence 
between the Treasury Department, the 
Collector at San Francisco and the owner. 

The case presents some novel questions 
which have not heretofore been adjudi- 
cated. Lender the statute the rails were 
subject to sale by the Govern- 
ment at the e.vpiration of three years 
from the date of importation, but 
the Secretary refrained from selling 
them at the request of the parties in in- 
terest. Meanwhile the McKinley tariff was 
passed in 1890, reducing the duty on steal 
rails to |13 44 per ton, and the Wilson bill, 
passed in August, 1893, made a further re- 
duction to $7 84 per ton. 

The treasury held, however, that neither 
of these acts affected the duty on these 
particular rails, but insisted that they 
were still subject to the tariff of 1883. In 
this view the treasury was sustained by the 
liresuut Attorniy-i icneral, and, therefore, 
refused to instruct the collector to admit 
the rails to entry under the present law. 

The question was then referred to the 
Board of General Appraisers, who have 
given their decision as already stated. J. 
F. Evans of San Francisco has been 
several months engaged upon the 
case, first before the department 
and afterward before the board in 
New York, and appears to have linally 
obtained a signal victory for the importers 
in view of the adverse opinion of the At- 
torney-f leiieral aud the position taken by 
the treasury officials. The amount in- 
volved in the case is understood to be over 
$50,000. ^

DEFI TO HIS OPPONENTS. 



Favors Opening the Mints to 
the Unlimited Coinage of 
the White Metal. 



ALWAYS FOB BIMETALLISM. 



This Covernmsnt, Says the Ken- 
tucklan, Should Not Watt for 
Any Conference. 



LOCISV.ILLE, Ky., April 20.— In an in- 
terview publisUed in to-day's Courier- 
Journal Senator Blackburn in unnii>tjk- 
able terms outlines bis position on tbe 
silver question and boldly throws down 
the gauntlet to his opponents for similar 
candor on the same subject. With his 
usual aggressiveness the Senator almost 
dares his opponents to meet him on the 
issue he represents, and it may be assumed 
tbe issue will be promptly aci epted. 

Senator Blackburn has written with his 
own hand the statement of the position oa 
Which he expects to stand or fall in the 
Senatorial race. He declares his ixjsition 
ks follows: 

"If I have heretofore shown no disposi- 
tion to be interviewed by the daily papers 
of this city, it has not been because of my 
purpose to conceal from the people my 
views on any public question, but because 
I was anxious to avoid, if possible, a per- 
version and distortion to which my utter- 
ances have generally (of course uninten- 
tionally) been subjected. 

"I never had, have not now and never 
intend to have any secrets in politics. 1 
am 1" a lots to understand how any one, 
especially in Kentucky, can remain in ig- 
nura; ce .i? to my sentiments upon the sil- 
ver i: lesi'.nii if tliey feel enough interest in 
the matter to desire such information. 
For the last twenty years, in Congress and 
on the stump, anywhere and everywhere, 
I have earnestly and persistently insisted 
upon tbe restoration of the silver metal to 
that j)lace in t)^e money system of the 
country which it held prior to the passage 
of that disastrous act of demonetization in 
1873. 

'•If there is one man in public life in all 
the country who^e views on the subject 
were entitled to be known to all men, by 
reason of his acts and utterances, I had 
reason to believe I was that man. TTpon 
this subject I isave never held an opinion 
or made an utterance that I have in the 
slightest degree altered or modified in all 
these years. 

"Yet if there is still any tininformedwho 
desires to know my views, I will reiterate 
them in the shortest space jrassible by say- 
inc I am in favor of opening the mints of 
this country to tbe unlimited coinage of 
the silver metal on an equality with the 
coinage of eold. I am opposed to mono- 
metallism, and just as much opposed to 
silver monometallism, without reseri ation ; 
I an) a bimetallist. I want, and mean to 
continue to Insist upon the use of both 
n.etals on even terms as the redemption 
money of this country. 

"I would be glad to see this result 
brought about by the action of an inter- 
national conference, provided it could be 
done without delay. 1 am opposed to this 
Government waiting for any such confer- 
ence to aci. Our experience with such 
agencies has not been such as to give us 
either conl'.dence or hope of theattainment 
of this purpose. Upon the contrary, our 
participations in such conferences have, in 
their very barrenness, become farcical and 
ririic'-.lous. 

"in 1792 this country, with only 4,000,000 
of people, was bold enough to prove itself 
able to discard the monetary system of 
Great Britain and establish one of its own, 
which for nearly a hundred years met 
every demand and stood every strain that 
the growth and development of the 
country put upon it. I believe the 
destruction (entailed upon us by 
this demonetization policy) of one- 
half of your redemption money has 
contributed more than any cause to this 
shrinkage of all values, the depreriaiion of 
all property, the -taL'natif-n of trade, the 
paralysis of in'iu--ry. li.e tinancial troubles 
in which we now i::id ourselves. While it 
may be true that the restoration of silver 
to its place of unrestricted coinage and un- 
limited legal tender function may not prove 
a panacea for the ills that we now 
suffer, I am convinced it will do more and 
go funher in that direction than any one 
piece of legi.siation that has been sug- 
gested. I have an abiding faith in the 
capacity of the jiarity to work out and 
maintain its permanent integrity with gold, 
provided the oppressive hand of the law is 
to its coinage. I believe and always did 
believe the act of 1873 was an unconstitu- 
tional measure. I believe the act of 1873 
would have been so held by the Supreme 
Ck>art of the United States had the partisan 
spirit dominated the action of that race. 
This conviction I have stated in debate on 
the floor of the Senate as broadly as I put 
it here. 

"1 agree with Paiiifi Wehster, who in 
his day and even to this dav, ;sa^ nid is 
Still held to be something of an aatljiiritv 
as a constitutional lawyer. He li.i-lared 
tbe constitution of the I'nited Stales made 
gold and silver the redcminion money of 
this country, and that neither Congress 
nor any State had any rightful power to 
substitate any other, nor to destroy 
either the one or tbe other ai these metals. 
If Congress had the power to de- 
monetise silver, it must' ' be conceded 
that it had tbe same power to demonetize ' 
gola. It had seen fit to exercise this 
iitsuaied power as to one of these metals. 
Had it exercised the same power over the ^ 
other the anomalous and somewhat em- 
liarra'-iing condition would not have ob- 
tained any money at all. If they couM 
Strike down half tliey could strike down all. 

"I am in favor of the resloraiioii nf tin' 
silver metal at a ratio of l<i to 1. li< ;i. vi:.^, 
in the light of an experience that < :vers a 
century, such ratio will establish and 
maintain permaneutlv the parity between 
the two meuls. I believe we should teke ! 
this action at the earliest day! 
possible, independent of the policies | 
or views of otli'-r nations. I have' 
as abiding faith In the ability of ray coun- 
try to establish and maintain its own 
monetary system as that which I cherish 
in its ability to defend its own soil front 
invasion or institutions from assault. Ir 
my judgment wc are as an independent of 
foreign dictation or domination in the on j 
case as in the other. 

l®«-when the bill proposinc i 
to repeal the purchasing clause of what | 



was known as the 'Sherman act* was be- 
fore the Senate I said, in a speech then 
and there, that I wanted the right of coin- 
ape for the silver metal and without limit- 
ation; that if seigniorage was w^hat my 
opponents demanded I was will- 
ing, n.it as a matter of fairness, 
but in a spirit of compromise, that 
the Government should take I'J per cent 
or lb per cent or 2ti per cent, or even Mi per 
cent of the silver huillion presented for 
coinage; or that if the question of ratio 
was what was troubling, I was willing, not 
as a matter of justice, but in a spirit of 
compromise, if 16 to 1 was not acceptable, 
to take 17, 18, 19 or even a ratio of 20 to 1. 
But the opponents of this metal were 
not to be placated by any concessions, 
either on the line of increased; scigtiiorace 
or advanced ratio. They had .iesiroyed 
the metal hv a process that has never been, 
ill mv oi iiiioii. succes^fully justitied, and 
from tli. hour of its taking effect until 
iiuwthey have never been willing that it 
should l» reinstated. The effort of tJiose 
who seek to distort and pervert the is;-ne 
pending will fail. The American people 
are not to be hoodwinked or deceived fur^ 
ther. They are at last thinking, and the re- 
sult of their investigation will vindicate the 
right. No employment of catch phrases 
will determine the popular verdict. The 
people are rapidly coming to know that 
the i--ne before them is not gold niono- 
:iieia:;iMii upon the one side and silver 
nii>non:eiallisni on the other, but it is 
ra'.hcr a contest between the advocates of 
a single gold standard upon tbe one hand 
and tbo-e who demand the use of both sil- 
ver and gold upon the other. 

"For one to claim that he is a bimetal- 
list, coupled with the condition that bi- 
metallism is to be brought about only as a 
result of international conference, is a mere 
evasion of tbe situation. That is simply 
the work of the lawyer who files an affida- 
vit for a continuance. My friends in Ken- 
tucky, I am sure you know my position 
upon this and all other jiublic questions, 
and are satislied with it. Now if there be 
one upon the list of announced candi- 
dates for the Senate who will avow 
himself an opponent of silver coinage and 
advocate a single gold standard, or in other 
words who is not in accord with the views 
held and advocated by your paper and will 
so declare himself, I will aeJc and tirge 
every friend of mine in Kentucky holding 
these views, and who in spite of that fact 
is now supporting me, to withdraw 
his support from me and give it to 
the candidate w ho has been bold enough to 
make such a declaration, but I apprehend 
that no one of these worthy gentlemen 
will make such an avowal unless he 
couples with it an announcement of his 
withdrawal from the canvass. If this be 
true, if no Senatorial candidate will espouse 
or accept your views, what advantage 
comes to you by continuing a war upon 
me because of my convictions, unless you 
are able to find in that list of aspirantsisome 
man who stands on your platform?" 

Senator Blackburn's interview has called 
forth an cJitorial from the Evening Post 
calling upon Secretaiy Carlisle tq come 
out and answer the Senator.

But B 8»etH» Be Kntntt Jfere Ahumt 
Hhfat rhan Silver. 

WA?HIN(iTOX, D, C, April 20.— Secre- 
tary -Morton in r.n interview to-day on the 
silver question said : 

"I -do not believe that an international 
conference can establish permanently a 
commercial ratio between gold and silver 
any more than it can establish a perma- 
nent commercial ratio between rye and 
wheat. But if an international confer- 
ence can nx the price in gold and silver It 
can also fi.'C the price of wheat or of any 
other ronimodity and thereby avoid all 
the possible shrinkages in the values 
which tend to cause i>aniC8. 

"My own judgment is that we must 
sooner or later declare that the United 
States of America recognizes gold as the 
best and least flncttiatiBg meastue of value 
and medium of exchange which the com- 
merce of civilization has thus far utilized. 
It is barely possible that the fallacies of 
tlie I'opulists may temporarily secure a 
majority of tbe voters of the United States. 
Should such a catastrophe overtake the 
country the people must learn by experi- 
ence what they should have learned by 
diligent study and reason. 

"The time for straddlers is passed. Those 
who are for sound currency on a gold basis 
ought to have the courage to say so, and 
abide by the results of their declaration. 
It makes no difference to me whether a 
declaration of tnith either upon the tariff 
or on the money question t'-niporarily 
drives them from us orallun s them to ns. 

"I have no hesitation in declaring my- 
self utterly opposed to all the free coinage 
fallacies. My judgment is that silver can- 
not be restored to its former monetary 
place in the commerce of the world, be- 
cause the supply of silver has outgrown 
the demand for silver in the exchanges of 
civilization. The relation of supply 
to demand is the sole regulator of value. 
The axiom applies alike to salt, silver, 
sugar and soap. All legislation of all the 
law-making bodies on the face of the globe 
can neither mitigate or annul the opera- 
tion of the inexorable law. The relation 
of supply and demand is the sole regulator 
of value. 

"The President's critics, however, ask 
what 'sound money' is. An ordinary man 
of business may answer that question. 
'Sound money' is that sort of currency 
which has the most universal and 
least flnctaatine purchasing power in 
the different ooimtries. That money is 
the soundest for which tiiranfthont . tbe 
commerce of tbe civilized world there is 
tbe most universal demand, and that uni- 
versal demand is always based upon the 
universal and unfluctuating purchasing 
power of that money."

LONDON, Eifo., April 20. — The past

The British volunteers, whose great 
yearly i>eriod of training is at Easter, are 
dividol into two parties— those who are 
desirous of iloing serious soldiering and 
those who prefer making theirannual holi- 
day a sort of picnic. 

This year tbe bulk of the volunteer regi- 
ments of the Loii'lon ilistrict were taken to 
Windsor, where, with the guard battalions 
from Aidersbot camp, some paltry 
maneuvers were carried out and on Easter 
Konday theie was a big review in 
the presence of tbe Duke of Connaught, 
youngest son of the Queen, the general in 
command of Aidersbot, Prince Christian 
of Schleswig - ilolstcin, l^rd Methune, 
commander of the Thames District, and 
other war ollicials and all the ro.val ser- 
vants from Windsor Cpstle. 

The Times, in a leading article on the 
subject, taki'S the Duke of Connaught and 
the other military ollicials sharply to task 
for ordering "sucb a burlesque of real sol- 
diering," saying: "Four days were mis- 
spect in rehearsing for a royal review."

Friends of the Ex-Consul Will Cause 
a Thorough Investigation 
of the Case. 



MARSEILLES, Tr.KycF.. A\.n\ 20.— Tlie 
sttamship Djcmmah, from the island of 
Mai!a.:a?c»r, has arrived liere, having on 
board John L. Waller, formerly United 
States Consul at Tamatave, who was re- 
cently tried by court-martial and sen- 
tenced to twenty years' unprisoDment on 
the charge of having been a spy in the in- 
terest pf the Hovas. 

WASHINGTON. 1>. C. April 20.— WhUe 
the actian of the Frenrh Government will 
only add to the amount of indemnity it 
will 1)0 called ut>on to jiay, should Mr. 
Waller'.s friends show the charge 
upon which he was sentenced is 
baseless, it will still facilitate 
the efforts of the State Department to 
folly develop the facts in the case, as it 
can now communicate directly with 
United States Embassador Eustis in- 
st«id of being obliged to accept the 
tedious coarse of acting fhrongh an in- 
ferior consular oflSce in Madagascar, ont of 
reach by cable communication. 

Mr. Eustis has been ihstmcted to pursue 
the matter to an end and make a most 
thorough examinauon of all the facts at- 
tending the puni-hment of this American 
citizen. Iff win al-'i n;:!!;e a :-!'<-'Cial ex- 
amination into the legality undtr treaty 
Stipulations of that trial of a citizen of a 
friendly nation by court-martial instead 
of by the regular civil tribunals. 

Moi«oTer, the case involves the tight 
of France to exercise jurisdiction over the 
internal affairs of Madaeascar, from which 
she appears to have been expressly ex- 
cluded by the treaty of ISco. 

The Washington friends of Mr. Waller 
are bringing all the inHuonce possible to 
bear in his behalf upon the State Depart- 
ment. Among other prominent men who 
have displayed an interest in the case 
is Senator Voorhees, who has had one 
or two interviews with Secretary Grcsham 
and has presented to him in a strong light 
the importance as well as the propriety of 
the 'United States investigating |the 
question of Weller's treatmeuL After hav- 
ing seen the Secretary, Senator Voorhees 
said he found the Secretary quite as much 
interested in the case as he was, and 
projiosed to have it probed to the bottom. 
The Secret.ary said he had already placed 
in the hands of Embassador Eustis at 
Paris all the facts that had come to his 
knowledge, and had giv. •. ;!;>tr'ic- 
tions to thoroughly investigate tiie ca:<e. 

There can be no doubt that the Waller 
incident will be one of the most difficult 
that this administration has had to con- 
tend with in its treatment of foreign 
affairs and that fact is fully realized 
here. The principles involved are 
of the utmost importance, and 
slipuld the statements of Waller's 
friends be well founded the Government 
of the Vnited States under no circtim- 
stances can admit the correctness of 
French officials without thereby admitting 
its indisposition or inability to protect oar 
dtizena in foreign countries from oppres- 
sion and in treatment. 

The information reaching Washington 
p; : :f s the details of the charge under which 
WaUir was convicted as a spy. The 
Freni !i .^oldiers had determined to make a 
de.scent on one cf the large Hova towns. 
It was to be a night attack and was in- 
tended to Ije a decisive strolce. The ar- 
ranfipments for the movement n-re 
guarded with the utmost secrecy. In some 
way, however. Waller learned of the 
movement and is said to have conveyed 
full information to the Bovas. The latter 
quickly armed the threatened town, so 
that when the French soldiers appeared 
they were met by an effective resistance. 
Instead of talcing the place by surprise, 
they foimd every one alert to the attack. 

The alleged treachery was closely inves- 
tigated and it was claimed traced to Wal- 
ler. Aside from the chagrin to which the 
French force.i were put by having their 
plans miscarry it is said to have seriously 
delayed the progress of the French expe- 
dition in Madagascar. 

The French Embassador at Washington 
has not yet been informed of the Waller 
proceedings. Mr. Qiesham is dealing with 
the French Minister of Foreign Affairs 
through oar Minister at Paris.

Of all tho musieal instruments known in 
the present day the organ is umloubtedly 
the "kine." Not only in its coinplicateil 
and ini;enious mechanism or its wonder- 
ful contrcil l>y one performer, lint in its 
powers of expression and imitation of the 
various instruments of the orchestra it is 
unexcelled. Unlike other instruments 
that are perfected both in Voice and sim- 
I)liried methods of playini;— such as the 
violin, flute, clarionet, etc., the organ as it 
now stands, is still open to considerable 
improvement, both in mechanical and 
aeour-tic principles, says the Providence 
Journal. 

The word "stop'' means a "set" or 
"rank" of pipes — one to every key on the 
keyboard. The word does not refer in any 
way to the "knob" that the nrcanist pulls 
out or pushes !:;. It S'v ins neee.-'^arv to 
explain this, as many iiersons are unaware 
of it and are dazzled by the amount of 
"knobs" they get for the money, 
and say. "Oli, our organ has thirty 
siojis ami cost so and so," and "such 
a one s has thirty-six and cost only 
half that sum." _ Now, in almost every 
speciftcation received from organ build- 
ers a certain number of "fake" 
stops are announced, in ordrr to 
make It appear a great deal for the 
monej'. Anioiu: llit-in are (a-rtaifi "me- 
chanical" contrivances, wliii li jiroduce cer- 
tain effects on the mechanism only, while 
others are used to affect the speecti of the 
pipes. Others again are mere. "claptrap." 
anil as a rule where these are inserted we 
'.eiicl -r may be put in the fire, as the 
builder is untrustworthy. 

An idea may be formed of the useless- 
ness of some of these by the number of 
them run into a i«rlor organ. In tlic lat- 
ter one may lind eleven "stops," and actu- 
ally only two rows of reeds, 122 iu number, 
therefore really only two stops, divided 
into treble and bass to swell the number to 
four— the remainder being made np of me- 
chanical "claptrap."

REVOLUTION TALKED OF. 



Grave Fears That a General 
Outbreak Will Take Place 
Very Shortly. 



JAPANESE BOAST OF CONaUEST. 



An Attempt on the Part of the Gov- 
ernment to Coerce the 
-Citizens' Guard. 



HOyOLI'LU, April via su anu r Aus- 
tralia.--There are ominous mutteriugs of 
impending evil in the air. 'Whence they 
Coiue no one knows or seems to care. Cer- 
tain it is that many of the stanchest sup- 
porters of the Government are much dis- 
satisfied with its course, and more espe- 
cially since the late so-called revolution. 
One cause of complaint is the want of some 
efficient head to the military department, 
which at present is under the command of 
Colonel Whiting. This gentleman resigned 
his i.osition as Judge of the Circuit Court 
to take tbat of Ci'loiiel of the flawuiiaii 
army in order that he might jireside over 
the recent military commission, and by 
his judicial dignity and knowleagc of law 
at least give it some semblance of a court. 
This he did, and it is du£,to Colonel-Judge 
Whiting that the prQfceedings of the mili- 
tery eommi*sion were conducted with due 
and proper decorum. ' But this is all over 
and Judge 'WhitinR is tired of military 
honors. Of course he will be reappoiiiled 
to his old posiuioii as Circuit .luilge. 

In the meantiiue tht re is i misiderable 
friction oetwcen the various luiliuiry or- 
ganizations here. The regular force, con- 
sisting of about lOO men, has no com- 
mander of experience, and the volunteer 
companies are insisting that some one with 
at least a small modicum of military 
knowledge be imported and given the posi- 
tion of colonel. This position carries witn 
it a salary of f290 a month and perquisites. 

Another semi-military organizatiQU is 
the Sharpshooters. These people are all 
fnicy shots. They can nearly all hit a 
bnllseye once in a while ^nd some of them 
can do it seven times out of ten. They 
made a great record in the late "war" and 
the whole town has been laughing at thein 
ever since. They are good ahots even at 
1500 yards, but the luan is yet to be found 
who saw any one of them go closer to the 
enemy than 1800 yards in the January 
trouble. In fact it is jiut what some of 
them say and glory in the saying, "'We 
didn't go out there to take any chances." 

After three or four days of so-called 
fighting, Captain Parker and a handful of 
native police went out and brought all the 
"rebels" in. There is much more truth 
than poetry in Joaquin Miller's writings 
about Honolulu and the late revolution. 

The potent factor in the late uprising, 
and which really que'.li il it, was the Citi- 
zens' Guard. At that time it was an un- 
known quantity. No one knew, outside of 
the members, its strength or purpose. It 
was supposed to consist of a couple of 
hundred men, half of whom could not be 
relied on to turn out. The revolutionists 
themselves all acknowledge that they 
could ascertain nothing about the mem- 
bership or the objects of the organization. 
When the revolution did break out they 
found out all aliont it so quickly that they 
were simply paralysed. 

It was planned that hundreds of natives 
ami while royalists were to rise in Hono- 
lulu and meet others who were to come in 
from the outlying districts; but when, 
upon the first alarm given on the killing 
of Charles L. Carter, 700 members of the 
Citizens' Guard, all armed with rifles and 
with abundance of ammunition, turned 
out, the jig was up. These men turned 
out to jirotect themselves, their wives and 
families and their property and the repub- 
lic. They did not go out of any personal 
regard for the Government or the members 
composing it, f<ir individually, with the ex- 
ception of President Dole and Minister of 
Foreign Affairs Hatch, tin y are decidedly 
unpopular, and more so now than ever. 

'While it cannot be said that the Citisens' 
Guard suppressed the revoliition — there 
being none to suppress— it can be tmth- 
fnlly said that it prevented one, and this is 
fully recognized by the Government and 
Advisory Council. So pleased was the 
Cabinet with the support received from 
this organization that soon after the rebel- 
lion (so called) was sunpressed it took 
steps to turn it into a iiiiiitary organiza- 
tion, formulating a .set of nil's and regula- 
tions for it. Hiiioii:; whii'ii w'Tt' trials by 
court-martial and various other obnoxious 
clauses. The force was to be subject to 
various military regulations and to be cap- 
tained and otDcered like a regular military 
company. 

The members, or rather a majority of 
them, did not see it in that light and they 
protested vigorously, and are still doing 
so. Sqtiad », numbering some fifty mem- 
bers, utterly refused to be governed by the 
new regulation', and the result is they 
have been ronsicned to the waste-paper 
basket. They claimed, as do other mem- 
bers, that they only joined for a certain 
purpose, which was to assist the Govern- 
ment in preserving order in case of emer- 
gency. They were given commissions as 
special policemen and were armed, but the 
commissions expressly stated that they 
should not be required to leave their own 
districts on any account. The Govern- 
ment has been trying to upset this arrange- 
ment and make the organization purely 
military, and it has met with an ignomini- 
ous failure. 

Tlii'^, of course, has created much dissat- 
isfai'tioii aiiioi)!^ the inenil>ers, and many 
of the 111 l.a ■ t !i I < jlined to tbr*-ov up their 
commissions and guus. It might safely 
be predicted tbat if another revolution 
broke out to-morrow not one-half of the 
Citisens' Guard would turn out for duty. 

And there are serious mmors abroad 
about another ontlacak to occur almost at 
any time. The royalists say, as do many 
of the supporters of the present regime, 
that the January outbreak was only a 
flash in the pan, and that the real one is 
yet to come. 

There are good reasons for believing this 
to be true. There is general dissatisfaction 
here over the labor question. Only last 
week nearly 900 Portuguese contract labor- 
ers came here on one steamer from the 
Azores, and the week before TOO Japanese 
from Kobe. In apite of every opposition 
possible from white laborers ' and me- 
chanics, the Govemmsnt still keeps on im- 
porting more cheap contract labor. There 
are hundreds of white men walking the 
streets of Honolulu to-day who cannot ob- 



tain any kind of employment whatever, 
while the Japanese are becoming daily 
more and more arrogant It was only yes- 
terday that the editor of one of the Japan- 
ese papers here said to a friend of the 
writer: "When we get through with China 
we will take Honolulu and after that 
San Francisco."

There 
is no doiilit about Jaiu'in'.- ability to take 
Hawaii any day in the week, but when it 
comes to taking San Francisco even I'fcsi- 
dcnt Cleveland might be induced to put on 
a little war paint. 

There is a little combfnation here, known 
as the Planters' Labor and Supply Com- 
pany. Its objects are implied in the name. 
There is not a plantation-owner or mana- 
ger wiio does not belong to it. It is a 
close corporation, but it controls Me des- 
tinies of tlieJHawaiian Islands all tnesame. 
It does its work in a very smooth, slick 
sort of way, but it gets there all the same. 
It is said that three members of the 
present Ministry are directly under its 
control. The Attorney-General is a prom- 
inent member of the company, and is in- 
terested in a host of enterpriser which are 
subservient to it The Minister of the In- 
terior is simply a figurehead for the firm 
of Wilder & Co.. which owns the steam- 
ship line which carries sugar from the 
other islands to the ships in Honolulu 
harbor. The Minister is, and has been 
for a long time, the superintendent of that 
company. 

The Minister of I-'inance is the manager 
of the bank of ISistiojp A Co. It would not 
do lor a man in his po-;tiou to antagonize 
the Planters' Labor and Supply Company 
and he does not In fact, it is general 
talk here that Hr. Damon is working for 
Damon first, Bishop & Co. next and the 
dear people later on. Much indignation 
has been crcited here over the action of 
Jonathan L. Shaw, the Tax Collector of 
the island of Oahu, who has just awarded 
tlie printing of the delinquent tax list to 
the Chinese News. This paper is printed 
wholly in (.'liincse, employs no white 
labor, and very few jienple were even 
aware of its cxi>teiiee. .Mr. Shaw did not 
like the bids submitted by the Star, Hul- 
le'.iu and Advertiser, and instead of throw- 
ing them out and advertising for new ones 
he tried to peddle the j^b out He ap- 
proaohed J. M. Vivas, the editor of a 
Portuguese journal here, and offered him 
if.'iO to be allowed to put the tax list in as a 
supplement, the Tax Office to furnish the 
same ready printed, Mr. 'Vivas replied 
that he could not use his imper for any 
such ptirpose. After exhaii-tiug hiin-elf in 
endeavors to get some decent [niperto pnii- 
lish the delinquent Ii<il Mr. -haw linally 
gave it to the Chinese News, which took a 
$4.'pO contract tor t'V). The Honolulu Typo- 
graphical Union has called a special mcet- 
ng for to-night and proposes to make it 
interesting for the Tax Collector. No 
single act of any Government official aince 
the formation of the provisional Govern- 
ment has called forth such universal con- 
demnation as this. The Tax Collector is 
directly responsible to the Minister of 
Finance, but Mr. I>amon was on the coa>t 
while the work was done. It is expected 
that he will order the republiration of the 
list, there being .serious doubts as to its 
legality in a Chinese paper. 

Just as the steamer sails it is reported 
that the Government officials have broken 
into and taken possession uf the Holomua 
office. This paper has always been a thorn 
in the side of the Government and for fear 
that some one would start it up again the 
mighty Hawaiian Government bough! up 
a mortgage held by H. A. Widemann and 
took forcible possession of the office a few 
minutes since witiiotit recourse to law or 
anything else. It is hardly safe to open 
one's mouth iu Honolulu now except in 
firaver. 

Volney V. .\shfonl was expected to de- 
part on the Australia, but he failed to do 
so. Shortly before the steamer sailed he 
was released from, prison, on the nndei^ 
standing that he should leave the country. 
He was too ill to leave on the Australia, 
but may depart on the next steamer.

UBESALS ARE DISGUSTED. 



On the Whole the German Govern- 
ment Appears to Be in a Great 

Dilemma. 



BERLIN, Cebmakv, April 20.— The wheel 
of parliamentary politics will resume 
active work on Tuesday next, when the 
Reichstag rcas.sembles with a big pro- 
gramme before it, including amendments 
to and changes in the tarifi law, 
the sodalist bill defining and enlarging the 
rights of association flbd coalition and 
plenary discTHSitm of the anti-revolution- 
ist bill. The meastue last allnded to is the 
bugbear of the Liberals, Radicals and 
Socialists, and has been rendered 
even more stringent in committee, 
at the instance of the members of the 
(^enter party who arc angling for the repeal 
of the anti-Jesuit laws. The Clerical pro- 
jjosal.s, however, in some respects are very 
radical, but the Government hesitates to 
acce|)t them, fearing to overstep the mark 
and further intensify popular resentment. 

The Niitional Liberals, who at first 
favored the bill, are now disgusted with 
the reactionary character it is assuming 
and have deserted to the side of its oppo- 
iients. 

Thus its adoption depends entirely npon 
the support of the Center party, the mem' 
bers of which demand tliat the bill be 
passed as they shaped it or not at all. The 
Conservatives, on the other hand, declare 
they will imt consent to place German 
Protestantism under the heel of its heredi- 
tary enemies. 

The Government is thus in a dilemma, 
for.if it refuses the demand of the Center 
parity tike anti-revolution bill 'is certain to 
be rejected, while if it consents to the 
demands of the Centrists the Govern- 
ment will alienate its conservative 
supporters. As a soluti">n of the 
situation those who fear both clerical re- 
action and socialist encroachments appeal 
to the Emjieror to intervene, as he did in 
the case of the withdrawal of the Seedlitz 
educatiiiu bill in 1**92, and bring about Vlie 
withdrawal <if the anti-revolf.tinn bill. 
Surh interjiositioii, however, would be un- 
constitutional, as in the case of an im- 
perial measure the Bundesrath alone has 
this power. 

The dispute between Great Britain and 
Nicaragua is being watched here, and the 
opinion of those competent to pronounce 
an opinion upon the matter Is decidedly 
against allowing yicaragua to get off 
too cheaply. Moreover, the idea of in- 
tervention on the part of the United States 
is not received here with enthusiasm. 

The 'N'Ossiehc Zeitung, commenting on 
the situation, says: "England represents 
not only the British, but Europe, in this. 
The Central American republics have 
been i^ty of repeated acts of law- 
lessness against foreigners, and they 
deserve to he taught a lesson. If the 
United State- claim to extend the a] plica- 
tion of the Monroe doctrine tn these unruly 
neighbors they iii'v-t also undertake to 
bear the responsibility of tiie fullillment of 
their intenuitiiuial obiicatiiins," 

The treaty of peacf between Jal^an and 
China is favorably criti<ised in leading 
political circles, and the sending of 
two additional German warships to 
the far East is generally ap- 
proved. The Kreuz Zeitung, refer- 
ring to the dispatch of the two warships to 
re-enforce the German squadron in Chi- 
nese waters, says, "Let us salnte this 
measure as the beginning of a radical 
change in our transoceanic policy." 

The 'Vossische Zeitung declares that 
"Germany's place, while observing strict 
neutrality, must be on the side of Japan." 

The North German Gazette this after- 
noon asserts that there is no ground for 
the fear-! exi'r<-t>ed in some (quarters that 
Ceriiany would intimate her Hitention 
not to interfere in ibe setlleiucnt of the 
terms of peace arrived at between China 
and Japan even before the powers an- 
nounced their views npon the matter. 

On the contrary, the North German 
Gatette remarks, the Government is fully 
alive to the grave danger which might 
arise for Kurope, politically and eommer- 
cially, as a consequence of the new order 
of things in Eastern Asia.

The Hamburger Borseii-IIaile to-day 
lectures that, contrary to lUiMisheii state- 
ments, no working arrangeuieiit has 
liceii arrived at yet between the Stan- 
dard Oil Company and the Russian 
oil interests.

LINCOLIi'S m ADDRESS 

It Followed the Surrender of 
General Robert E. 
Lee. 



He Spoke With \fm\» Attempt at 
' Oratorical Manner or 
Bffeot. 



President Lincoln's two last public 
addresses were hiade from the historic cen- 
tral window in the second story, front, of 
the 'White House, on Monday and Tues- 
day evenings, April 10 and 11, lSfJ5. On 
Sunday morning, the 'Bth. the day on 
which Lee surrendered, the rresideut had 
returned from City Point and Iliciiinoud 
to Washington. At o o'clock on .Monday 
evening some two or three hundred per- 
sons, acting upon a rumor circulated 
through the city, assembled in fr<mt uf the 
White House. The President had been 
out to ride in bis carriage, as usual, in the 
afternoon, and returned about the time 
they began tb come together. After he 
hiut entered the house it was rejHirted that 
the family were at dinner, and that he 
would not speak. The people, however, 
were unwilling to disperse, and, in excel- 



lent humor, continned to wait for the 
President, says a writer in the Chicago 
Inter Ocean. 

At length, unwilling to dissappoint them 
altogether, he came. It was the fiirst time 
I had seen him. I heard the somewhat 
elaborate naper which he read on the ne.xt 
evening to a larger audience, and which is 
preserved among his important papers; 
yet, the impromptu and somewhat reluc- 
tant speech on Monday evenintr, in which 
his purpose was to reciprocste the genial 
greeting of his hearers, hut to utter noth- 
ing otherwise significant, afforded a far 
more interesting presentation of the per- 
sonality of the man than the more formal 
address afterward. He came forward brisk 
and cheerful, offhand and clastic, as from 
a good dinner, and exceedingly well satis- 
tied with the condition of things in general. 
There was a dash of exuberance in his 
manner. It would seem to one seeing and 
hearing him to have been the hapjiiest 
day, the culmination of his life. The 
strongest Impression made was the 
fullness of his satisfaction. It was 
not manifest in anything obtrusive, but 
was a simple, solid, thorough - go- 
ing satisfaction, apparent in every 
feature and movement. He spoke with a 
giioil ijiiality of voice, and with a clear, 
distinct and deliberate articulation. 
Standing before the large window he did 
not seem as tall as he would elsewhere. 
His movements and gestures had much 
freed. iin, elasticity and force, and hi.'t 
countenance beamed with cordiality, as if 
he were speaking with old acquaintances, 
all of which made him seem younger than 
we bad expected him to appear. A shrewd 
intelligence, as of one long accustomed to 
read men, gleamed from his relaxed feat- 
ures and almost laughing eyes. At the 
same time there was a quiet and unpreten- 
tious air of self-reliance which was unmis- 
takable. ()ne who had never before seen 
or heard of the man would feel entirely as- 
sured from his five minutes' appearance at 
thtit time tbat he was no novice. He 
Epoki' as follows : 

".My friends, I am informed that you 
have assembled here this afternoon under 
the impression that I had madeaii appoint- 
ment to speak at this time. There's a mis- 
take about it somewhere. I have made no 
such appointment. More or less persons 
have lieen gathering here at different times 
during the day, and in the' exuberance of 
their feeling—and for all of Which they are 
great' - justiiied— <-alling npon me to say 
Soniet hi irj , and I have from time to time 
been sending out wb,it i supposed was 

firoper, todisper-e tiejm for the present. 
Laughter and applause^' elicited by the 
genial and humorous twinkle of the ej-e, 
and the good-natured manner with which 
the above words were spoken.] 

"1 .said to a larger audience this morning 
what I desire now to repeat. It is this: 
That I supposed in consequence of the 
glorious news we have been receiving 
lately there is to be some general demon- 
stration either on this or to-morrow even- 
ing, when I will be expected, 1 presunic, to 
isay something. Just here I will remark 
that I would much prefer having this dem- 
onstration take place to-morrow evening, as 
1 would thni be much better prepared to 
say what I have to say than I am now or 
can be this evening. [A voice: "And we 
will then have heard from Johnston."! 

"I therefore say to yon that I shall be 
quite willint:, and I hope ready, to say 
.something then, whereas just now I am 
not ready to say anything that one in my 
jMisition oui7lit to say. Piverything I say, 
you know, goes into print. [Laughter atid 
upplause.J If I make a mistake [A voice: 
"You haven't made any yet"] it doesn't 
merely hurt nn', it nurts you aiul hurts the 
country. I therefore ought at least to try 
not to make mistakes. If, then, a general 
demonstrnfioii be made to-morrow even- 
in;:, and i: it lie a;.:reeaiiie. I will eM'li/avor 
to say something and not make a mistake, 
without at least trying carefully to avoid 
It. ri.nuirhter and applause.] Thanking 
you tor tlie compliment of this call, I bid 
you good-eveniiur." 

Tiiis brief address exhibits many of the 
charncterisiics of the martyr President 
which are now well known to the world. 
His bow as he retired was free, elastic and 
even graceful. There was more of the 
suave in his manner on this occasion than 
the representations of him j^eiiera'ly made 
would imply. A stranger would have ha<l 
no doubt that he was a superior man in 
respoet to intelligenee, setf-reliaflce and 
force. He appeared as a common man, 
but of uncommon penetration and vigor of 
mind and then and there conscious of hav- 
ing done well and succeeded in his work. 
The mobile and expressive lips which 
spoke these well-remembered words to us 
as we looked tip from near the stejis of the 
White House thirty-seveii days Ijefure had 
nttcreu the immoral words: "With malice 
towanl none: with charity for ail," and 
f<mr days and a half later were sealed in 
death. 

On the ne\t evening he read at the same 
window, at a later hour, from a manu- 
script, his last formal address, with which 
the World is famili.ir. He wore glasses 
while reading. Candles were held on both 
sides, which llared a good deal. As he ap- 
peared there was quite loud cheering, 
which was continued for perhaps two min- 
utes. Ho glanced a little nervously duv. n 
over his glasses as if awaiting the time 
when ihey would be quiet enough for him 
to read, one finger rubbing the under sur- 
face of his ciiin as he waited. His tones 
were common rending tones, somewhat 
monotonous. He spoke with little attempt 
at oratorical manner or effect. At one 
point he laid his finger upon his iipjier lip, 
somewhat as a boy might do reading his 
composiii,,n at sclioi'l. Mrs. Lincoln and 
some other ladies stood at a side window. 
Some convt rsaiion was overheard while 
the readiur,' was ;;"ing on, which seemed to 
annoy the audience, eliciting some un- 
complhi.eni.iry exjiressions. I seem to 
have a faint shadow of recollection of ill- 
ominous expressions, in undertone, in the 
crowd near where I stood, indicative of re- 
vengeful hate toward the reader, who.se 
words came down to us from the window 
above. The reading ceased at length, and 
there passed fnun public Speech an orator 
whosi* words will be remembered as lou g 
as any spoken by man.

The Friendly Effort In Behalf 
of Senator Seymour 
Failed. 



FITZOEBALD STTCKXEDS IVOBT. 



Co-Operatlon of the Board Asked 
by the Good Roads 
Bureau. 



Hnle wns re-elected TV ardpii at Pan Qnen- 
tin yestcnlay by tlii' Board of Prison Di- 
rt'i'ti>r^, and Seiiati.r Sey ni. .ur of San licr- 
nardino will have to wait lor ilip iiolitical 
■jduni whic-h Governor lindd promised him. 

A irdrn shonid have been fleeted at 
Sail ij i ntin at the March meeting of the 
' direeturs. That no such election toobplar^ 
VIS due to the fact that Governor Budd 
asked for a postponement, for the purpose 
of giving him time to Investigate the 
affairs of the institution. A showing of 
extravagant management wa.s to l>e made 
and Seyntoiv elected to succeed Hale. It 
looked easy enough. 

The original plan was to throw ont 
Hayes, DePne and Ivory, givinp their 
traces to Deniocratsi, and ihu? :n^uri^^ the 
election of a Democratic Warden. When 
■ this was abandoned for obvious reasons, 
with the exception of J^ireotor Ivory, the 
Seymour boom took dcliaiti; form and 
waxed warm. 

Ivory could be put out of the way and 
Devlin could be converted, but this would 
not give Seymeur a majority. The days 
passed, but no investigation was made. 

Fitzgerald was appoiiui d to succeed 
Ivory and the latter, after loud threats of 
a contest, dropped into oblivion. 

When the board met yesterday the 
newlv appointed direct.T, I'itZfr'erald. an- 
swered to the ro'.liall. Ivory was not 
present After the transaction of consid- 
erable routine business the directors went 
into executive session. 

Devlin and Fitzgerald had received their 
instriiclion> from tiic (Mivernor, who knew 
ihatNeff and Hayes would urge an elec- 
tion for Warden. As a matter of fact, these 
two gentlemen would defer the matter no 
lonuer. Opposing them stood Devlin and 
yitzgeraid. pledged to tight for a postpone- 
ment for another luotitli. 

This would afford time for the long- 
promised investigation of the charges of 
extravagance, the downfall of Hale and the 
succession of Senator Seyn:our. 

When Neff broujrlit uj. the matter of 
electing a Warden in cxccniivc sosion 
Devlin arose and said tiiat in his i'j,iniou 
the election should be p.istponed until ti)'' 
next meet ill of the boaro.- This was iii 
defcrenci> to t!;e wi>hes of the Governor, 
wl... ,; . - ,:..".ti (i tliai no Warden be 
til. ■ . ■ . ur:. r an inq-:iry into the 
aft;!ir- oi : lit institution. Of course, Fitz- 
gera d v :is of the same opinion. 

^^ ff. !;owover. did not coincide with the 
Bi;i''-~^ yi;,i \r fa'iion. He pointed out 
that u.f 1 cii 'n iiad already been deferred 
at the (jovernor's request, to the detriment 
of prison discipline, which had necessanly 
become lax by reason of the uncertain con- 
dition of thiiigs. "Men living nnder daily 
expectation of the ax could not be ex- 
pected to lake that degree of interest in 
the performance of their dutv that would 
be looked for and demanded nnder a 
settliHi condition of affairs," said he. 

'•'ilien then- were the executions soon to 
take place. Who would attend to this? 
Certainly Warden Hale, whose term has 
e.'cpired,"wonld not, as actmg Warden, dare 
to perform this service in clear violation 
of the law. If not Warden Hale, who? 
Complications following the posmonement 
would be almost certain to afford con- 
demned criminals a loopjhoJe for escape. 
. -They would be quick to take advantage of 
tbe opportnni^, and get clear on technical 
-■grounas." 

Director Hayes agreed with Neff that 
the election ought to lake place at once. 

DcPue said not a word, while Devlin 
scowled. He saw that the game was up, 
for DePtie's sentiments were known, and 
Keff was immovable. 

After some further discussion, in which 
Devlin reiterated his plea for a postpone- 
ment, Hayes moved to proceed witli the 
election of"a ATarden. 

Xeff nominated Hale, and his nomina- 
tion was seconded by Hayes. 

There being no further nominations a 
ballot was taken, which resulted in the 
unanimous re-election of Hale, Devlin and 
Fitzgerald swincing into line. Warden 
Hale was then called in and notified of his 
election, whereupon he said: 

I thank you for the honor bestowed in elect- 
ing me for another term. 

Oil the 14th of February, 1891, your honor- 
able board elected me warden of this prison 
for a term of tour years, commencing April 1, 
1891, and that term lias expired. From tbe 
first moment that I assumed ctiarge of this in- 
Etltuti'in uDlll tbe present time it has Ixjen 
my only thought to so conduct the affaire of 
tbe priiion as to merit your approbation and to 
eavc the Sute In every way possible, at the 
same time giving tbe Inmates such care aa to 
Insure Oielr good bealth, giving -them whole- 
come food ana comfortable clothing. 

It Is with pride tbati point to tbe fact that 
In over a period of four years not a single pris- 
oner baa escaped, and I take this oprHii'lunity 
to thank tbe officers and guards for their devo- 
tion to their duties, and to say that our success 
In cutting down expenses and keeping the dis- 
cipline ol the prison i:p to the high standard to 
which it has at'uiubd is iariccly due to their 
strict attcntiun to tiu ir respective duties. 

And to you, genllenii ii, : can only sav that I 
most heartily thank you lor your ci>-op<'ri'.tion 
in the management oi this (rrt-at insiuution, 
tor your kind coniiider&tion aiid f..r the t i,nti- 
dence that you have reposi-<i in me. Kanv 
mistakes have been made they liave been of 
the bead, not of tbe heart. 

At the forenoon session of the directors

Cape St. Lucas Speeding 
South. 



British Minister Gosllns Reoatled. 
Trouble Ahead In Nlo- 
araerua. 



The steamer .Sydney which arrived from 
Central American ports yesterday txrought 
news of the United States coast defense 

vessel Monterey. She was sighted one 
night at 8 o'clock ten miles southwest of 
Cape St. Lucas bound south. 

The Monterey was speeding toward 
Corinto, which it is believed, is her destin- 
ation. She had a big Iwiie in her mouth 
and was apparently being urged to the ex- 
tent of her capacity. 

This is the first intelligence which has 
been received of the Monterey since she 
left here. Tbe Secretary of the Navy de- 
nied that she was going off the coast, but 
it has been pretty generally understood 
that her destination as well as that of the 
Olympia was < orinlo, Nicaragua, to which 
port the British warships Royal Arthur 
and Wild Swan have been already ordered. 
When the City of Sydney was at Panama 
the British cruiser Satellite was stationed 
there. The Sydney left Panama on March 
30, and the Royal Arthur and Wild Swan 
were expected within five days later en 
route to Corinto. 

The British residents in Central Amer- 
ica are tirm in their belief that England 
will enforce her demand for reparation for 
the expuL^ion of Proconsul Hatch and 
that Nicaragua will have to pay or Uncle 
Sam will have to tight. It is not penerally 
kn(iwn that Hatch is an American. He 
was a business man of Bluetields. and 
some people down there are unkind 
enough to say that he was also a busybody. 

His position was similar to that of an 
American consular agent, but En^'land 
has spread her wing of protection above 
him and insists that Nicaragua must pay 
him $75,000 for his injured feelings. 

What the outcome of the presence of the 
Royal Arthur, Wild Swan, Olynipia and 
Monterey at Corinto will be is hard to 
foretell. If English mar; ;.e. -ire landed or 
an attempt is made to iai. t tliem on 
Nicaraguan soil it is said that the Monroe 
doctrine will be read to the marines and 
trouble will probably ensue. 

Minister Gosling has been recalled by the 
English Government, his orders iiavin^- 
gone down on the San Juan. Whetlier 
there is any significance in the recall is a 
matter of conjecture. Mr. Gosling was in- 
discreet on one occasion in ezpiessinx 
Eneland's sentiments toward the oontK>l 
of the cana l. 

IiSTKest Steamer Company. 

The North fierman Lloyd— Norddent- 
sclier Lloyd— has from a small beginning 
worked its way to the very front, being 
now tbe largest steamer company in the 
world. The company enjoys a subvention 
from the German Eiuiiire on five lines, on 
the condition that the jteaniers call at cer- 
tain ports, that the mail-carrying boats 
shall he built in German shipyaras and 
that the speed be at least twelve knots. 
The conipanv canital is now 8:inO0,0<X) 
i marks, or abou: $L'i),';.Xi,OlJO, and its 
fleet consists of eighty-three steamers, 
of an aggregate tonnage of 242,887 
tons, besides tugboats. The company's 
traflic comprises twenty-two lines, viz.: 
eiglil European, six Ncirtli American (twice 
weekly from Bremen to tbe I'nited States), 
two South American, five to Eastern Asia 
and one Anstralian. The staff of the com- 
j.any consists of 8000 men, ami in the year 
I there was formed a seamen's and pcn- 
I sion fund by donations and an annual 
I cliar-e of 2^ percent of the yay. The 
ci:. tains have to pass through the various 
degrees, and if there is an accident they 
have to Tesign.— Scientific American.

Berkeley won the second intercollegiate 
debate at Metropolitan Hall last evening 
after a debate of over two hours. Stan- 
ford was represpiitcd by Benjamin I'.

It 
we had the referendtun it could 1h' called 
on by the defeated party. In all proba- 
bility the referendum would be used to 
harass the party in power and retard leg- 
islation. 

It does not foUowthat even though the 

initiative and referendum is a success in 
Switzerland the same would be the case 
here, it is almost a neces.sity llnrc, 
but in California it is not. Switzerland 
has no veto j^ower. Here we have. An 
important )ioiut is the few laws passed 
there, but w hile here we have 112G bills in 
one session. How many of these it wouhl 
have been necessary to refer to the people ! 
But even if there were only a few tliey 
could not vole inteUi>;enlly upon any of 
them, but wo'.ild vote as part'y men. 

Ill or'ier to i'c su. ces-ful in legislative 
matters there must be separation from the 
business of the community. All classes of 
citizens do not consider their interests are 
all alike. A sample of popular feeling is 
shown in the sand lot affairs. Legisla- 
tion by popular feeling would be mere 
buncomb. . „ , . 

Under such a system all the precedents 
would be reversed.

Hengstler of the University of California 
rapped for order. He announced the 
question, "The Initiative and Referen- 
dum," and said that it was based upon the 
lollowinR resolution: 

ifeoofufd. That in Caiifornltt any legislative 
enactment, not deemed urgent, shall be sulj- 
mitted to a vote of the citizens, upon petiliou 
of 5 per cent of the quallDed voters, provided 
such petition be made within sixty days; mid 
furthermore, that any measure proposed 1 y a 
petition of 10 per cent of the voters shall be 
submitted toth* people by the ly('gi>latiire. 

He introduced Benjamin F. Bledoes of 
Stanford University, who said that the 
question to be considered is. Shall the 
people of California have the opportunity 
of deciding by what laws they shall be 
governed before lin.il enactment by the 
Legislature '.' 

"We arc not demau'ling a new and un- 
tried system," he said. "In tbe early his- 
tory of the republic mensures were always 
ajiproved by the jieople before they became 
laws through the law-making bodies. Now 
only one State, and that is not California, 
has the system we desire." The speaker 
referred to the little republic of Switzer- 
land as a government wjjere the initiative 
and the referendum are in force,_ and the 
success of the system, he said, is demon- 
strated Ijeyond all doubt. Mr. Bledsoe 
s{>oke at length upon the make-up of State 
Legislatures and Congress, and said that 
while the people's representatives are sup- 
posed to represent their constituents, jn 
reality they 'do not represent any one but 
the bosses of their party or their own indi- 
viilual ideas. 

lA-iiislators are frequently influenced to 
pass bills obnoxious to the people by some 
clever schemer. In many cases they turn 
a deaf car to the aj^peals of hundreds' of in- 
telligent citizens wlio wish a ceneral re- 
form to be instituted through the instru- 
mentality of legislative committees to 
I.«xow existing evils out of existence. 
Instead of so doing they pass bills deeding 
the people's rights to some grasping 
monopoly.

for Russia or .\sia. He quoted a number 
of writers, .^howiiiL' i!kU the referendum 
has proven a success in Switzerlanii. 'The 
town councils of the New England States 
were referred to as a proof that it can be a 
success in America. 

The exteii>ion of participation in politics 
is a ureal education. This has proven so 
and has been the means of snppressing of 
anarchy. Law should not oumin popular 
sentiment. To-day there is no way potiu- 
lar feeling regulates let-'islation. The peti- 
tions sent to the last Legislatuie and there 
pigeon - holed were cited in support 'of 
this claim. The referendum would restore 
the right relation between the people and 
the legislators. The suiunission of many 
laws would not follow, but only such as 
public opinion demands. 

We want to submit to the people anv law 
the legislators fail to act ntron. There 
would be no sectional strife under the refer- 
endum despite the statement of ihe nega- 
tirti Saa fianeiaaovoted for the farmers' 
fruit trees last fall. San Francisco gave 
less votes on matters affectint; theinstuves 
than they did the farm. 

It is possible for us to have direct legisla- 
tion. It is said it is antic^uated. Tbe con- 
ditions are such now with telegraph and 
railroads to make it applicable, in State 
elections there a'e no party is.-ius. They 
are national. 'Tiie argunient-s are all re- 
garding the effect on the State of the 
referendum. The only experience is from 
Switzerland and the town councils of New- 
England. People of California are capable 
of legislating. This reform is in harmony 
with progress. Where the will of the Gov- 
ernment IS the will of tbe people we find 
the best quality for the State. 

George F. Noble concluded the argu- 
ment for the negative. This is a legal 
proposition. We must search for truth 
and advocate it. We are solicitons for 
California and the effect such a law would 
have upon us. 

If there are bad laws thev are to be 
changed, but who is to blame for them not 
being changed. Last fall a candidate could

California responded by sayinj; that while 
willinft to admit that evils "exist under the 
present form of government, be could not 
admit that tbe adoption of tbe svstem ad- 
vocated by the resolution woulrf do away 
with all evils. Would it not create other 
evils and abuses equally bad? To carry 
out the initiative and referendum would 
simply make our legislators recorders and 
debaters and not our representatives and 
lawmakers. 

This sy.stem is ancient and went out of 
date 100 years ago. 

Our forefathers made use of the sys- 
tem because the smallness of their num- 
bers permitted it. Hut now the territory 
and population have spread out and in- 
creased to such an extent that the in- 
terests are often conflicting and antago- 
nistic. To govern large bodies of people 
of diversified interests, it is necessary that 
their wants and requirements should be 
considered by broacf-minded law-makers, 
who will weigh well the best laws to 
govern the whole. 

In alluding to the last speaker's refer- 
ence to Switzerland as a model Govern- 
ment on account of the system now in 
vogue. .Mr. Clarke stated that it is not a 
success. Even there interests are often 
conilicting. and of late faava led toade- 
cided step toward socialism. 

If the s> stem shnulil be adopted in this 
State it would result in sectional strife and 
a bitter quarrel among the people, who are 
now dweUingin comparative peace. 

Btirton M. Palmer of Stanford took up 
the atllrmative. He started his argument 
by saying that while our presiuit system is 
supposed to be re|)re»entutive, it is more a 
misrepresentative system. Let the people 
placeless power in the hands of the law- 
makers anil tlioy wil! bo betrayeil less fre- 
quently, 'ihe speal<er op**iied a tira(tc 
against the .State and nationuJ legislators, 
and by insinuations intimated that they 
can always be bought and sold by lobbyists 
and monopolists. 

15y Ihe pri'posed system the lobbyist's 
occupation will be gone, for no man or 
corporation can bribe thousands of voters. 
The speaker denied that the referendum 
in Bwitseriand is a failure. He cited a 



l>e named by .3 per cent of the voters, yet 
the people did not avail tliem.selves of this 
privilege.

We object to tliC referendum, because it is 
ineffective, and it is shown Switzerland is 
abandoning it. It ia un-.Vmoricaii. There 
is no improvement upon our system of 
stlbtnittine constitutional ameiulnients. 

The people in ordinary lite are not jur- 
ists. If they voted every day they woukl 
have little understanding of the law 
What we want is a business election. A' 
special election.would cost $;i00,0 00. Where 
would this thing slop? 

We contended that none of the Lexow 
committees were not looking for direct leg- 
islation. If it was so good a thing these 
men would go for it. The other side fails 
to show a single statesman of the United 
States who has approved the referendum. 

Benjamin F. Bledsoe was given ten min- 
utes to close for the affirmative. If the 
Legislature does not do what is wanted, 
tbe people step in and do so. Daniel Web- 
ster never saw the referendum working. 
He don't know what he is talking abiuit. 
If the iieo)ile asl; iliat a matter be submit- 
ted they will turn out and vote. 

The 'referendum wonid bring out as 
many votes as the present system. The 
peoiiie are taking more interest in the 
(Tovernment. The question is not to go 
on the statute-book. It is a question of 
whether we want or do not. We did prove 
that the people arc the power to rule.

FIVE INOUESTS^ FINISHED. 

Coroner Hawkins and His 
Deputies Were Very Bu^ 
Yesterday. 



The Verdict In the Lefevre Murder 
Case Was Justifiable Hom- 
icide. 



Coroner Hawkins had a busy day yester- 
day. Tbe Morgue was crowded all morn- 
ing, and the general impression was that 
the death of Blanche Lamont was being 

inquired Into. Five cases were investi- 
gated ami tbe verdicts in two of them 
were a Utile out of the oniinary. In one 
rff tlieni a liusbaiiii met a man whom he 
had warned to keep away coming from his 
wife's room and shot him dead. The ver- 
dict returned was justifiable homicide. In 
the other a teamster, after reading the ac- 
count of the murders in tbe Emmanuel 
Baptist Church, banged himself, and the 
jury foimd that his mind was in an ab- 
normal condition from reading the news- 
paper accounts of the crime. 

'The first case investigated was that of 
Mrs. M. Robart, who took an overdose of 
morphine with suicidal intent. The evi- 
dence showed that she and her husband 
had quarreled and that he had accused her 
of infidelity. The folio wing letter from the 
woman was read : 

With ray dying breath I swear I have not de- 
ceived Gu8 Robart as his wife. We were mar- 
ried by Justice liray in the new City Uall. No 
more, only Gus told me not to come home any 
more, and I will not. So good-bye to all, and 
may ihhI protect my children. 1 cannot write 
any more, so good-bye. The room is dark— ex- 
cuse my poor writing. I cannot stand my hus- 
band's abase. He has treated me like a dog 
through his jealousy. God bless my two little 
eliiMreii, Freddie and Nellie. May God pro- 
tect them. 1 am sick and heart-broken. 

The jury returned a verdict to the effect 
that opium, taken with a suicidal intent, 
was the cause of the woman's death. 

A. <5. Woods, a restaurant waiter, who 
lived at (iS4 Ash avenue, took an overdose 
of laudanum on the 11th inst. He had 
been out of work for some time and had 
given way to despondency. He was re- 
moved to tlie Receiving Hospital, and par- 
tially recovered from the effects of the 
drug, but congestion of the lungs set in 
and he died. 'The verdict was that he died 
from an overdose of opium taken with su- 
icidal intent. The saddest part of thecase 
is that his unfortunate wife gave birth toa 
child on the morning he died. 

In the case of Frank Clark, who lived at 
the Potrero, the verdict was "accidental 
drowning." On his way home he stopped 
to examine an open culvert, and, losing 
his balance, fell in. The water in the 
sewer was high, and before help came he 
was drowned. 

Rene Lefevre was shot and killed by 
Eu.rcuc Coliuau on the night of the I3th 
inst. The latter is proprietor of the White 
House, tiio J.ackson street, and Lefevre 
was a shoemaker and ex-convict. Colman 
warned the shoemaker to keep away from 
the house, as he had caueht fiim on one 
occasion with his wife. Lefevre in reply 
threatened to "do Colman up" in less than 
a week. On the night in qtiestion Lefevre 
attempted to reach Mrs. Colman's room 
and the outraged husband shot him dead. 
He explained afterward that he thoughtLe- 
f evru was prepared to carry ont his threat. 
The verdict of the jniy was "justifiable 
homicide." 

Joseph E. McClinchy, a teamster in the 
employ of Wells, Fargo & Co., went home 
seeming in good spirits last Monday night, 
liui iiig the evening he read the newspaper 
accounts of the murder of Minnie Wil- 
liams and Blanche Lamont. During the 
night he went into the cellar of his house 
at O.'!.") Locust avenue and there hanged 
himself. He look the newspapers to 
the cellar with him. The verdict of the 
jury concluded, "And we further find that 
the deceased had no canse to commit sui- 
side and that his mind was in abnormal 
condition from reading the accounts of the 
crimes committed iu the llnimauuel Bap- 
tist Church." 

Never in the history of the city has there 
been such an epidemic of murders and sui- 
cides, and in consequence f'oroner Haw- 
kins and his deputies are kept busy from 
morning to night.

Committee, Which Is a 
Leverage. 



The "solid eight" of the Board of Super- 
visors are not going to have everything 
their own way. The ".solid four" — .loseph 
I. Diniond, Charles L. Taylor, Adolph B. 
Ppreckels and John K. C. Hobbs— are 
against them and propose to check every 
move of the greater body which would be 
likel.v to be detrimental to the city's inter- 
est if allowed to pass unchallenged. 

The stand of Judge Conlan in refusing to 
recognize the action of the board in the 
removal of 'Watson and the appointment 
of Morgenstem as clerk of bis court has 
given the minority of the board courage. 
The Judge's action has been discussed by 
the legal advisers of the individual Super- 
visors comprising the solid four, and with- 
out exception has been upheld as being 
based ujxin good law. In addition to the 
support of Judge Conlan in this particular 
case, the four hold a winning card which 
they propose to play at the proper time. 

The solid eight control all of the com- 
mittees excepting those on water, judiciary 
and finance. All salaries for Police Court 
clerks come under the supervision of the 
PoHce Committee, which draws the war- 
rants. Before the order can be paid, how- 
ever, it has to go to the Finance Commit- 
tee, and this is what Supervisor Dimond 
says about that : 

"We have the Finance Committee and 
propose to check the payment of any war- 
rant which may be <lrawn for Morgenstem. 
1 am certain the Police Committee will 
pass Morgenstern's warrant, but we will 
check it. 

"On Monday we intend — when I say we 
I mean what has been termed the .solid 
four — to briiiK up the veto measure and 
make a stand, which will bring out the 
matter in its proper light. We propose to 
stand by Mayor Siitro if he does what is 
right. I think he will, for he has promised 
to thoroughly sift anything we call to his 
attention. You may be certain there will 
be nothing slip through if we can possibly 
help it. 

"Just what tbe plans of the solid eight 
are I do not know. I have heard rumors, 
but they are of such a vague nature that 1 
place no deiieiuleiice on them. 

"I have heard thej* intend to remove 
some sixty of the city emplo^^es. That 
came indirectly from King. He is the only 
man who talks. He is mum enough until 
he gets a few drinks in him, then he is 
likely to say thin^s the others do not want 
known. It has even been said that big 
money was being paid the Street Commit- 
ee, but of course you can^t prove it. 

"A few days ago a certain party went to 
one of the eight and said, 'For heaven's 
sake keep that man King out of yonr cau- 
cuses or put a muzzle on him.' He is tbe 
only one anything ever comes from, for the 
rest are mum. 

"Now as to this matter of the Church- 
street franchise I am certain it was drawn 
up at Fourth and Townsend streets. I 
have had legal advice on it, and feel cer- 
tain that it is illegal. There are tw o flaws 
in it, but the eight propose to let them 
stand, on the ground that it is k legal fran- 
chise. We think not, and that it will 
require th« signature of the Mayor. If this 
is so and Sutro refuses to sign it we will 
see that it is never passed over his veto. 

"The Church-street Club has been ad- 
vised to ask for a writ of mandate, and 
will lake that step if the matter goes too 
far. 

"We have another advantage over the 
eight. We have the Water Committee. 
This is a lever which we propose to apply 
and bring to light their actions on this sub- 
ject. In the committee we prepare our re- 
port. That is presented to the board. We 
can draw our report so strong that it will 
make uphill work for the eight to make 
any chauges, and, by so doing, show their 
intentions. 

"As far as patronage is concerned, I have 
not even had as much as a janitor. The 
solid eight control everything, or at least 
think they do. Judge Conlan s action has 
put a temporary check on their changes, 
but just what effect ' it will have I do not 
know, but I am inclined to think it will do 
some good. 

"They are not showing their hand in the 
matter, so it is all guesswork as far as we 
are concerned, but it makes no diSerence 
what move they make I will oppose it on 
the ground that it is not conducive to good 
government. 

"Now if Majror Sutro will do the square 
thing I am positive nothing can pass over 
his veto which will be <lelrimental to the 
city. The bitumen-rock question is one 
of the important points under this head. 
There have been uiany rumors that Colonel 
Taylor of the Eighth Ward would go over 
to the solid eiu'lit on this question, but I 
know that is false. He ;s with us and pro- 
poses to stay. 1 would as soon suspect 
myself aa to think he would break away 
now. 'Without another man they can do 
nothing. 

".Mayor Sutro and myself are friendly, 
but not as intimate as some of the other 
members of tbe board. The Mayor has 

Fromised Mr. Hobbs to stand with us, aud 
believe he will do so."

A BLOODY SHOE. 



Crimson Stains on One of 
Gibson's Articles of 
Footwear. 

A blood-stained shoe belonging to BeT. 
Dr. Gibson is in the possesston of the 
police. The shoe was found when the 

search was beirnn a week a^o, but the 
police authorities have ever since kept the 
matter quiet in an endeavor to learn the 
true siguiticaiice oi tiit ir discovery. 

The shoe is one which Gibson kept in his 
■tudy to wear when at work there to ease 
his feet. The police ransacked the pastor's 
■tady and- found this shoe, which had 
Mood stains on the sole. They took the 
ahoe away for examination. 

Dr. Gibson keeps iu his study all the 
time two old pairs of shoes and a pair of 
slippers. The slippers and three of the 
«hoeE are still there. The fourth shoe is 
the newly discovered link in the ehain of 
evidence. 

Notwithstanding that the shoe belongs 
to the pastor of the church the police do 
not believe it connects him in any way 
with till- ( Tinir-. 

The murderer maj' have put it on so 
tiiat it he should accidentally Ktep in a pool 
of blood the stain would not be on his own 
bhoe. On the other band, the castor may 
aave had it on when he was called by Mrs. 
Holt to view the l)ody of Minnie Williams. 
Again, the murderer, in order to throw 
suspicion from himself, may have dipped 
' the shoe in blood and then put it bau in 
Ibaiiastor's siuily. 

Robert Lynch, the private secretary of 
Hev. Dr. Gihson, said: "We can L'ive httlo 
information on the subject. The four 
shoes were in the pastor's study prior to 
themnrderol Miss AVilliams. ''When we 
Vent there Thursday we found only three 
shoes there. We really know nothing 
more and have no thewMS in regard to its 
disappearance." 

GIBSON'S DEFENSE. 

Why Durrant Was Not Visited 
and the Secretary Ap- 
pointed. 

Rev. J. George Gibson made a vicarious 
statement to the press last nigbt. 

The situation of the bright young pastor 
of Emmanuel Baptist Qhnrch has not 
been one of great folicity for several days. 
He has been widely suspected of. butcher- 
ing Blanche ].amont and Minnie William!< 
simply and only because he was the 
preacher, for there has not been yet 
bronsht to light a single circumstance that 
could be twisted into a bit of evidence 
connecting him remotely with the crimes. 
This tendency to suspect the minister is 
reflect'"'! on by his friends as a pi ( ciiar ex- 
hibition of the perversity of human ualurc. 

His manner and actions since 10 o'ckKk 
Saturday morning have afforded this 
theory its only nouri-liinenl , bnt when 
these are analyze'! t!i' y tail to show to 
many people anything worse than a lack 
of tact, discretion and ^ood worldly sense. 

He has been the virtnn of many deep 
annoyances, misrepresentations and ruth- 
less "and cruel ciiarges. His e.Tperience 
with the press, and the world generally, 
has during the week been so unfortunate 
and nnhanpy that he has sought the safety 
and consolati'jn of seclusion. Interviewed 
fae will not Ix' iiu'lrr any consideration. 
Private Secretary Lynch is a bnffer inter- 
posed at all times between the pastor and 
the press. Mr. Lynch meets all callers, 
attends Mr. Gibson constantly and trans- 
acts every item of the pastor's business. 

He is a very nice and bright young fel- 
low, this private secretary, ana he quite 
ably tills the trying poeition. He is the 
pastor's cabinet, being friend and adviser 
as well as clerk. He has a young, black 
mustache, a bright and pleasant face, 
black hair that twists itself np a litUe, a 
courteous manner, and he displays consid- 
erable executive ability in carrying out 
Mr. Gibson's orders to not let him be in- 
terviewed. He intimates that Mr. Gibson 
has a fteat deal of apqfidenee in him and 
that his job is a veiy aidnoiu and trying

and Valencia streets, where Mr. Gibson 
loiiges. 

>i r. Lynch yesterday received and con- 
veyed to the pastor an offer of the columns 
of the Call in which to make any state- 
ment he pleased in answer to the unjust 
things bein;^ said about hini, and in the 
evening tttstatement was given in response 
to an urgent request. But the statement 
was the private secretary's, made, of 
cx)urse, with Mr. Gibson's knowledge and 
approval. 

■■rhe statement touches on two points 
only. 'These are the employment of a pri- 
vate secretary to do the interviewing, etc., 
which has caused some perverse and light- 
veined comments, and the failure of Mr. 
Gibson to visit his parishioner, Durrant. in 
prison. A more complete statement of the 
pastor's position, from his owb standpoint, 
will likely be made in two or three days. 
The statement it as follows:

Think of the mental condition oi u man In Ids 
position having so many interests to think of— 
the Interests ultiie law and of every one in the 
case, even if he laid everything aside that was 
personal. He could not make time and could 
not possibly see every reporter. 

The presence of a private secretary need not 
cause any comment. The doctor oannot pos- 
sibly receive reporters and callers and trans- 
act all bis business alone. He has been and is 
at present crowded with so much work that be 
cannot possiblv do it and needs help. Every 
public man has a right to employ such a secre- 
tary and the choice of the person may be left 
to the employer. ' 

His secretary Is a yottng man in whom he 
has perfect oonfidenoe, and who can b« teen 
with him everywhere he goes. Through this 
representative he is always willing to see the 
press and others tntereoted In the liase. The 
Mcretary is pleasant ' with those who are the 
same to him, and thus does a great amount of 
work which would t>e left uadone bat for him. 

Dr. Gibson's reasons for not visiting Theo 
Durrant are very simple. His friends know 
that ne was ready to call on Mis. Durrant vdth 
one of the deacons to arrange a call on Theo, 
bnt so many callers cam* that they were pre- 
vented carrying out that arrangement. Next 
day Mrs. W . A. Durrani's letter cams eqt in the 
('ALL, ^Veduesday, April 17. 

She wri't'-: "Why did Mr. Gibson want to 
h\:<'.: !!h' matter up at first, and why did he re- 
lume I'l let the polioe have the keys to the 
church?" Tneu foib'ws somelbiiig abuut 
a man of 40 about \il om .Miss iv iUianis 
tix>ke. This letter ]nil an end to any hope of 
visiiine Theodjre Durrant. The Insinuation 
that th^-- preacher waa either the murderer or 
kiiew ol the iiuinters was in iteclf sufficient to 
keep him away from I>iirrant. The evidence 
beiore tlie Coroner proves that Dr. Ciibson 
never tried to hufch the matter up, and he 
ne^ er li'i'i tlic l^'-ys of the church ia las possus- 
sioti or e\ en iu his hand. 

He has, as statfl at the Inquest, a key to cu- 
ter :lip tloor at the side of the church. (Hi the 
iiie:> oi Mrs, Durrani's Inslnnation came a re- 
port that Theodore Durrant remarked that he 
was arr'.'Sted but Dr. Gibson was not, and that 
Ltie miiiistep was ^he last one In the cSiurch. 
Tills statement from Durrant may be correct, 
but the Insinuation, whether by'biin or the 
jiress, showed Dr. (iibson that it wouid b.^ uii- 
^v^st■ to visit him. .\gain, the Call »if FrI'lay, 
.\|.r:i 10, does Dr. Gibson tlie justice of siatiii'g 
hi^ reasons tor not calling at the prison. Yet 
every one has overlooked this btateinent. True, 
he did not send his reasons to tlie pai e"-, but 
his reasons are expressed almi)st wvrd for uord 
as he uttered them to one who was in a resjioii- 
sible position, and a posldou to communicate 
them to Durrant. 

Evidently they were not communicated. The 
doctor told this gentleman that 11 Theo 
wished to see him all he had to do was to let 
his pastor know, and, no matter the conse- 
queiii-es to himself, he would go. In this ter- 
rible business Dr. Gibson did think that even 
Theo should tell bim to do what was wisest by 
saying "Come." 

Again, the doctor wrote a letter to Durrani's 
father on Thursday, the 18th. asking him to 
come and see him ; but up to this date no reply 
has beeu received. 

Whenever Dr. Gibson was placed under the 
slightest suspicion hi any way oenneeted with 
the murders his duty as a pastor to call on 
Theo Durrant ceased.

FOUR KINDS OF HAIR. 



Dr. Samuels Found Bay Horse 
Hair and Black-Wolfe's 
Horse a Bay. 

There were four kinds of hair found 
upon the dress waist of Blanche Lament, 
Instead of three as previously stated. 

"I found," said Dr. Samuels yesterday, 
"two kinds of huntan hair and two va- 
rieties of horse bain and so manyxontra- 
dictory stataments have been made about 
the matter that I wish you would 
straighten them out. 

"Of the liorsc hair one kind came evi- 
dently from the maue or tail. It was 
black and measured one three-liundredihs 
of an ini h iu iliameter. The other horse 
hair was "f a iiu'lit bay color. It came ap- 
liarcutiy from the aniirijl's bo'iy and 
measured one tive-hundrcdths of an inch. 

."One of the specimens of human hair 
was long and brown. It came from a wo- 
man's need and measured one fonr-hon- 
dredtbs of an inch. The other was » light 
yellow color— the variety commonly known 
as 'blonde.' It came, I think, from a 
man's head and was evidently tOTnout by 
the .'■oots. It n-easured one ilve-hnn- 

dredths of an inch. * 

"It is very easy, with the aid of a micro- 
scone, to distinguish .between human hair 
and horse hair and that of any other ani- 
mal. H'.'rse liuir, :is ia the I'tcseiil in- 
stance, differs materially from the human 
^-artety in several particulars. The animal 
hair is coarser; it has a larger tube run- 
ninj; ilirou;-h its interior, and the cellular 
ti^'-ueof tiic hair proper nas an altogether 

different make up. 

A hair from the body of a bay horse se- 
lected at random on the street was snb- 
mitted to Dr. Samuels. The microscopist 
pronounced it to 'i>e ui the same color as 
that found upon Miss Lamont's dress, but 
of a darker shade. 

In connection with Dr. Samuels' state- 
ment it mav be of interest to note that 
the horse Kimer 'Wolfe rode on the ni^lit 
of the Williams Uiurdcr was a very light 
bay, with black ni^n and tail. The hor.sc 
hair was found on the Lamont girl's dress 
and the coincidence might be thought for 
that reason to have no importance. The 
herders, however, on the 'Jtmdalupe ranch 
I and the eni]iloyes at the milk depot on the 
.San Ijruuo roa'l .state that the animal 
which Wolfe rides is bis favorite saddle- 
horse and that he seldom rides any other. 

Wolfe has not, so tnf as known, been re- 
quired to f ivK any account of his where- 
abouts on the afternoon Blanche l.aniont 
disappeared. Was ho in town that dav? 
And if so, did he ride that horse in? In 
any case, he wonld be likely to have upon 
his clothes horse hairs of (lie same two col- 
ors as tho.se described by Or. Hamuels. 

The blacksmith who shod Wolfe's horse 
at the San Bruno road milk depot on the 
evening of the Williams murder remem- 
bers the animal perfectly. He said yeater- 
dyy: 

"Wolfe's mount that nii;ht was a little 
light-bay mare, with verv dark — almost 
jet UaoK— maue and tail, kite has been on 
the ranch for- some '^tlme and is called 
■Ciena' or ^Klens.' 91ie name whs given 
her by some 3wiss who u§ed to work at the 
ranch. It is a word in their native lan- 
guage, and is said to mean 'pony.' " 

'Wolfe's workday clothes which he claims 
to have donned at his home after the party 
at Dr. 'Vogel's house are such as could not 
fail to attract attention, especially late at 
night, yet the i-ouductors and grfpmen of 
the late cars on Howard street are positive 
in their statements that they did not see

A DESOLAtE CHURCH. 

The Police Still Guard It and 
Search FrultlessLy fpr F^'ur- 
ther Evldenoe.- 



Emmannel Chutch had a cold, dreary, 
forsaken appearance yesterday. 'VV'hen the 
big, dusty, iron-strapped outer 4oors of 
any church stand closed and proclaim that 

the edifice is lonely, unless the sexton or 
somebody else has slipped 'quietly in by 
the side door, the appearance is naturally 
a little dreary. 

That was the way Kmmaiiuel Church 
looked yesterday as the wind swept liart- 
Ictt street. The place was forsaken oven 
by the knots of people that for several days 
have generally been standing on the side- 
walk looking a^ the ordinary and respecta- 
ble ¥30,008 building and gazing np at the 
latticed belfry as though they were fasci- 
natea Dy <he wonder. • 

But thc^place was tenanted though it 
was "priviite." Reporters and the occa- 
sional curious strollers who ached to see 
the blood pools were barred. The church 
authorities had been given jurisdiction 
over their property, though they were not 
allowed to cleanse" it, and they think that 
the public has learned enou^jh about its 
belfrv, stairs, librarv, stains and desolation. 

Th'e poliie arc 'sliil there. They are 
EUardinjr the building from possibilities of 
incendiarism and are also guarding the 
evidences of crime that cannot be carried 
aw, IV. I licidein.iilv they are still hunting 
a- :t : ]H.-ssii,!,> f'urtl.c'rclews. Theblue- 
co.ited olticers are all kept inside now, be- 
cause when two policemen stand on guard 
on the sidewalk in a stately wajr it some- 
how collects and holds a orowd bv increas- 
ing the wonder and mystery of the big 
drab pile. 

Sergeant Reynolds remained in charge 
all day with three or four assistants, and 

big Janitor Sademan, repellant to every 
intruder, was thc.-e representing the 
church. The only people who got in were 
accredited represt'ntatives of the prosecu- 
tion and defense in the Durrant case. Law- 
yers and experts looked and measured and 
reflected nearly all ilay. Kach side had 
photographers there tak'inj: views of every 
part of the interior, including theblo'«f- 
spattered walls, and everytliinpr was lueas- 
tired up. ti'iw n. along, under and around. 
'I'he jury in the Durrant case will some 
time hence spend a day or two hearing 
these photographs and measurements tblil 
about and fought over Sinless some new 
and sensational discovery in the meantime 
suddenly lifts the cloud from oyer tile 
ycutig luedical student. 

Yesterday, as on the day before, the 
police liuiited the cburch over and over 
ti^ain, from cellar to the dark and dust- 
laden cormrs of the highest loft, like 
jiet'ide liu::ting Ion:; s.'inewhere to see if 1 
more money was n it 'Iropped. They found 
nuiliing. All the clothes of both victims 
had been found and taken away, but the 
church still afforded not the slightest sug- 
gestion of a clew left by the fiend during 
two carnivals of crime. This fact is one of 
the many singular things about the case. 
There is not a finger-mark, a trace of 
bfood, a button or the absence of anything 
in the church itself that can be connectecl 
with any particular man. During the day 
the police borrowed a jliovel of one of the 
neighbors and spaded over a lot of loose 
earth in the open lot at the rear of the 
church, bnt they didn't find even a color 
there. 

It came to general knowledge yesterday 
that there is an abandoned well under 
Kmaunel Church. It seems quite appro- 
priate that it shonld be there. It adds 
another deliglitful touch ot romance and 
mystery ti,i the place. Years ago people 
drew water from that well, when the grass 
crew green all around it, and then not 
long ago the Baptist church people bouL-ht 
the lot and covered tne well with a hand- 
some sanctuary. 

There have not yet appeared any eerie 
tales about that old well, but the old in- 
habitants may get to work soon. The 
police have wondered if the recent bloody 
work reached down into the earth in any 
way as it did upward toward the sky and 
have prodded about it by the light of dark 
lanterns, but they have found it quite filled 
up. and no signs of anything being buried 
there. 

The door opening from the vestibule 
into the reading-room, which was burst 
open on the night of Minnie Williams' 
nuinler. was taken off its hinges by the 
I'Oiice yesterday and caneii off downtown 
to be used bv the prosecution as evidence 
in some way. 

The church is still guarded, invaded by 
irreverent feet, desolate, niiu-h wreckc'd 
and uncleansed and it will remain so at 
least until after the preliminary examina- 
tion of Durrant.

Abont 10 o'clock yesterday morning sev- 
eral students, the majority being ladies, 
from the Cooper Meilical College, paid him 
a visit. He positively refused to see them 
and turned his back upon them till they 
went away. 

During the day ho received many caller? 
iiK lu'liiig two or three ladies and chatted 
with tliciu pleasantly and evcMi gayly. 

His father and mother called' to see him 
last night and remained with him in his 
cell for nearly two hours. Captain Stone 
considerately broke tb« 10 o'dod: mle in 
their case and they did not lMtT« till after 
11 o'clock. 

Durrant is still busy writing his state- 
ment lor the guidance of his cotmsel and 

expects to have it readv to-day. It is a 
voIuniiniiuR document. 

It is astonishing the devices resorted to 
by people to see the prisoner. A boy about 
IS years ol age called upon Captain Doug- 
lass vesterday and asked for ]*riuission to 
see Durrant. To the amazement of the 
captain the boy said be was gifted with the 
projthetic vision and he ooiud foretell the 
fntnie.

District \i 
tomey Barnes will assist Fr.j-ci utiug .\t- 
torney Wak eman in conducting the case 
for the people. 

.■Vrrangcmcnls were made vesterday by 
the otlii'ers of the e"urt fur tiie accommo- 
dation of the press an.l the witues.ses, and 
when the hearing comnieiires everything 
will he in readilleb^ to proceci. 

Chief Crowlev aini District Attorney 
Barnes are daily in receipt of numerous 
letters about the murders. A specimen 
was one received yesterday. It' was from a 
spiritualist and purported to be signed by 
the two murdered, girls, it liegan bv as- 
serting that Ditrrsnt WU8 their murderer 
and said: "Uebstr^ved us by telling us 
we were cowards s^d' did not trust the 
Lonl, and that in the hou.«e of <Jod no 
harm could come to us. May the fate tiiat 
has befallen us be a warning to all young 
ladies to beware of pastors of churches." 
The commifnieation said that if Durrant 
confessed his soul would have peace, but if 
he did not their spirits would forever tor- 
ment him in his dreams. It was not the 
flf€t and only crimes be had eonuaitted, 
but he had been guilty of others.

Dickinson Disapproves Talk About 
IManufnotured Evidence— Ha 
Shute MoMthe. 

General Dickin.son of Durrani's counsel 
sharply criticized Chief Crowley yesterdav 
for his reported statements that he bad a 
complete case against Durrant and feared 
only manufactured testimony. 

"If Crowley said that," remarked Dick- 
inson, "be is a fool. He is not a prosecut- 
ing offloer, and it is his province only to 
colled all evidence obtainable against and 
concerning every one who was in any way 
connected with either tragedy. It is not 
his business to judge of that evidence, but 
to submit it to the District Attorney, and 
he has no tuore riyiit to usurp the func- 
tions of a prosecuting officer than 1 have. 

"So far as our case is concerned we have 
not made any of its points public, nor 
shall we till at the trial tne case for the peo- 
ple has been closed. I, to-day, secured 
control of the case and I have shut up sev- 
eral people who were talking too much. 

"The reasons for our reticence? -Well. 1 
have never yet tried a case in the news- 
papers, aud yet I liarehadafew irai'ortaut 
ones. I urn not going to begin it now. 
Then, too, you know with what facility 
witnesses to prove anything are found in 
Sail I'Vancisco, and I have not the utmost 
confidence in certain persons COnaeOted 
with the prosecution. 

"t rowley's remarks are apparently in- 
lendc'l lu throw discreilit upon whatever 
testimony the defendant may be able to 
secure in his favor, and they are not only 
ill-advised but unfair in a man in his posi- 
tion. 

"I have not read all the new.spapcr re- 
ports of the crime, but have confined my- 
self to the kwom testimony given at the 

Coroner's inquest. Of that there is little 
of any importance, and if at the trial (he 
prosecution should not secure more 1 
think I should move for a nonsuit. In 
any case, Durrant is not the guilty man, 
because he was not there. It is I'hy'sically 
impossible that he should have done wh.nit 
they elaiiu he did. unles.s, indeed, iie were 
an old time magician who could take that 
church in bis bauds and roll it into a ball 
and then restore it, 

"Those horse hairs? I do not attach 
any importance to them, for if one walks 
a block anywhere in this city ho is liable 
t" liav h.airs blown on his nlo'ihes."

Through the Consul she became ac- 
quainted with Steiner, who he!;. i d her on 
several occasions to keep her and her child 
from starvation. Steiner fell in love with 
the deserted wife and as he could not 
marry her he suggested tliey should live 
together as man and wife and ultimately 
she could obtain a divorce on the ground 
of desertion and tMgr would be afterward 
legally married. She consented and they 
went to live at the house of L. Beass, a 
fellow-countryman. 

Beass and ' Steiner had some trouble 
shout money matters and it ended in 
Steiner and Mrs. Locks and her children 
in February last leaving the Beass resi- 
dence, lieass refused to hand over their 
personal effects and Steiner, about a month 
iifto, obtained a search warrant in Judge 
Low's court to get back their property. 
The Judgp, after haarinK both sides, maae 
an order upon Beass to Mliver the property 
to Steiner. 

Beass, with the object of having his re- 
venge upon Steiner, tinnted np Lcwka, and 
got aim to swear to a warrant for .Steiner' s 
arrest on the charge of adultery. 

After listening to the evidence, the 
Judge, turning to Locks, said; "What 
part do you play in this transaction ? \un 
appear to me to be the dog in the manger. 
\ ou desert your wife and child, and over a 
year afterward you come here at the in- 
stigation of auotlier man and swear out a 
warrant for the arrest of a man who be- 
friended her iu her distress and need." 

"Mr client," interrupted Locks' attor- 
ney, "is perfectly willing (o take his wife 
and child back and suitably provide for 
them." 

"Yes." said the Judge, still addressing 
himself to Locks, who sat 'with his head 
bowed, "when you find that another man 

has seen some "(rood in the little woman 
you deserted you liegin to think there is 
something good iu her also, and you now 
say you want her back. 

"I roust fine you," said the Judge to 
Steiner, "as you have not denied the 
charge, but in the circumstances I will line 
you $100 without any alternative, and 1 
would strongly adyise you to get the little 
woman divorced from her husband and 
marry her, as I oelieve she will be happy 
with you." 

This ended the proceedings, and the in 
tercsted parties and the Palo Alto students 
liled out of the court. 

The sentence of the Judge is in effect 
that Steiner is not sentenced at all. He 
need not pay the line, as there being no 
alternative he cannot be Imprisoned.

Head as vice-president, T. C. Conmy as 
secretary and J. D. Kcenan as treasnren 
the celebration-seat question was presented 
by the reading of communications on the 
subject. _ . 

Maj'or Effey's telegram to Chairman 
Dockery read : 

Santa Cms extends the glad hand of welcome 
to the Katlve Sons and wants to see them here 
In September. Will do all in our power to 
make tie occasion a big success, ana wouia 
like a chance to outdo the good old times. 

From a member of the Santa Cruz par- 
lor came the terse and pointed message : 

Have raised the ^3000. 

Next was read the substantial promise 
made on behalf of Sacramento by Thomas 
Fox, a member of one of the Sacramento 
parlors, as follows : 

Sacramento has guaranteed $5000 11 the ccl- 
ebrattoa U held here Admission day, which 
comes in State lUx week, and MggMt time 
ever had. 

Last was read a communication from T. 
H. Goodman, general passenger agent of 
the Southern Pacific Company, agreeing to 
make a verv low rate to Santa Cruz if it 
was.decided to hold the celebration there, 
tickets to be good to Santa Cruz on the 7th 
ail' I 8th and the morning of the 9th of Sep- 
tember, and good for return on the after- 
noon trains of the 9th and on all trains of 
the 10th and 11th. The letter then con- 
tinued: 

In view of the verv favoralile conditions 
which will prevail in l'89.'> lor the holding ol 
a celebration, viz.: The fact that Admission 
day falling on Mondav the great bulk of excur- 
aioniats will avail themselves of the oppor. 
tunlty to visit Santa Crus on the Saturday sod 
Sunday preceding, thus making three days' 
holiday, and the further advantage of being 
able to quote a^lowSr rate thafi has t>een cu$r 
tomary In recent years, would seem to insure 
one at the largest gatherings that has ever 
taken plaoe outdde Of 8an Frandseo. 

And in this connection we beg to suggest 
that the influence ot the order can no dQQbt be 
brought to bear on the business community to 
the extent of making Saturday, the 7th of Sep- 
temt>er, a holiday, as well as the 9th. If this 
be accomplished the attendance at Santa Crux, 
or wherever the celebration may be held, 
would, of course, be materially increased. 

Immediately on the conclusion of the 
reading ofthis letter a motion was made 
that it be the sense of the comm'ittee that 
Santa Cruz Ix; selected as the place for 
boldintr the 9th of September celebration. 
This precipitated a hot debate, the exposi- 
tion to the motion being led by Finlay 
Cook.

Barrett rinds That Pastor Torres 
of Baenmieato Had His Skull 
Vraetnred. 



The body of Pastor Torres of Sacramento 
was disinterred yesterday afternoon by 
J).-. J. S. Uarrett. It was then developed 
in an examination that Torres, instead of 
dying from natural cansea, had had his 
skullfractured. 

Torres liad a quarrel with three men in 
Sacramento a few weeks ago. He was vio- 
lently thrown to the ground during the 
row and later died. 

His as.sailants were arrested on a charge 
of murder. It was claimed that he had 
received hlows on the abdomen that 
caused his death. Local physicians exam- 
ined him. They made a post-mortem ex- 
amination of his stomach and decided that 
de,itli resulted from the peculiar physical 
condition of the deceased, and the body 
was brought to this city and buried in the 
Odd Fellows' Cemetery. 

The widow ot the dead roan was not sat- 
isfied with statement of the Sacramento 
doctors. At her request Frank livan, City 
Attorney of that city, engaged Pf. 
Barrett to disinter the oody and make, a 
thorough autopsy. This was done and a 
serious fracture of the skull disooTered. 
This places Tones' assailant in a bad posi- 
tion.

A Trade Which Local Brandy 
Men Are Anxious to 
Secure. 



Th« Bond Laws Seriously Interfere 
and They Want to Amend 

Them. 

The wiiiemen of this city are apitated 
over the new law which is intended for the 
rcgiilalKrn of s|iirits in bond. The wine- 
dealers, (ir at lest th.ise of them who deal 
to any extent in brandy, are all in favor of 
tlie new law and are working lor it in 
every way. 

Enlisted in their cause are the whisky 
men from the whisky-distilling sections 
of the country and the whisky-dealers 
in all the large cities. To such an extent 
has this outside interest been shown it is 
probable that thu hiw urii;inal!y framed to 
be presented as exclusively a measure re- 
lating to brandy and the distilled products 
of fruit will be eittended to exclude 
wliiskey and the distilled products of 
^'i.iiti. 

Brietiy summarized, the new law, if 
passed, will allow the bottling of spirits in 
bond and their shipment out of the 
country w iilc'iit the payment of the in- 
ternal revenue ta.\. Tins, however, is a 
more important item than it at first seems, 
forv so it is claimed by the brandy dealers, 
this item has been the reason why France 
and Soain control the brandy trade of 
South .\meri( a instead of this country. 

Under the jiresent internal revenue laws 
spirits in bond may be shipped out of the 
country without payment of tax, and 
thousands of gallons are thus sent away 
every year; but tli" trade in South 
America and some other countries is pe- 
culiar. 

It demands a small package, much 

smaller than any ship[)pd in Ixind from 
this couiilry, for the freiprhtin); in the 
niountainous, and perhaps for that reason 
brandy-drinkint:, repions of the southern 
continent is done mostly upon the back of 
mules. This, of cour-c. makes it impera- 
tive that whatever is li.iu;,-ht for shipment 
must be bouL-ht in small packages. 

Hearing that such a movement was on 
foot among the brandy men of this State, 
the whisky-deaLcrs from all over the Union 
have been actively c iimmiiiiicating with 
local brandy men haiits and with the Viti- 
cultiiral Commission, in order to have the 
whisky and praiii spirit trade included in 
the terms of the law. 

The two trades are almost identical, and 
it is probable that the whisky men will be 
given a place on the law, aiiil that their 
support to the measure will therefore be 
assured. As it is, however, the encrfries of 
the local brandy men have bcOn (lirocted 
entirely in the "direction of their own in- 
terests, but they say if the whisky men 
want to come in they have no objection. 
The trades are practically the same, and 
support from any legitimate dimction will 
be welcome.

Rev. F. Plawlth Takes Up the 
Cudgels for Professor 
Herron. 



SATS HE WAXTS FAIB FIAT. 



He Thinks That It Is His Duty, as an 
Officer of the Club, to 
Speak. 



Rev. Dr. Brown's attack on Professor 
George D. Herron has called forth the fol- 
lowing response from the Rev. F. Flawith, 
secretary of the Congre^tional Monday 

Club:

It is not a pleasant thine for nie to write these 
lines with reference to one whom I have held 
In esteem and have every reason to believe is 
iiiv friend. 

Itiii friemlship and kindness one to another 
arc <|iia:ities whii-ti \m- owe each other In life 
and to witlilioiri tlit :n is (to useoneof Dr. 

Brown's v.ords) "Kobijery." 

W bill' I desire lo reiiiai'ii !i friend of Dr. Brown 
f reiiieiiiber uls.i V. hut I owe Iir. .MeClean and 
Professor Herron us a brotlier niiut. 

It is only iiecessnrv 10 gi\ c a lair and general 
stud\' III I'rofessur li'erroirs writiiiKs to at once 
see that there is much nnfainiess attached to 
that iind oi iTiticisin which extricates a few 
special seineiices from their connections. 

Dr. Jirown has claimed that skeptics and in- 
fidels should study the Bible and the .savings 
of Jesus Christ with a fairness which they in 
turn e.vpect him to display when he deals with 
the sayings of a brother minister. 

The publication of the undelivered speech 
cannot explain away what occurred Monday 
last. His statement of the case is unfair. Mr. 
Brown seems to shield himself behind the fact 
that the Bay Association last August did not 
at that time see fit to Invite Professor Herron. 

But the Monday Cluy is one thing and the 
aiore-namea association is another. We claim 
to be ruled by our own laws and votes. 

Again the doctor mentioned the fact that 
some person incidentally remarked at a former 
meeting of the club, "Let us hear him (Profes- 
sor Herron), then discuss him." But iiislcad 
of adheriug to any such suggestion Mr. Brown 
took more time in tearing Professor Herron 
limb from limb than has ever been allowed to 
any other memlier of the club lor any piirjiose. 
To give Dr. Brown what no one else has dareit 
demand we held the longest sessiun which the 
club has ever hto!. 

Mr. Bro-.Mi iiiu-i surely know that the Rev. 
Dr. Mel 'lean nor any other person "moved to 
shut him off" from his rightful nrivileires. 

It is a rule to be calh'd uy'Oii to speak in our 
turns, liut Hr. Brow 11 rose to his feet without 
any regard to order or rule. 

It is a rule for eaf h memt-er to have but three 
minutes to speak to the subject. Itrother Itron u 
cauie without the invifation of the club to 
read a previously prepKrcd sitcech which, no 
doubt, would have taken much longer than 
iiiteeii minutes to deliver. 

Instea<l of any one trying to ''sb.ut otT"" Dr. 
Brown, he was evideiitiy ready and willing to 
'■shut oil" most all other iiieii.bers of the club 
by ciainiing more tlmii his share of time and 
creAiiug a ^ceiie wiiich \vill need much grace 
to I' 1 iiL 1 aid i' >ri:ive. 

It 1- o,.r r.ile itot 1.1 ruthlessly criticize those 
whom we Djiecially invite as our guest and to 
address us; rather it is our unvarying rule to 
give them aU the time of the club, and we 
very rarely do more than ask but a few ques- 
tions at the close of the address. Anyway, at 
least, we always treat our guests with conduct 
becoming gentlemen, so that Dr. Brown has 
no law nor precedent to justify him in his 
present claims and conduct. 

He said it would be "unfair to confine the 
debate to the single text of what Dr. Herron 
said In his single address." 

"Debate" ia not the word for it. We on such 
occasions respectfully listen to our speaker 
without interrupting him by such remarks as, 
"That Is not true," and after the speaker has 
finished we simply do as I have stated above, 
and offer our thanks for his services— a thing 
in this ease which we were not permitted 
to do. 

We certainly did not Invite Dr. Herron to 
account to US lor all he has said and done in 
the body. We surely do not claim Dr. c. u. 
Brown as our appointed David to throw the 
stone at one whom he supposes to be some- 
thing of a Goliath. 

It would take too much space to fullv rej lv 
to all the unjust remarks which Mr. lirown has 
no reasonable foundation for saving or believ- 
ing that Professor Herron ever thought or .said; 
but let one or two suffice as samples: Dr. 
Herron never said that ' interest is robberv." 
On the contrary, the subject of .Mr. Brown's 
atta-.'k admits that he is living on interest. 

.\s for Ihe iusU.iiation abuiit money-making. 
Dr. Brown's exiieuses are possibly not more 
tliaii half those of Mr. Herron'.- and vei 
i:ri.iu h'^ income i- known !o be iifiiiosr ,1^ much 
fig.'iiii as that of his kind and charituble-liearled 
iricnd. Professor Herron aims at making no 
more than necessary expenses; lie refuses op- 
portunities of .--akiiig money that he may be 
freer to be of greater .service to his lelio-.v-iiien. 
and tliese opportunities if offereil to Dr. Itrown 
would soon make him a richer man than he is 
to-day. 

Fair play, cou.-tesy and liberty of conscience 
is what we would claim for i)r. Brown if he 
were treated in the same manner as he thinks 
he has a right to treat some who think difter- 
ently to himself. 

Tlie chib. by a vote Of eighteen to six, after a 
v. eek s notice that the vote would be taken, in- 
vited I'rofessor Herron, and now that he has 
tieeu kind enough to come, it Is my duty as an 
olliecr and member of the club, as well as a 
brother man, to defend him in a way that 1 
would thank any one to defend me If I were 
treated in a similar manner. Thanking yon

Philadelphia's Old Hall. 

By the act of 1870, creating the Public 
Building Commission, the demolition of 
the iiniH'Xos to Iiiilciicmience H.tII at the 
comi.U'tion of the iit'W city hull is laid 
upon the coniini.'.sion. Opposition to this 
part of tbe duties of the oommission lias 
been growing up slowly for several years, 
and Senator Thoniiis has introduced a bill 
to relieve the coiiiiiii^sion nf that tinal act. 
There are good reasons wliy tliis bill 
should be passed, and of them may be 
mentioned the fact that some of the an- 
nexed structures are associated with the 
earh' history of the Government ancl have 
cherished associations second only to those 
which cluster around the central building. 
The entire structure as it stands antedates 
the memory of any living person, and as a 
whole it rojircsciits the bepinning.'i and the 
growtli of the Guveriiment up to a com- 
paratively recent period. The public, 
which iiiiglit properly be consulted, Icnows 
Indeiiciiileiicp Hall as it stands and knows 
no other. Tliat public, if consulted, would 
probably decide for the preservation of tlie 
continuous structure. The act of 1870 
makes the removal of all but the central 
part compulsory, but no particular sanc- 
tity attaches to that legislative act. and it.s 
repeal may therefore be properly urged 
as a measure contributory to matory. — 
Philadelphia North American.

which they have priiwn, and with which 
tli' V are familiar, endeavor to settle on 
Mini.' ilelinite plan to be taken up on 
reacliiiii: the new section of country to 
whicli thev are drawn. Such plan can be 
intelligently made only after special and 
practical information has been"obtained. 

In seeking a home in a different country, 
among new people, surrounded by new 
conditions, sentiment is of little value, 
matters of practical everyday life are the 
first consideration. To live in a location 
where the climate is almost a continuous 
lieUi'lii; tt hi re the ramie of production is 
aswi.ie as the most exacting critic could 
wish ; where life, in comparison with ex- 
I>erience in a very considerable portion of 
the East, is made easy, not to say Itixu- 
rioiu, while much to be desired, is after all 
less Important in some ways to the average 
homeseeker than to learn of the opportu- 
nities for making a coiufortable living alter 
reaching the new location. 

6o large a portion of California presents 
peculiar advantages iu the wav of produc- 
tions it is unwise to make comparisons or 
claim for any one district a superiority that 
entitles it to cohsjucuous prominence. To 
new settli TS location isofleii lars-ely a iiial- 
ter of aci iJent. more fre-iucnlly, !>erhaps, 
pr iiiiiary conditions. 

For many years intending settlers hare 
been appalled at the prices of land in Cal- 
ifornia. Comparatively the prices asked 
for land in this State were, until quite Yc- 
cently, higher than the rates demanded 
elsewhere west of the Mississippi Kiver. 
Immigrants had their choice between Da- 
kota, Minnesota, Colorado, Xebraska, 
Kansas and Texa.s, where farmiutr land 
was selling from $10 to $15 per acre as 
a^jainst Califoriiia, whire pood farming 
land was held at from $1"> to SX) and $50 an 
acre. It i; nc- .ll.'ss t ^ a'': 1 thov oiiose the 
former localities. A very different com- 
parison ot land values could be made now. 
Out of the failures and financial depres- 
sion of the past two years there has been 
evolved a new scale of prices. Of these 
the general impression is they are at bed- 
rock. There is no such a thin^ as intlated 
values; boom prices are things of the 
past. 

The fipures asked for land in California 
are ewrywhere the mosi reasonable, and 
defy conijH titio;i from any source or sec- 
tion of the Tnion whi'U one takes into con- 
sideration the incomparable climate and 
the character and variety of the produc- 
tions of the soil. It is always to a man's 
advantage to purchase anything outright 
and not buy on the installment plan, bnt 
there are thousands of happy and thrifty 
homes in California to-day secured on one 
of the many favorable plans offered to poor 
men . The terms of payment are such that 
a!}out all that is required now to get a foot- 
hold is to be an able-bodied man. In every 
section of California there are lands for 
sale on condition of improvement. The 
purchaser is required to build a house and 
plant so much in fruit trees or vines, or 
cultivate a certain nimiber of acres tor five 
or six years. TlKn he must make pay- 
ments on the land. Now and then a man 
starves out, but the rule is otherwise. The 
reader may have heard of the one who has 
failed, and never thought of the nine i.i 
X>os8ession of a nice little farm. 

There is another feature of land values 
in this State. Its valuation up to this time 
has been largely upon its capacities for jiro- 
ducing wheat, cattle, sheep and ho^-s. 
Land purchased at |10 per acre developed 
with the production of cereals and stock 
characteristic of the interior valleys a short 
time ago might have developed a value of 
$30 per acre. If so, there would have been 
an enhancement of 300 per cent of the orig- 
inal purchase price. 'With the new culture 
which is now being realized through a 
knowledge of the possibilities of our 
climate and irriL'ation, viz., the division of 
giais and 8tO<'k raii< lifs into fruit farms, 
this same property is made worth, per- 
hajis, $300 per aere, an increaae of UIOO per 
cent. 

Because of better tran?iiirtatioiis facili- 
ties, both local and overland, lieblined soon 
to be accomplished bets, and because our 
vineyardists, orchardists and farmers have 
been educated to fully comprehend the ad- 
vantages of irrigation and good cnlton, 
the value and demand for our farming 
lands is certain to increase. 

It is owi:i..' i " the fact that there are no 
Bumnier r.i'.:,- i:i ii California produces the 
finest fruits of all kinds belonRins to the 
temperate and .semi-tropic zones. It is 
only rain that prohiijils the prowing of 
wine and raisin LTapcs in tlic .states bor- 
dering the Gulf of Mt-vico. It is the ab- 
sence of summer ram that gives California 
a monopoly of apricots, cherries and 
prunes. The wonderful success attenl^ng 
the growing of stiiiar beets isa consequeKce 
of otir climate, to which is due the high 
saccharine qualiQr of the vegetable. The 
•ugar-beet industry, at present confined 
mostly to the Salinas Valley, has sprung 
into frreat prominence throtifrh the efforts 
Glaus .'spreckels, who erert'-d frrrat works 
and refineries for the manufacture of beets 
into sugar. He induced hundreds of farm- 
ers to engage in the industry, and they 
have realized very handsome profits. The 
rai.= ins grown in the San Joaquin Valley, 
and especially in Fresno County, are equal 
to the finest products of Malaga. 
■ In Spain five tons of grapes are required 
to produce one ton of raiiuiis; in California 
three tons of grajies will yield one ton of 
raisins. Citrus fruits, principal among 
them being the orange and the lemon, are 
grown in the southern part of the State 
and the middle of the northern half with 
great sucrns" and protit. In nearly all parts 
of the State these fruits will grow and bear. 
Pmne-raising is a great industry in the 
middle part of the State. Thousands of 
tons of prunes are drieil every year, and as 
the crop is sure from one year to another, 
and the dried product light and capable of 
shipment to any part of the world « itiic '.it 
danger of deterioration, the acrea;,'' iu 
prunes increased with enormous rapidity. 
Baising fruits for use in a fresh state, such 
as cherries, apricots, peaches, pears and 
the like, has br.jught snug fortunes to 
many. N'uts of various Kinds yield hand- 
some returns, the almond taking the lead. 
Olives are receiving considerable attention 
and invariably prove profitable. 

6maU ftmts, such as benies of T^tiooa 



kinds, are extensively cultivated. They 
require irrigation. Vegetables, as the 
whole world knows, grow to wonderful 
perfection and hops yield abundantly and 
bring liaiulsonie rt turn~. Tliose who have 
sought California wherever thev have set- 
tled have generally bettered their condi- 
tion. Almost every county in the State 
has some claim to superiority for some 
product, hence the difficulty in directing 
the home-seeker without knowing some- 
tbing of his tastes and requirements. 
"While in most counties in the State fruit- 
growing and general farmine may be fol- 
lowed with saferv and prolit. and the life 
of the fanner wiil be attended with many 
pleasures, one must make inn iliinut '••■lec- 
tion if he has any lixed plan v^iili i.-.-poi t 
to the particular" branch of fruit-growing 
he desires to encage in. Wheat and bar- 
ley are successfully grown in every portion 
of the State. Peaches, jioars and jdnms 
have a range. Apricots, almonds, !• n nch 
pnincs and olives are more restricted, 
while oranges, lemons, walnuts, etc., are 
conilnetl to a limited area, though not to 
any partic.ilar district. Grapes grow al- 
most everywhere. 

This has been a very favorable year for 
the fmit industry in California. There 
has been an increased planting over its en- 
tire territorv. In the central jiortion of 
the State tlie planting has been largely of 
olives, oranges and almonds. Butte 
County is setting olives and oranges in in- 
creased quantities. In the country around 
Cleverdale, in Sonoma County, oranges are 
being extensively planted. On the eastern 
side of Tulare County, in the neighborhood 
of Porterville, Liiiiekiln and IairJ.say, 
great numbers of lemons and someoran^es 
are being planted. San Diego County also 
is siiowing great partiality toward lemons 
this vear. In I>ake County olives and 
prunes are being extensively planted. The 
increased planting of olives has been some- 
thing enormous. 

In speaking of the rrolits of the fruit 
industry A. T. Hatch, the well-known 
orchardist, said a few days ago that taking 
one-half the average crop on his i.runo 
orchards at 3 cents per pouml, allowing $37 
per acre expense, he could figure on a 
profit of $100 per acre. He claimed that 
lie might get % of a cent per pound for 
apricots in the orchard and still make a 
profit. He said it was a poor excuse of a 
family numbering for instance five that 
could not make from a well-bearing orchanl 
$50 i>er acre. He eoiuinuod that the fruit 
market of last year was abnormal. There 
was a good crop, but owing to the railroa<t 
strike what fruit did not spoil was rushed 
into market at one time, where some more 
spoiled. owin-jT to a surplus. The returns 
to the grower last year were not satisfac- 
tory, hut even with the prices of fruit last 
year an orchard economically managed 
could be made to pay. 

Mr. Hatch suggested that often obliga- 
tions met. which swallowed ui> the frmt- 
grower, did not beiom; to the running ex- 
V>en8e of the orchard. Some superficial 
observer would infer at once that tne fruit 
business was a failure. Such a view is 
narrow and tinwarranted. Failures of 
fruit-growers in California are the out- 
growth of circumstances wholly apart from 
the vital considerattons of soil, climate 
and niiirket. 

»oin the annual report to the California 
Stale Board of Trade upou the industrial 
resources of the State of California ^or 
ISHl, compiled by N. P. Chipman and pub- 
lished the 1st of this month, the increased 
shipments of fruit are noted. Mr. Chip- 
man's comparative table for the years lt<yO 
to 1891, both inclusive, referring to ship- 
ments East by rail, shows the steady ad- 
vance of the itidustry. 

The year compared with l.SftO, cov- 
ering a space of live years, sliows the fol- 
lowing increase: (irecn deciduous fruits, 
55^j7.4 carloads, !(;•(. 7 per cent ; citrus, 
3i7i>.4 carloads, 75 per cent : dried. 18b5.7 
carloads, 58.7 per cent ; raisins, 'Xob.'i car- 
loads, r^.l per cent; nuts 'jl2.7 carloads, 
.S97.3 per cent; canned, liitiO carloads, 31.4 
per cent; average increase, all kinds, 
14,158.9 carloads, 87.7 per cent. 

The exports by sea of fruit are given as 
follows: Knpland, V.'o.T_'-s pases of canned 
fruit; .\iistralia, Ui..5!»4 ca-es : New Zeal- 
and, 5910. These three countries took all 
but 30,0'13 cases shipped to foreign ports. 
We sent 136 cases to Germany. Our neigh- 
bor, Mexico^ took 106 cases. British Colum- 
bia bought 96£ cases, and Central America 
758 cases. China took213B cases and Japan 
1134. 

This is particularly significant consider- 
ing that we iire obliged to circumnavigate 

the globe to reach foreign countries. 
AVliile this is a good showing, cheaper and 
better fjiciiities of shipment by water and 
tall will materially increase these figures 
and add to the profits of. the prodncer.

What the Painters Are Talklaj About, and 
Vliat Some of Them Are Doing. 

There neter was a hanging committee 
that was not subjected to severe criticism, 
and the one that toiled over the pictures 
now in the spring oxbibition is no ezoep- 
tion to the rule. 

The arrangement of the plctnieson view 
caused some heart burnings, but more 
gladness, for the general rule of the com- 
mittee was to give every possible cbapce 
to the pictures sent in. There was a tacit 
agreement to "sky" the poor ones and 
"line" the good ones, so far as the walls 
permitted, and this was done. Respite 
this some roor pictures are well placed and 
some pood ones i>oorIy placed, which fact 
has given rise to considerable comment. 

It was pointed otit in these columns some 
time ago that such a result must follow 
the action of the associ.ition that made 
identical the tjersonnel of the jury and the 
hanging committee, and so true was the 
prophecy that soni'» of the men who at 
first strongly favored the iilan are now sat- 
isfied of its ininracticability, and will vote 
against its continuance next year. 

Tt seems from the small attendance 
being shown at the exhibition that San 
Francisco is really careless whether the 
local artists are or are not encouraged. 
That this is regretable goes without 'Pity- 
ing, buttheeenerons spirited and art loviiig 
public should not forget that such action 
may drive away from the State every wiod 
artist. If no cncr.iira<renienf is offered 
here it will lie afforded to clever native 
painters in the other cities of the country 
at a serious cost to California and Calilomis 
art, 

I'!.' is qnitealioom in art circle? in 
i .< ■ . ter of portrait*. The fine can- 
vases shown on the walls of the institute 
on the opening of the spring exhibition 
h,Ts suggested to several parties the pro- 
prietv of ordering their portraits from the 
leading arti~t«. The tine jiortniit work 
exhibited bv Mrs. Richardson. Mi.ss Chit- 
tenden, F. M. Vermorcken, Carlson, Part- 
ington, Jorgensen and others has at- 
tr:ictod much attention. 

Tlie First National Bank of tlii< city has 
done a clever thing anil set a pood example 
to other institntions. They should, as a 
debt of gratitude, preserve on their walls 
the lineaments of the men who have built 
them up. This c^ppns a larce lielrj to our 
artists, and it is hoped that many orders 
may result from fhis source. The portrait 
of .Tames Phelan by Carlson, now on exhi- 
bition, was presented to the First National 
Pank. Mr, Phelan having been its first 
i resident. and forthwith the bank ordered 
nortrnits of its other ev-president.«, includ- 
ing the late P. (\ Callairban and R. C. 
Woolworth, and W, B, TTooner, while a 
friend of the president. S. C. 'Murphv, Ins 
also ordered his portrait for the hank, 
Stanton, Mathews. Joe Strong and .Toullin 
have this work on their easels, and the en- 
terprising bank wi'l soon have in its ilirec- 
tors' room not only the faces of its founders, 
bnt the best examples of local art work. 

The Keramic Club is ^oing well in its 
now quarters, and Mi^s Minnie Taylor, 
speaking for th» club, declares the recent 
pitcher sale to have been sat'sfactory and 
promises another "cut> and saucer" sale in 
the near future.

SWAPPDIG DAY IJ TEHlTESffiBE. 

How They Trade KverjthlnK From a 
Farm to a Jack-Knlfe. 

Ben Marks, a traveling man, w.ns pn- 
countcred yestcrdav. and the gentleman 
responded to a question as to what he 
knew as follows: 

"Did you ever hear of 'liorse-swapping 
day' in Tennessee? 'Well, it was on one 
Saturday "afternoon several drummers, in- 
cluding myself, were on a C. and O. train 
coming np through Dyer County in Ten- 
nessee, aiid when near Dyerabarg the 
train was delayed about an hour and a 
half bv an accident. We looked down the 
track several hundred yards and discov- 
ered a lot of men, lioys, horses and mules 
moving about. We questioned the con- 
ductor a.s to what the excitement was and 
he renlied that it was 'horse-swapping 
day.'

"Wc wandcreii about over the place, 
that covered about an acre an d u half, un- 
til we grew tired, and then returned to the 
train. On the wav bade we overheard two 
o f t h e strangers talking. One of these said 
be was tbreeJackkniTeasndysSS in money 

ahead. 

"We were told that these swapping days 

are held once a month. The men meet at 

this place and swap anything from a Jack- 
knife to a farm, but trading in borses is 
the favorite fancy with them." 



The Board ot Fire Fiidcrwriters of the 
Facitic gave up the tight yesterday and 
practically went out of business.

It makes no matter whether 
a company is out of the board, it is given 
a share in business of compact managers, 
ana tlie same thing holds good in the new 
relations iiitween beard concerns in divid- 
ing large ri-ks with their wliilcpin rivals. 

The pipe of pe.-u e was smoked yesterday 
afternoon by ina;:;i_'i 1 wlio. while friend- 
ly enough personally, had been cutting 
one another's business in halves. Liter- 
ally the pipe took the form of Havana 
cigars to which the former btisiness ene- 
mies treated each other oa tbey chatted 
over suspension of rules and prospects ot 
forming s local board for mntoal protec- 
tion. 

The compact met in the morning and 
susj'cnded rules and rates everywhere on 

the Pacilic Coast except where there are 
Kwal boards. So fur a- could be learned 
from agents there are only four cities 
where tliis action will have no effect- 
Seattle, Tacoma, Portland and San Diego. 
I'.lsewhcre on the coast a standard of rates is 
abolished and the war will go merrily on. 

A comn.ittec consisting of Frederick ti. 
Voss, William Macdonald and Nat T. 
James was appointed to organize a local 
board if possible and report at the next 
meeting. The compact hojies that if it ac- 
tually dissolves its place may be taken by 
a combination affecting San Francisco in 
the vital matter of agreeing on rates. 
Managers who have fought the comiiact 
say they will join the local board proviiled 
it is founded on principles satisfactory to 
them, as it is to their interest to nuiintain 
rates at a paying figure. 

The non-intercourse rule, which prohib- 
ited board companies from having any- 
thing to do with the inilepeiuleut coriiora- 
tions, was not suspended yesterday as ex- 
pected. It is a constitutional rule, and 
being such cannot be amended or re- 
scinded without a week's notice to all 
meiub'^rs of the compact. In the present 
case notices were not sent out until April 
17. and consequently no action could be 
taken at yesterday's meeting. The ques- 
tion of eitiier suspending or absidtitely re- 
scinding the non-intercourse clause will be 
discussed on .\pril :;4, at which session it is 
believed the union will go to ideces. 

Arthur E. Magill. the most important 
factor of the non-board opposition, stated 
lie will have no dealings with the compact 
unti' the non-intercourse rule is rescindinl 
abroiiuely. With that troublesome feature 
out oi the way he will consider the pro- 
posed local board with a view to memoer- 

ihip. 

Tlie other non-board managers are of the 
.same mind, and tii- y say that the compact 
will join hands witli them before another 
week passes. 

They will go farther in regsrd to support- 
ing the Ftre Patrol, for if the nou inter- 
course law is dropped they will unite to 
support that worthy institution by puyiug 
their pro rata of expense for its main- 
tenance,

Cold and Silver Said to Hav9 Baen 
Ramoved In a Tin Lunch 

Bucket. 

Henry Piper was arrested last night by 
N. R. Harris, the United States Secret Ser- 
vice agent, on a charge of stealing gold and 
silver from the Carson City mint. The 
warrant says it was taken from E. B. Za- < 
briskie, the melter and refiner, and places | 
the vdue of the amount pnrloined at flOO. 
It is claimed, however, that he is held re- , 
sponsible for the loss of several thousand ; 
dollars worth of bullion. 

Piper was employed in the smelting and 
refining department of tbe mint. He took 
his lunch in a tin bucket. The stori«>f told 
at the time of bis discharge, nearly two I 
years ago, were to tbe effect that he car- 
ried large quantities of granulated gold | 
out with him in his tin Ducket when he 
went home. 

His discharge came through an accusa- 
tion to tliia effect by one of u>e watchmen 
employed in tbe Mint. This man's busi- 
'ness was to see that none of the precious 
metal was carried away by the employes. 
By mere.st chance he one day lifted up 
Piper's lunch-bucket. It weighed several 
pounds more than it should, Tbe watch- 
man went to headquarters to report his 
discovery. When he returned a few 
minutes later the bncket was empty. Piper 
denied the charge of stealing, but'w^as dis- 
charged. 

Since that time he has been living in 
Berkeley. No attempt to follow up the 
case has been made until the recent sensa- 
tional disclosures proved tbe rottenness of 
the mint management. Since then Piper's 
actions have been traced, and his arrest 
harfoUowed.

periments of Professor A. 
London, viz.: That turacin 
iiieiit extracted from the feather of a 
South African bird, yields from G to 7 per 
cent of pure copper, says the St. Louis 
Republic. The bird whose feathers yield 
the metallic coloring matter is the tiiracon, 
a South African plantain-eating avis, of 
which there are about twenty-five dis- 
tinct species. The pigment is extracted 
from this curious creature's feathers bv 
using any of the common dilute alkaline 
liquids. It produces a be.ititiful crimson 
solution, which, the chemists sav, has a 
well-defined absorption spectrum. The 
only other animal solution which is known 
to contain copper in solution is htemoe- 
yanin, which is obtained from the glubin 
of blood. Tbe copper in the feathers of a 
single turacon amounts to about one-iifth 
of a grain. 

BBA'BDS or THE AJ0IEHT8. 

The Welsh and the Gennaas Koted 
tor Them. 
Exceptionally long beards have always 
attracted a good deal of attention, and in 

most old works on the customs and habits 
of men there are numerous references to 
"whyskirs" and "byeards" of extraordi- 
nary length, says tbe St. Ixiuis Republic. 
Rauber von Talber, a Cerman knight and 
councilor of Maximilian II. who died in 
1575, rejoiced in the possession of a beard 
which reached to his feet and from there 
again to liis waist. John Mayo, the cele- 
brated sixteenth century painter (the same 
which accompanied Charles V on his cam- 
paigns), was a man 6 feet 6 inches in 
height. Giant thongh he was, his beard 
naehed tha ground, and, in order to keep 
it out of his way. Mayo always wore it 
tacked under a girdle which enoirded his 
waist Howland Llewenn, the Welsh high- 
wayman who made life btiniensome to the 
travelers over the Caiiibrian hills during 
the early part of the seventeenth century, 
"had a yellow beard of migbtie length and 
size." He is said to have worn it in two 
braids or plaits, which were thrown back 
over his shoulders and crossed at the small 
of his back and again brought around to 
the front of the body, where they were 
fastened with gold clasps and buckles. 
Kacli braid was about five feet nine inches 
in length, and, when left unplaited, the 
whole beard was upward of seven feet in 
length. 

Howell's "Welsh Celebrities" says: 
Llewenn had the longest heard of which 
we have record. When loose and flowing 
it fell down over his horse's shoulders 
alniiist to the untinal's knees. It was of a 
peculiar yellow or straw coior, which was 
all the more curious, both his parents 
being dark-haired mountain Welsh people. 
"Years afterward the mountain people bad 
proverbs which referred to this freak, they 
often using the expressions, '.Vlxmt aslong 
as Howland's beard," or "Yellow as the 
whiskers of Llewenn." 

George Kill.ngworth, whom Queen Mary 
sent to Russia in l.'i'>'' as one of her agents 
to Czar Ivan the Terrible, had a beard 5 
feet 2 inches in length, and Count Ruloff of 
Poland, 1607, rejoiced in the possession of a 
I mustache which was so long that he conld 
' not touch the ends of it With his fingers. 
, There are ten or twelve other long-bearded 
! men of olden times of whom notice will be 
i given in some futnt* installment of "Motes 
1 for the Curious."

Young Coall cried for him to stop, 
as it might be dynamite. It was well Con- 
ley obeyed, as the concussion, had the 
stick of dynamite been tossed any distance, 
would have been sufficient to have caused 
an explosion with temble results. 

The boys took the dynamite with them 
and found a third stick put in the iron 
grating of the kitchen window. They tooc 
this also. The three sticks were taken to 
young Conley's father who is a police 
oflicer. 

The officer at once notified Miss Culbert- 
son, tbe matron oi the hOB«i The Chief 
of Police was also notified and an investi- 
gation is being ma<ie. 

Miss Ctilbertson made a thorough search 
of the premises. .\s a result she found two 
more sticks of the explosive. They bad 
been placed in the casement of the win- 
dows just below the level of the cement 
pavement on Prospect place. 

Miss Culbertson says tnat none of the 
sticks had fuses attached. It was impossi- 
ble for any of them to have received blows 
of sufiicient force to cause aiL explosion. I 
She thinks, therefore, that They were 

E laced there as threats by some of the 
ighbinders whose women she has taken 
away. 

She has had no trouble for some time. 
About a month ago she re. eived a letter in 
which she was threatened with death if she 
did not leave the slave girls alone. This 
was only one of many, however. She has 
often been threatened before, and scouts 
the idea of there being anything more than 
Ijombast iu the last di.scoverv.

Discovery In Asphalt Mines 
Considerable Value to 
Science.

A wiparkable discovery was made about 
font i^eeks ago in the asiibaltum mines in 
Kern Countv. when miners working 120 
led below tlic surface excavated the skull 
of a prehistoric mouster. 

Tlic bon>'5 were irabcdJtil in ilic as- 
jihaliuni deposit, and In close proximity 
were pieces of wood in a fair state of 
preservation, tboajch hardened and black- 
ened like Irish bogwood of forests belong- 
ing to a far-away geological period. Foss ils 
in the bowels of the earth are nothing un- 
common, but tills jawbone, or skull, is 
more' than a fossil, which fact gives it a 
peculiar sisnificance in the stndy of getdogjr 
and natunl history. There are several 
teeth in the jawbpn^ that still' have a coat- 
ing of enamel, whidi proves that aeons of 
ages asro beasts moving amid the desola- 
tion of eartU bad teeth differing none 
either in texture or form frpiu animals of 
the present age. The enamel is well pre- 
served in color and substance, though in- 
side it the dentine is chanced to aspbaltum. 

Che skull is not perfe'ct, as paru of it 
.hiil«it^ twned into the black substance 
ItMir or totted amy, although there re- 



liillsides; creeks and little lake? of sul- 
phurous water cmittinj; s gas that ignites 
and blades, grtat.roasses of solid bitumen 
protruding from tne ground like lava long 
grown cold ; all these together and a sou 
on which a strange, stunted brushwood 
graws form il^ characteristic landscape. 

Then- :nv largti boii-^ nf infusorial earth 
m to 4CI0 feet thick and cxtremclv lieht. 
The surface is bleached intenselv whit- by 
the sun burning out the little asphalt oil on 
top. Underneath is a brown, impalpable 
dust like volcano ashes — a miptlit y ash heap, 
and vet composed of shells of the infusoria, 
visible only onder a pcHVeriul microscope. 

From the presence of this dustit may 
be taken that asphalt is infusorial also, be- 
ing formed out of animal matter of in- 
fusoria, while the mineral matter, or white 
shell dust, remained above it. 

There are beds of brown sand, almost a 
sandstone, parallel to the direction of as- 
plialt deposits, and seemingly underlying 
them in the strata. This brown .«ana 
coheres through the agency of asphaltum 
material in it, and has stood like a dike 
against the erosion of ircological periods. 

One more very intcros' ing feature of the 
district is the mineral tar, as it is cora- 
monlv called, or lifjuid asphalttua. It ex- 
udes In many places and trickles downhill 
until a hollow is reached and black pools 
arefornifil. In I hose pools lizzards, bee- 
tles, rabbits, birds, and even a deer and a 
bear have been found, all embalmed by 
the liquid that killed them.

Sreciated when it is known that scientists 
iSer regarding the origin of afpbaltimi. 
Some of the most eminent geologists hare 
satisfactorily reached ttie conclusion by in- 
ductive processes that it is a mineral 
formed by certain chemical actiun, while 
■others, whose standing entitles their 
opinions to quite as much respect, claim it 
is a vegemble substance, or at least organic, 
and probably was animal matter similar 
to what can now be found at the bottom 
of the ocean. 

The fragmentsr are now packed ready to 
be sent to the University of California, 
where thty will be classified if possible 
and preserved as some of the njost inter- 
esting specimens in the Berkeley museum 
of natural history. The fragments of 
brambles embedded in asphalt will also be 
forwarded, and nu doubt there will not be 
much dllllculty in determining its species. 
The discovery and preservation of those 
exoeedingly valuable specimens are mainly 
due to Jernard BienenfeM, a civil engi- 
neer connected with tlic niinesat Asphallo, 
who studied at the university,

One knocks at a little red door in the base- 
ment of Mr. Donohue s house and if it be 
a day for a sale Mr. Uouohne is there to 
gnide the visitor tiireugh a dark passage- 
way, more or less encumbered with wash- 
tubs into the pens at the back of the house 
thai constitute the public pouiid.

■When I tell yon that by a certain science 
and a delicate art the paint can be removed 
from wood or canvas and successfully 
placed upon new canvas, and that even the 
ink upon a fine engraving may be trans- 
ferreil from one piece to another witliout 
in the least destroying the impression of 
the picture, you may be astonished, al- 
though, ill fact, this is being done every 
day by the men engi^ed in this remark- 
able art, writes Marvin E. Clark in the 
Philadelphia Times. It is a delicate art, 
as you will readily understand, and re- 
quires a patient hand and the eye of an 
artist to perform the work, but these are at 
the service of those who can afford to pay 
well for the work. 

The most delicate part of this peculiar 
art and that which is most remunerative is 
the work upon ]iaintin;_'s, and this has two 
distinct brandies — one the easy process of 
filling the cracks made by ape or accident, 
and the other the more difficult art of 
transferring a painliuir from one canvas to 
another, and wbat is most dillicult of all 
work, the transferring of a painting from 
wood to canvas. The first work— that of 
filling the cracks— is done with a composi- 
tion worked in from the back, after which 
It is backed with canvas. 

The renovator of oil paintings makes 
light of the ordinary work of transferring 
the canvas-backed painting to a new 
canvas, but it takes years of experience to 
accomplish the simplest part of this work, 
and few men are born who have the tact 
and delicacy of touch requisite for the art. 
In such transferring several pieces of tissue 
paper are pasted on the face of the paint- 
imz after it is removed from the frame. 
^Vnen this is completely dry i he canvas is 
thoroughly wet and thru it is peeleil and 
picked thoroughly, thread by thread, from 
the back of the picture, tlnis leaviagthe 
painting fast to the pa;>' r on the race. 
When this Is dried agai:. a new canvas is 
glued to the back of the pirturc, ami after 
this in turn is dry the tissue paper is wet 
and peeled off from the face. When again 
thoroughly dry the picture is ready for the 
cleaning and ii;novating process. 

The transferring of paintinL's has been 
rendered more dillicult of late years for 
the reason that very many paintings of 
modem times have been done upon wood 
because painters have become fond of 
painting on wood on account of its being 
so firm and smooth under the brush. 
Many artists in !?pain and Italy use wood 
now almost exclusively, and our American 
arjists are rapidly following their example. 
But wood will decay, and when it does it 
must be looked after and repaired, and 
sometimes the entire painting must be 
transferred from this rotting wood in order 
to preserve it from ruin and complete ex- 
tinction. 

The picture-mender worthy of his title is 
an aristocrat a:!'! he necessarily feels his 
importaui t , K r :s henotaman of science? 
Indeed he is, and a man with a science, 
too. Be has learned his science through 
many years of experience, perhaps, for the 
very men who are noted for being adepts 
in the art— and there are only three of 
them throughout the entire length and 
breadth (rf New York — we r eJiw wgift up, it 
may be aid, one in an artist's stuttio and 
the others in an artstore, where engrav- 
ings of a doubtful ownership were kept for 
sale. All started from low and impover- 
ished beginnings and all have made them- 
selves wealthy by good work andtcunning 
speech. Three only, in a city of a million 
and a half souls, have reached perfection 
in an art that pays the artisan a greater 
remuneration than even the master paint- 
ers of modern times receive for their labor 
with brush and pencil. 

Thro'.igh the courtesy of the owner of a 
large artstore I procured the name and ad- 
dress of the pictnre-mend(r regarded by 
him astthe best of the three, while he re- 
iterated "there are only three pictnre- 
menders In the entire city, sir, only three 
and no more — not even any pretenders." 
In reply to mv question as to the profitable- 
ness of the btisiness of pioture-mending, 
this gentleman said: 

"I do not know of any profession or busi- 
ness, trade or wliatever name you may 
call an occupation by that can compare 
the profession of piotnre.msndine in re- 
gard to its money-making qualifications, 
especially when vou consider the small 
amount of capital and outlay required to 
carry on the work. In fact a man with a 
good idea of the work before him may 
start without a cent and make a fortune 
in a ytor. There is always plentr of work 
for him to do, and the only difficulty lies 
with us who take the work from our 
regular customers and turn it over to tlie 
picture-mender. We are pestered to death 
by the owners of pictures and engravings 
who are always anxious to get back their 
pet pictures, and it is often a year or more 
before the return Of some Of tne most par- 
ticular work. 

"It is a singnlar fact," continued the art- 
dealer, "that as soon as a picture gets in- 
jured in any way it becomes an object of 
greater interest to the owner and takes 
such high rank in the mind of its possessor 
that we have come to call such cripples 
'pets' to the faces of their owners and 
'cripples' tjebind their backs. In fact, 
they are entered on our book of repairs as 
'cripples,' and known as such throughout 
the store. Speaking of picture-menders, 
however, this one 1 gave you the address 
of has been in the businesn for many years, 
and is now worth, to my certain knowl- 
edge, $150,000. A portion of this amount 
he has accumulated by speculation in oil 
paintings, but the bulk of it he has gath- 
ered in for his work. You will find his 
large parlors filled with choice paintingi 
by both old and modern painters, and 
many of them are of sreat value, while 
none are cheap works. Give him a call 
and you will profit by it," 

Tlie residence and workroom, as well as 
what might be called the gallery of this 
picture-mender, is not far uptown in New 
York City, and is a pretentious looking 
four-story brow nstone residence, finished 
in coetly hard w ).,ds and elegantly deco- 
rated throUi: hunt. It is 20 or J,'> feet front 
by some "0 feet in depth. There was no 
indication of the' occupation of the occu- 
pant uiKin the outside of the house, and 
1 hesitated before touching' the 'lectric 
bell with n feeling of ccr'ainty that this 
elegant and stately mansion could not be 
the workroom of a picture-mender. But 
it proved to be such. I was unhered into 
the parlor and asked for my card. I was 
absorbed in the contemplation of a 
masterly work of art by one of our own 
American boys when a soft voice came up 
over my shoulder and into my ear: 

"A fine thing, that. Pity the poor bov is 
dead, I say, although, of course, you know, 
his work never was worth anything until 
he joined the great majority. Pity, isn't 
it, that artists, like all the rest of human- 
ity, are never fully appreciated until they 
are dead and gone from the face of the 
earth. Fame, sir, fame is wh.nt all the 
artists are looking for, and fuv.- of them ;:et 
it until after they are dead, and then wJbat 
good 'does it do them? They starve and 
die by inches all their lives for fame and 
seldom get a taste of it. I am at yotir 
service, sir." 
It was the picture-mender. 
To my surprise the second floor of this 
costly mansion was fitted up as what ap- 
peared at first sight to be a carpenter-shop, 
lor once out of the hallway aiul in the front 
room the mansion lost its identity. There 
ma « lonci btoad caipsnter's boBoh, vtUi 



vises and all the tools requisite for the work 
of a carpenter, and in the back room was 
another bench or t:ibls covereil with tools 
in great variety. At the bench was a jotmg 
man employed in planing wbat appeared to 
be a piece of oak with a. jacjc plane whose 
iron wRs concave, for the wood was grooved 
in larvc t;; oovcs by the operation of the 
tool. He was getting rid of the wood upon 
which a celebrated painting was placed 
many years ago, and when he succeeded in 
working it down to the white backing of 
the painting: it was to be mounted upon 
canvas and nobody but a connoisseur on 
close scrutiny would know the difference.

'"I am very busy now," said the picture- 
mender, "for my patrons have mostly re- 
turiiPil from the country and the winter is 
coming on. I get the biilk of the work in 
ibis and several other cities and manage to 
keep going all the year round, with work 
enough ahead not in a hurry to keep us at 
it for a year or two. 

"Yes, our work is varied, but it is all in 
paintings. We get paintings that are 
punched with canes, umbrellas, chairs, 
balls from the hands of children, snuked 
and burned w ith both lire and aci<l, almost 
ruined by some fool of a picture-cleaner or 
by the owners themselves, who want to be 
penny wise and pound foolish. We get 
pictures in all sorts of crippled condition, 
and you wouM he dumfounded to see 
some of them when they come here 
mangled beyond recognition and look at 
them when we get through with them. 

"The biggest part of my work is mending 
pictures that have been ruined by care- 
le-sncss, but I do a good deal of restoring 
and cleaning— renovating it is called— 
and nearly all the fine work in 
transferring comes to me for I have 
always luiide a success of it. You'd be 
surprised to know the number of 'crijv 
ples' we get in a year. The owners of valu- 
able paintiners are very careless about them. 
It seems to me that parlors where there 
are valuable paintings and otber works of 
art are very costly places for the children 
to play ball and shoot air guns in. But I 
profitoy such Indul^'enoes to the babies of 
wealthy people and will not complain."

A Bicycle Highway. 

Benton Harbor will be the first city in 
the United States to build along one of its 
public streets a track for the exclusive use 
of bicycles, says a dispatch in the Detroit 
Free Press. Plans are now complete for 
the way along Territorial street, and to- 
morrow morning graders will be set to 
work to carry out the design. It is pro- 
posed to con^ir-uct t!ic track 6 feet wide 
along the side of tiie adjoining street, and 
on a grade even with the sidewalk, leaving 
the shade trees to mark tlie line between 
the jiath for pedestrians and that for the 
wheel riders. The gutter will be recon- 
structed along the side of the bicycle track, 
and the outer edge of the latter will be de- 
fined and protected by posts placed at in- 
tervals, which can be utilized as hitching 
posts. The path will be made of earth 
with hard clay surface. About one mile of 
the track will be built now as an experi- 
ment. If it ]iroves satisfactory, tracks on 
the principal streets alon^ the town will 
be made.

A certified copy of the court proceedings 
in Canada was transmitted by Mr. Miller 
to Hon. W. H. Oagan, foreman of the 
(irand Jury. The transcript in full is 
given herewith. 

Tiiose who have intere>ted tliemsolvcs in 
Mr. Stilwell's history have secured other

A detective, writing from Liverpool, 
England, under date of March 2, 1S95, says: 
"Stilwell is a native of Coventry, County 
Warwickshire, his father being a watcli- 
maker and jeweler. He is a printer by 
trade, and became a member of the Liver- 
pool Typourapical Society on Xoveniber9, 
1878. He then obtained employment at 
the Catholic Refuge for Boys in St. Anne 
street. Liverpool, as overseer to teach boys. 
He held tl!i-< position for two years, when 
he ieit and started a paper called the 
Cricket .lournal and Atli'etic Record. This 
paper only exisic'l a few months. Stil- 
well suddenly decamped. Icavinj,' in debt 
to everybody who trusted him. Stilwell is 
regarded as a very shady character. While 
in Liverpool he lodged with a Mr. and 
Mrs. Harbord. His relations with Har- 
bord's wife led to a separation between 
Harbord and his wife. There was also a 
man named Byone who lodged at Har- 
bord's, a man of similar type to Stilwell. 
Byone and Stilw ell were mixed up together 
in the forging of Urazlliati postajre stamps. 
The dies were found ;n the jiossession of 
Byone and he was t.iken into custody, but

same detective writes: "I ascertained that 
Harbord and bis wife kept 'dy brothels' 
or 'accommodatiSn houses' in various parts 
of the country, and so their movements 
were as far as possible kept secret; in fact, 
they were convicted of keeping a brothel 
in Lord Nelson street, Liverpool, and Stil- 
well lived there, knowing it to be a brothel. 
By appointment I saw Mr. Cooper, the 
secretary of the Liverpool TypoL-raphical 
Society, and with him examined the books 
of the society, and found that Stilwell 
was admitted a member on November 14, 
1874, and was expelled November 9, 1878, 
for 'rattinp;.' meaning that be had taken 
employment ai a place not allowable un- 
der the society's rules. I made further 
inquiry as to Stilwell 's connection with the 
forjrerv of Brazilian stamps. He was stis- 
pected because he was living at the same 
place as Byone, who was in possession of 
the dies for making the stamps and that 
he and Stihveli were closely associated 
with each other; and it was proven, also, 
that he knew what liyone was doinj:, and 
so was an aeees^iTV. for which he could 
have been criminally charged had the 
offense been proceeded with. Stilwell 
would probably remember me, as I adjudi- 
cated on the case in my official capacity." 

As throwing some light on Stilwell's 
character, a letter, of which the following 
is a copy, will be submitted to the Grand 
Jury : 

PORTLAND, Christmas NIkIu. 

Mr. Larry /Jarfon— Mv Deah Larby: I know 
w hat you want, but I cannot give It to you. 
My cvjierience with him cost me ^1300 in three 
months, and my coniidenee in him left me 
without a chance to gel even. 

All that I know of him is what he told me. 
He said that he was born near I.iverpool, Eng- 
land, and was a printer by trade. He is a prac- 
tical printer. He had charge of a school of 
some kind In which the pupils were taught 
the type-seltinK husincM. 

My roeolleetiiin of what he told me was that 
he was a reporter ou a commercial pajwr In 
Uverpool and sailed on the steamship Indiana, 
Captain Sargeant When he landed In Phila- 
delphia he took a trip to Canada and there got 
married. 

I have heard all kinds of stories about him 
as to his former wife and why be had to leave 
Liverpool, but I do not recollect the story. 

If yoii have a eorres|)Ondent In Liverpool lie 
s'.iould d:^ lip his liistorv for you. His nature 
iii disbouesi, 1 believe, ax he i.ried to take ad- 
vantage of my parents' confidence In me. 

Wnile writing this I remember that I was 
told that he was compelled to leave Canada 
one nifht and that he had to leave England. 
His fiiilier-in-law, I'oulin, I don't twUeve knows 
ur.ytliini; almiu his history previous to his 
arrival in Canada. 

The man has a record, I am sure, and I will 
tell you why. One night I had blood in niy 
eye and had a man hy the throat and felt like 
kUling liira. Stilwell took hold of me and 
said : "Ixt him go. You will do time II you 
don't watch. I did it and I know what I am 
talking aliout." 

A newspaper man tumbles if he is hit and I 
tumbled ihen, but It was too late. 

Fancy this letter may give you a pointer, and 
If I can give yon avymore suggestions let me 
know. Liverpool is the place tnat you want to 
hear from first. Tours, .B.L.Iin. 

Septimus de Greayer, a stock broker, 
said yesterday that he hn? good reason to 
remember Private Detective Stilwell. 
Speaking of Stilwell's employment as an 
exj>ert on the ferry foundation, ctinsidering 
Ills record in the past, Mr. de Greayer 
said; 

"I am f'lrpriscd that such a man as 
Stilwell could be selected to perform oili 
cial duties of any kind where the material 
interests of reputable citizens are at stake, 
and more especially in such an important 
matter as this^ 

"As far as llcnow him he is a man with- < 
out a vestige of honor or trustworthiness. 
Shortly after my brother's death Stilwell 
came to me aiyj .oaid he was going to Ixjs 
Angeles to see about some property. He 
wanted a hian of S-'rfl as a matter of con- 
venience for a few days. I told him I did 
not have the money to spare, ljiithe|)ressed 
the matter aiwt told me he had done me 
service in the reports of the tragedy in the 
columns of the Kxarainer. Finally hesaid 
that he wanted the money so badly that he 
woiiM make it a matter of honor with me 
as to payment. 

"At last I acquiesced and gav« him |50, 
taking his note therefor, in which he 
agreed to pay the money ten days after 
date. That was on June 11, Wrl. He 
went to Los Angeles, and in order to carry 
out his Contemptible tricky work he sent 
m>- a telejrram from there that he would 
he delayed for a few days and COuld not 
betlle tlie note until his return. 

' That was llie iast 1 saw or heard of him 
until a few months ago, when I met him 
in an elevator and I spoke to him plainly 
about his deception. He informed me that 
be woald call upon me and pay the note in 
a few days and— well, here's the note, and 
I guess it is not worth the paper it's written 
on. , 

"I have heard many scaly transactions 
mentioned in connection with Stilwell's 
name, but that is the only experience I 
ever had with him, and it is enongh. He 
might have cost me more." 

liarrv N. (Jray <rt (jray Brothers, in 
speaking of the attack made by Stilwell on 
his firm, said: 

"For a long time I have heard rumors of 
Stilwell's back history, but have never had 
any proof in regard to his derelictions. I 
am told, however, that the evidence will be 
forthcoming if he demands an investiga- 
tion of the charges made against him by 
those who pretend to be well acquaintSil 
with him. In regard to bis insinuations 
against the company of which I am a 
member, I desire to say that we never had 
anythint' to do with the furnisiiing of the 
cement used in the ferry foundations. 

"Kveryliody who knows the farts will tes- 
tify that 1 am telling the simple truth 
w hen I say this. It seems rather hard that 
a reputable business man should be made 
to suffer by being pilloried by an ez-con- 
vict, a man who has been convicted of 
criminal libel and has served time iu jail 
for that crime. A man who has once been 
punished for unlawful assaults upon char- 
acter ought tojbe more carefull should 
think. Yet it appears that after com- 
ing here Stilwell ha? {,'oiie into 
Ihe same kind of business thai he followed 
in Canada. Bo far as his accusations 
against Oray Brothers are concerned every- 
thing that he' says in bis report is abso- 
lutely false.^]

Enslneers Have Pushed Into the 
Valley Away From Post- 
offlcea. 



A call for a meeting of the San Francisco 
and San Joaijuin Valley Itailway directors 
to be held to-niornnv was issued by Secre- 
tary Maekie yesterday, .\fter last week's 
respite from their labors the directors will 
find a large volume of business before 
tbeiu, and if matters move along smoothly 
at this meeting a great deal will be accom- 
plishei. 

The certificates of stock have been 
written in the offices and are now ready for 
distribution among subscribers. As all the 
trustees will not be in town to-morrow in 
all probability the issuance of stock will be 
delayed for a few days. Anyhow the 
stock is ready to turn over to them for 
their signatures heiore I'li'-eiitini,' to the 
people, whose public spirit and liberality 
swelled the total amount to about $2,800,000. 

Specifications for locomotives have been 
prepared by tne chief engineer in conjunc- 
tion with the committee on rolling stock, 
and as this committee is exjiccted to report 
this week it is hehev. d ihiit bills will be 
advertised for three locomotives. The kind 
selected are from fifty to sixty ton engines 
for construction workj which can subse- 
quently be used in hauling freight, and 
may he utilized in case of necessity for 
passenger trains. 

During the week a proposition to buy 
standard box and Hat cars probably of 
thirty tons each will be considered, and 
then an opportunity to bid upon them will 
he given manufacturers. 

It has been determined that all rails 
after the first lot of aXX) tons now on the 
way shall be sixty-two and a half pounds 
to the yard. That they may Ije of standard 
quality and uniform weight an inspector 
specially engaged by the compaiw is 
suiwrvising their manufacture iu the East. 

.fust as soon as all the work in hand is 
cleared U]) early this week canvassers will 
again visit the loe.i! luerehants, capital- 
ists, proi>erty-owners and others and ,uim 
upon them the advi>ai ility of subscribi^ 
generously lo the people's railway. Those 
canvassers will have a delinitu offer to 
make, and also a splendid showing to 
present, which iu itsi If ought to nuivince 
everybody called uimn that tlie vailey 
road is now a bona tide enterjirise, with 
men of wonderful energy and enterprise at 
its head, who can i>e depended on to carry 
it to a successful inauguration. .\nd after 
that the people may rest assured tiie enter- 
prise will pay a handsome dividend. That 
so much good has already been accom- 
plished for California in this enterprise 
should act as a stimulant to the close- 
listed men o; means to loosen their purse- 
strings, if not indeed to shame some into 
buying largely of the stock about to be 
oflerea.

A new nil rgue has l)een eonstrncted and 
hereafter post-mortem examinations, as 
required by the General Government, will 
be lield on the premises. 

A S.'iO-light electric plant is being con- 
structed and will be Ui operation bf May 1. 
By the substitution of electric lights, in 
place of gas manufactured from gasoline, a 
saving of several hundred dollars a year 
will be effected, and a much better and 
safer light produced. The farming hinds, 
orchards and ornamental gardens around 
the home are more profitably and artisti- 
cally laid out then ever before. £v«ry 
acre" of arable land is under a high state of 
cultivation.

Ezeta's Benaatluniil »$turlf>> Denied by 
theBrother-in-I.aw of Presl- 
drnt Ciutierres. 



There was a lull in the proceedings in 
the sailors' strike yesterday. The shooting 
of Stevantis Sandberg by Boarding-house 
Master John Cane liad a quieting effect all 
around. During the day Caiie secured his 
release by furnishing bonds, and it was 
rumored around tne water front that the 
unfortunate sailor had had his leg ampu- 
tated. Bandberg, it has been learned, was 
not the man who jumped into the bay 
from the 'Wachnsetts after he had signed. 
The man who did this was one of his com- 
panions who entered Cane's saloon, and it 
was evident that all three were looking for 
trouble. 

The ship Elwell arrived from Nanaimo 
yesterday afternoon, she being the first to 

make the round trip since the strike was 
declared. !she took away a crew of Japs, 
which the uniou men tried to annihilate 
before the vessel sailed. Instead of the 
non-union crew delaying the voyage of the 
Klwell, they made one of the best voyages 
ol the vear, and the captain won a suit of 
clothes by making the round trip inside of 
thirty days. 

The ship Glory of the Seas finally suc- 
ceeded in getting to sea yesterday after 
being detained in port since last Tuesday. 
Captain Freeman said that he would take 
a non-tinion crew or none, and the nnion 
resolved to give him all the trouble pos- 
sible in going to sea. One of the crew was 
a union man, and although he signed regu- 
larly and fast enough the union patrol 
boat took him off and brought him ashore. 
The police promptly returned the deserter 
to the ship and the "captain went on look- 
ing for more men.

The refusal of the Sonthem Pacific 
Company to remove its "dead" rails from 
a number of the thoroughfares in the 
Richjn6nd district has cattsed the progres- 
sive residents of that part of the city to 
become exceeding w roth. 

They are attestin,; their displeasure in 
quite an unusual manner, which is sup- 
plemental to the action taken by the im- 
provement club in regolar session as- 
sembled. 

The Richmond District Improvement 
Club e.vpresseU its desire to have the 
"dead" rails removed some time ago, and 
appointed a commitiee to wait on Superin- 
tendent 'Vining. Xbe committee obtained 
no satisfaction. Superintendent Vining 
was in a facetious humor, and met the ex- 
postulations of the committee with the 
r. mark that he did not know the lines of 
tiie Market-strctt Cable Company t. ok in 
any portion of the Richmond (ii.striet. 
"And. by the waj', where is this Richmond 
place you talk about?" asked Mr. "Vining. 

thereafter the residents took the matter 
in their own bands, and organized 
noc'tirnal T rail parties. 

During Several nights recently ' rails 
have been torn up, two, three and half a 
dozen at a time, and laid along the curb. 

The objectionable rails are on First 
avenue, between Point Ijobos avenue and 
D street, on Point Lobos avenue from First 
to Twentieth avenues. They are the old- 
fashioned T rails and have not been left 
in their present position for the purpose of 
holding franchises. 

The company has no desire to operate 
lines along these streets, and the neglect 
simjily takes the form of an avoidance of 
the expense incidental to iheir removal. 

Another source of complaint on the part 
of the resident property-owners of this 
district is the failure and refusal of the 
company to remove the ties of the old 
steam railway on Central avenue. The 
rails were torn up three years ago and the 
ties still remain embedded in the road- 
way. Repeated aemands have been pre- 
ferred, but the company, in its arrogant 
indifference to public and private con- 
venience, has refused to heed the numer- 
ous complaints. 

6. K. Fletcher, the ex-president of the 
former Point Lobos Improvement Club, 
says the complaint is general among the 
residents, and that their action in tearing 
up the rails themselves is only a natural 
consequence of the company's indifferent 
neglect.

Sodergren, master of the bark at the time 
of the murder, was the first witness. He 
gave a detailed account of the tragedy and 
seemed to have still a vivid recollection of 
its horrors, even though it is now nearly 
eighteen months since it occurred. 

He related all the incidents of the voyage 
from Sydney, N. S. W., to Papeete, Ta'hiti, 
where the bark put in to land the murder- 
ers. He told of the combination existing 
between Sparf, Hansen, St. Clairand Green 
to kill all the oHicers and run off with the 
ship and the captain's wife. Of the four 
mutineers Greeu turned State's evidence, 
St. Clair and Hansen are under sentence of 
death, and Sparf is having hia second trial.

It is raining. Up above me on the road 
several picnickers who have been cauf;ht in 
this April shower are hurrying in search 
of shelter. They look down tmriously 
upon me sitting here in the tain under a 
drooidng willow. Probably they axe say- 
ing to themselves that I do not know 
enough to go in when it rains, and perhaps 
they are right. I am sorry for them— their 
pleasure outing is so obviously spoiled by 
the pattering drops, bnt for my own part I 
am happy. 

There is something peculiarly gentle and 
courteous about an April shower. You are 
BO fully conscious, even while the drops 
are falling, that the sun is shining behind 
the light clouds. And the drops them- 
selves come down so gently, tentatively 
oSering themselves, as it were, to the

thirsty earth ; pattering lightly on the 
leaves and grass and softly rippling the 
surface of the little pool under the willow 
tree. The filly, yonder in her stall, thrusts 
her head over thc half-door, and, with her 
soft black muzzle in the air, ojieiis her 
month and runs out her tongue to catch 
the welcome drops. The hiirses on the 
hills seem glad of the wetting. Even the 
buds have not sought shelter, and why 
should I? . . 

During a shower is the time of all others 
to study leaves. AVe are apt to overlook 
these in our eager contemplation of the 
flowers of plants. In fact, our attention is 



! weed seems to render most skins imper- 
vious to the attacks of the Ishmaelite of 
our woods and fields. 

Rut watch the wormwood. See how the 
raindrons cjuiver for an instant upon the 
tips of the pinnate leaves, then follow each 
other in a mad chase down the central 
grooves of the leaves. Each leaf rises from 
three ridyes on the stem of the plant, and 
between tliese ridges lie shallow grooves, 
down which the raindrops run and soak 
into the ground upon the plant's root. 
Now you can tell, from watchiiiK the con- 
duct of these leaves, wnat sort of a root the 
wormwood has. I have never pulled one 
up, but I am sure it has a main top-root, 
with no spresdins bninehes. .Ml such 
plants have leaves sloping: upward, and 
with grooved stems, to i.erform for the 
roots just the office that these leaves are 
performing. Stfldy the leaves of the radish 
ur the beet and you will see how admir- 
ably the leaves are equipped to act as 
water-carriers. 

This altilaria, now, the fragrant "filaree" 
of our fields, has another provision for this 
same purpose. The tilaree is a wide- 
spreading plant with an absurdly small 
root. It needs lots of moisture, and the 
stems are thickly set with soft, fuzzy hairs 
that catch the water and convey it along 
the stem to the root. Growing all along 
the bank is the little chickweed, w;ith its 
tiny white stars of blossoms. If it were 
not so iilentiful we would wax enthtisiastic 
over its beauty, and seek it for our garden 
borders. It lias a running, threadlike root, 
and a single row of hairs alonglts stem 
holds the raindrops and sprinkles them 
gently down upon the roots. 

Where a plant has a spreading root the 
leaves slant oul-.vard and downward from 
nase to tip, luttiuL' the moisture they 
gather down uj'uu the roots. My willow 
has such roots, and it is a lover of moisture. 
See how the long branches droop and shed 
their drops of gathered rain. 

The euealyidus is another victim to 
mighty thirst, and it takes a deal of water 
to keep that thirst quenched. We do not 
half appreciate this tree. Here about the 
bay it is one of the most beautiful growths 
we" liave. It is not symmetrical in the 
.sense of having a neat, snn^. arboreal 
symmetry. It sweeps its tall nead against 
the sky and spreads its great branches to i 
the wind with the uiitrammcled original-' 
it V of genius. It is a genius among trees. 
What other one has its unquenchable 
dominance of life, its endless variety of 
form and color in fi:)liage, its ability to 
withstand tlie storm and survive dron:;lit? 
Tin- Ir- i-ii'ss hills oi 1 iidia, the harr.'U pl.'iins 
of the I'acilic Slope, the deaiily campagiia 
of Ronie have all Ijeeii redremed, beauti- 
fied, vivified by this tree. It sends a great 
root down into the dejiths of earth to hunt 
for water. Other roots branch off in the 
same erratic, original fashion that charac- 
terizes the growth of uppfr l>r;;ni hes, and 
thick, glossy, pointed, down-drooping 
leaves soak "in the moisture of the air, 

father in the falling rain and pour the 
rops down in beneficent showers upon the 
roots. 

Did you ever stand beneath a eucalyptus 
tree aiid glance ujiward at its foliage? If 
not, a silvery surprise awaits you. Seen 
thus the leaves are things of beauty in the 
sunli-lit. This beauty is greatly enhanced, 
however, on a rainy "day, and in tlie moon- 
licht they glimmer iii a silver sheen of 
glory that cannot l>e described. 

The leaves are the real life of the plant. 
They ^-ather in its f.uMl from the air. They 
are the lunirs thiom^h which it breathes. 
The flowers are a mere incident in the 
jilant's life. 'When the plant grows under 
water the leaf is long and thread-like. 
This is because the supply of carbon is lim- 
itea, and the leaves are minutely divided 
in order that the greatest possibfe surface 
may be exposed to absorb it. If, as is the 
case with many aquatic plants, the stem 
e:rows until the leaves linally reach the sur- 
face, tl.ey inimeciiately sjirea.l out and be- 
(■ome iar^^or. Musi of" them float out u|>on 
the surface of the water, knowing that this 
will snpiiort them, and they need waste no 
further effort in growing a supporting 
stem. Nature never do^'s waste effort, de- 
spite what seems at times her reckless 
prodigality of growths. 

The same reason that makes the plant 
under water put on slender, threadlike 
leaves makes the grass grow in the form 
of blades. The air supply would seem 
.ih'nidant. but competition is tierce. The 
(;r,is-e> and the low-(;rowing plants are 
very numerous, and so they divide and 
sulxlivide, becaoseUn these forms they are 



growths at the ends of the branches 
gather round and hide the dismantling 
process so successfully that we never really 
know when it is taking place. Indeed, on 
every pine tree we will find the leaves of 
several successive seasons. 

Do the leaves die ? Does anything ? We 
see them fall and turn to mold, from 
which other life-forms spring. There will 
be other poppies next year where yonder 
orange-red blossoms are nodding. The 
waving grain, already headed out and 
bowing under its weight of raindrops, was 
but a handful of dry kernels a few months 
since. They were cast upon the ground, 
and they died, if that tus-iiig sea of greeu 
is death. We see this liappening about us, 
on every hand, and we still no up ami 
down the earth demanding of seer and 
scholar. "If a man die shall he live again'.'" 

But the sun has come out. The rain is 
over and gone. Only the last treasured 
drops chase each otlitr along the leaves 
ana down the stems of the plants. Our 
Iiienickers have ventured out from the 
eucalyptus grove, and evervtliiug seems lo 
have forgotten -'the useful trouble of the 
rain." 




usually not even concerned with the flow- 
ers themselves, but only with the lovely 
petals that often surround them, and 
which we all want to call the flowers. 

Bnt the leaves are the plant itself^the 
central idea of what the plant is meant to 
express. They tell us much about the 
plant ilself. it"ouly we have the ability to 
understand their language. Why, for in- 
stance, does this pond lily Sfiread out its 
indolent broad leaf on the surface of the 
water, while its cousin, the wild iris, yon- 
der on tlie bank, has loiij;, narrow leaves, 
folded almost double? Why do the leaves 
of this pungent wormwood that I have 
pulled stanastiffly pointing upward, at an 
angle that shows us their under rather 
than their upper surface, while the leaves 
of the oak just at my hand are spread out 
before the descending rain. 

Let us see what we shall see if we open 
our eyes. Take the wormwood, for in- 
stance, and before we go any further let 
me call attention to the fact that, if I 
should have occasion to meddle with that 
poison oak yonder ill the ravine, I should 
first rub rhy hands and face with the 
crushed leaves of the wormwood. You 
will usually find the two growing near 
together, snd tbs juice <fl the ws7side 



fittest to survive in the struggle for exist- 
ence and to obtain their necessary food 
supply. Vou will see this tendency in the 
foliage of the common buttercups and the 
eschscholtzia. 

Some one spoke to me yesterday of Cali- 
fornia's perpetual springtime, "'i'ou never 
know the sadness of the dying leaves 
liere," he said. "Your trees are always 
green." 

He was both right and wrong. Most of 
our trees are deciduous, however, although 
many that are deciduous in other climates 
become evergreen here. This does not 
mean that the leaves are not shed. The 
provision for that process is made when 
the leaf is born. 

The leaf does not, as is popularly sup- 
posed, die and droji away. It is cut off. 
■When the work of tlie leaf is done, and 
when, as in snowy countries, it would 
become a burden to the tree, a plane of 
cells begins to form,— a new growth, cut- 
ting sharply throULdi the petiole, near its 
base. This" new u-rowth forces its way 
against the leaf, uiilii the latter is actually 
crowded off by the coming leaf bud. 

Even the pine trees shed their needle- 
like leaves, but they only shed, in a single 
■eaaon. those nearest the trunk. The new

Charles Frederick Worth, the first 
couturier of this age, and whose death in 
Paris has been the snbject of mnch remark 
the world over, was bnried recently in the 
family vanlt in the village of Snresnes-snr- 
Seine. On the Wednesday previous a ser- 
vice for the dead was held In the French 
Protestant Church in the Avenne«de la

Grande Armee, Paris, Mr. Worth came to 
Paris as a young man of 20, the son of a 
Lilcolnshire solicitor, looking ont for some- 
thing to do In the costume way, he having 
been with Swan & Edgar in I<ondon for 
seven years, and with the sincere deter- 
mination to carve out for himself an inde- 
pendent forttme. It is not true, as Le 
Temps rather cruelly suggests, that the 
youth was of so artistic a temperament 
that he found Knizland out of liarmouy 
with his tastes and feelings, and naturally 
gravitated to the one city of light anci 
beauty. Young Worth simply emigrated, 
took the first situation in Paris that looked 
promising (it was with (5agelins), and 
threw into his occupation all that Anglo- 
Saxon energy which in those days of lesser 
competition with his own countrymen 
would assure him ultimate success. 

To be camlid, he did indeed leave 
England at a desparately inartistic period. 
It was the days of high stocks for men, 
poke-bonnets for women and crooked-leg 
furniture with horsehair. Nothing could 
be more dreadful. But young Mr, Worth 
heeded these things uot. He came to the 
city where many of his countrymen have 
since made their fortnne at jnst the right 
epoch. 

'•Miss Flora McFIinisey of Madison 
square" and all her friends, who found in 
Broadway nothing good enough to wear, 
were coming over to Europe to learn how 
to dress and going to Paris for the latest 
fashions. Mr. Worth saw all this and 
knew wliere his fortune lay. Soon after 
he had learned his business' he suggested 
certain enterprising movements m ad- 
vance to the house in which he was em- 

S loved. They hesitated and eventually 
eclined to accept his suggestions, where- 
upon Mr. Worth left tlieir employ and 
started a business for himself in the very 
same premises in the Kue de la Paix in 
which the business is conducted to-dav. 

His life is a contradiction to the axiom 
that "small beginnings are the way to get 
on." Mr. Worth founded a business that 
from its birth was able to compete with, if 
not outshine, all his competitors. At the 
time of his death the house was sending 
out lo,o<«i .'ostiinies a year, and with every 
pru-iii'ti of more, llis sons, MM. Jean 
and tlastoii, have now the entire control of 
the concern, thoueh until very recently 
Mr. Worth superintended all the details of 
purchase. 

In private life >fr. Worth was almost a 
recluse. He married early a French lady, 
settled down in a small villa at Suresnes, 
adjoining the railway station, and used the 
daily train to go to his business. This 
villa soon t)ecame too small, ilc added to 
it ground and thereon built additions; 
then more eronnd and more buildings. 
He bad reached from the main road to a 
puUic footpath and progress was arrested. 



have cast off aU past relation to the old 
order. A discussion of so comprehensive 
a subject as manners, even in brief form, 
is not attempted in this short paper; this 
is merely a backward glance at strong con- 
trasts existing between the old days and 
the new. 

New York, in the late thirties, was a 

very small city. The rich and well-to-do 
citizens formed a class by themselves; then 
j came small tradesjieopie, and after them 
I manual laborers. Families of birth and 
distinction were known all about town by 
sight and by name. The line between 
! them and their humbleneiphborBwas very 
kindly but firmly drawn. Each class re- 
sjiected the other. The new rich element 
was then unknown, and snidl large for- 
tunes as we are now familiar with were 
simply impossible — had no existence. The 
merciiants of that period were men of 
birth, social standing, family influence. 
They controlled all the oommerce at home 
and abroad, built the finest and fleetest 
sliips, and their money and energy gave 
start to our caii.-vis, our railroads, and de- 
veloped our country in every direction. 
The men of entire leisure were remarkably 
few. Bankers, lawyers, physicians, cler- 
gymen were the sons or fathers of mer- 
chants, the representative men of the day. 

While the houses of wealthy New York- 
ers were kept up with becoming dignity, 
and oftentimes with elegance, there was 
no such 'luxury dreamed of as has be- 
come quite general in these days. l>raw- 
ing-rooras were severe and simple, and re- 
sembled each other like peas in a pod, in 
their mirrors, their mahogany and rose- 
wood carvings, their gaudy and large-flow- 
ered carpe tings, crystal chandeliers.sconces, 
candelabras, girandoles. The distinguishing 
feature of one house from another might 
center in its rare old china, brought from 
I'rance, England, Holland or China; its 
beautiful old Bhereton or Chippendale fur- 
niture, brought over in the owner's ships 
most frequently. Wax canciles and French 
mechanical lamps burning rape-seed-oil, 
furnished soft, mellow lights for home 
evenings, dance or ball, and window illu- 
minations. Copies of old masters some- 
times adorned the walls where a family 
hail been abroad, but that was infrequent. 
French maids and valets were, like the 

Sictures, scarce and of rare importation, 
[en had instead their colored nody-ser- 
vants, women their colored maids and 
children their turbaned nurses. 

As Miss Martiueau wrote in her book, 
published after her visit to America, good 
manners were general, "the best 1 ever 
saw," Criticizing evidences of ostenta- 
;iou ill some families, she adds, with wise 
discrimination: "The best sort of rich be- 
come the independent, thoroughbred 
classes of the conunimity who put their 
time and money to good use." In depon-

bour),', IJIois, Moustiers, l.inioges, Mar- 
seilles, Sceaux, Tours, and especially old 
Quimper grouped there by the hundred. 
A most interesting place, but little known 
to the outside world. 

Some years a^'o I asked Mr. Worth to 
allow me to photograph his grounds and 
give a published description of his home. 
He replied most modestly and firmly : "I 
am a business man and shall always re- 
main one. Were 1 to accede to your wish 
I might pose as something else, and this I 
have no wish to do." 

Charitable in a large way locally, for at 
Suresnes he was to the poor most bounti- 
ful and to a few other < liarities, he never 
i<lenti(iea himself with the F.nglish colony 
of Paris, was rarely seen in public, except 
at the village celebrations of Suresnes, 
where he was greatly beloved, and on 
which oocastons his purse was alway 
open. 

Among commercial men of the nine- 
teenth century few, if any, have known so 
steady a rise to prosperity entirely through 
their own industry, perseverance and in- 
telligence as the late Charles Frederick 
Worth.— Queen.

Witli an admirable sagacity, the Half- 
million Club of Snn Francisco— a boely of 
energetic citizens pledged to do all in their 
jiower to raise the population of the City 
to a half million— accepted tlie opportunity 
presented by the fiestas at Los -Xngeles and 
Banta Barbara to promulgate the doctrine 
of State pride and unity of achievement.

tion, in p.ssurnig profits to horticulture by 
the adoj'tiiin of business-like methods, and 
in accomplishing so conspicuously valu- 
able results by making the towns aud 
cities beautiful. In short, they have 
secured an insight into most of the means 
by which Southern California has achieved 
greatness. These methods they can teach 
to the laggards whom they left at home. 

In the fraternal meeting at Los Angeles 
it was an inspiration that suggested a 
speech from R. F. del Valle as a represent- 
ative of the men born in California. The 
plan upon which that splendid body of

storms, and where the grotmd of power 
consumption would b* iaentical with that 
of ite generation. The lifting power that 
pontoons operated by the tides would de- 
velop would be measured merely by the 
size of the plant, and it would not be ex- 
pensive when the amount of the power 
compared with the co.st of the plant is con- 
sidered. The rising and falling of pou- 
toons could be made to store power in 
various ways, the lifting of water, which 
can be used to run dynamos, being one of 
the simplest. 

Besides this, we have winds of wonder- 
ful constancy. By the nse of windmills 
these breexee conld be made to lift water 
with which dynamos to charge storage- 
batieries could be run, and these batteries 
could be put to many domestic uses, such 
as lighting, cooking, running sewing- 
machines and the like. vVe as yet seem 
not to have the smallest conception of 
great value of these winds. 

In addition, we have almiuiant sunshino, 
whose force could be utilized in various 
ways known to engineering; bat the other 
and simpler plans herein suggested m'ght 
first be tried. Thus might ttie tael prob- 
lem be solved to a very great extent.

FATUEAL SOTJEOES OP POWER. 

The further Californians remove them- 
selves from the traditions upon which ex- 
perience in other States and countries is 
founded the better prepared are they to 
master the unique' natural advantages 
of the State. This overcoming of the 
habit of tradition has been proceeding 
slowly and painfully tor years, and with 
every triumph in that direction has come 
a corresponding step forward. From 
stock-raising we advanced to wheat- 
growin?, from this to the cultivation of 
ordinary .\merican fruits, from this to the 
introdnctiun of fruits that will grow no- 
where else in the United States, from this 
to the making of wines, and now we are 
reaching out for still more artistic 
achievements in the way of extracting the 
essential oil of odoriferous flowers. In 
each of these steps, with all oi their 
separate and various peculiar ramifica- 
tions, discoveries have been made of pos- 
sibilities strange to the experience of their 
initial undertaking. On every hand 
valuable discoveries are constantly teing 
made, and yet likely we are hardly yet on 
the threshold of those that will t>e made. 

The absence of abundant fuel is a draw- 
back to the State, as this means a lack of 
sullicient power for all the valuable use.s to 
which power may be put. Is it not wortli 
while to look aboat for a solntion of this 
difBcnlty on lines nnmstricted by tradition 
and experience? Is power based upon the 
combustion of coal the only Idnd that we 
can imagine? Bave we not found so many 
unexpected treasures in California as to 
encourage us to seek one more, and that 
one of very great importance ? Let us see 
what we might find in such a search. 

Uf course we have inexhaustible water 
power in the mountains, and if this nower 
can be transmitted for considerable dis- 
tances in the form of electricity our whole 
fnel problem is solved. Not only, however, 
is there still some uncertainty with regard 
to the profitable transmission of such a 
power, but the installation of the plant is 
very expensive. Certainly if such a 
scheme would be successful elsewhere it 
would he more so here, where there is no 
severe cold to frec/,e the streams. 

There is abundant reason to ihink thiit 
the State contains an inexhaustible store 
of petrolcutn and gas. The very fact that 
our coals are mostly lignites shows that the 
carboniferous formations here are very re- 
cent, and geologically this means the like- 
lihood of there l>eing a very abundant sup- 
ply of hydiQ-CBrbonsdeepinthe ground. 
Asain, the moantains of what w« call 
"bituminous rock" that exist in the Coast 
Range are unavoidable evidence of vast 
stores of petroleum. We have made only 
the slightest and most primitive efforts to 
develop this resource, and yet such efforts 
have resulted in rich discoveries. 

Since the science of "storing" electrical 
energy has been more or less developed, 
and the "accumulator" has come to be rec- 
ognized as having a usefulness within cer- 
tain limitations, U we can find inexpensive 
means far charging aocBmnlatora we have 
solved a problem, the' plan of charging 
them by steam power is unprofitable, be- 
cause the percentage of such power repre- 
sented by accumulators is far below that 
sricured from the direct application of 
steam. If we had, say, a head of water 
produced at a small cost, we could charge 
.'iccumulators with it at a meager expense, 
and in this way accumulators mi^dit be 
made to furnish an economical power.

In these days, amid the glow of return- 
ing summer, the bloom of a million flow- 
ers, the song of mating birds, the ripening 
of luscious'berries and the coming of the 
innnmerable multitude of joyous things, 
there falls upon roan that touch of nature 
which reminds him he is a creature of 
earth, bnt ont of harmony with the glad 
cboros of other creatores around him . He 
feels a loss of vigor. He grows languid 
and listless and lazy. If he be young, his 
fancy may lightly turn to thoughts of love, 
but the chances are his appetite will be 
impaired, his vitality low, his mind mor- 
bid, and his thoughts will be inclined to a 
cocktail or a liver pill. 

This condition of the human system at 
this season has been known for genera- 
tions as the spring fever. It 1ms lieen at- 
tributed by some to a rehixat ion of the vital 
powers, due to the return oi warm weather 
after the more invigorating weather of 
winter. The change ht the atmosphere is 
said to affect the mind as well as the body, 
producing a dullness of the mental facul- 
ties, as well as a torpor of the physical. The 
objection to this theory is, that while it 
may fit the facts, it tends to a resort to 
medicine for remedy. It suggests the ad- 
visability of taking tonics and stimulants 
and predisposes a man to entertain favor- 
ably even so bitter a thought as that of 
paying a doctor's bill. 

Perhaps a truer solution of the spring 
fever condition is that nature is trying to 
convince man he should not betoocivilized 
nor too mucb addicted to work. She lays 
upon him a sense of langnidness to give 
him tinxe to reflect that work is an evil 
and that too much of it is a species of dis- 
sipation. This feeling which man in his 
folly calls a depression is really an eleva- 
tion of the mind to that region of pure 
laziness which lies adjacent to the sublime 
heights of Nirvana. Here nature enables 
him to .see life clearly and to see it whole; 
to understand the futility of ceaseless en- 
deavor, the folly of trying to learn while 
alive the inner secrets of the universe that 
will be revealed to him without an effort 
on his part when he is dead ; and in this 
way she interfuses into his consciousness 
the delightful wisdom that it is good to 
loaf and that to lie all day steeped in sun- 
shine and theosophy is after all the highest 
as well as the sweetest attainment of 
humanity. 

p'rom this diagnosis of spring fever it fol- 
lows naturally that the healing remedy is 
to he soui.'ht not in medicine bnt in nature. 
l;i-tead of taking a small ].in. we must take 
t!ie whole eartli. We must shake work and 
worry from us like dowdrops from a lion's 
mane a'.id, getting out into the forest, live 
like a lion in the joy of an untrammeled 
liberty. It is not a pill we need, but a 
holiday; not a stimulant, but a recre- 
ation. Nature at this season invites 
man to come back to her and renew his 
savagery, and imposes a languor npon him 
only to convince him he was never intended 
to be civilized.

In commenting ujion an editorial in the 
Call, commending the people of Santa 
Barbara for the prompt energy displayed 
in rebuilding the floral pavilion when 
destroyed by fire on tb* very eve of the 
fiesta, the Los Angdea Time* says: "The 
State seems to have awakened fully to the 
fact that progress is the law under which 
the southern counties have been doing 
business during the i)ast few years. Our 
fiestas and fairs are good things to draw 
our people t<igcther into closer contact 
and through these means to dispel igno- 
rance and misapprehension. As wo be- 
come better acquainted we shall come to 
bave more pride in our great State as a 
whole and shall realize more fully that onr 
interests are mutual and interdependent."

Commencing In juvenUe 
parts she has gradnaUy earned for herself a 
reimtation built upon hard, conscientious and 
iiiithful worl< tliat hasnot yet been attained by 
many older in years and of more varied stage 
experience. Mlis Henry is a bright, entertain- 
ing and witty conversationalist, a graduate of 
tlie Ilortice Mann Grammar School, and is de- 
eiileillv i.roviii of the distinction that goes with 
being a "Mission" girl. In the following letter 
and in her own way she tella aometliing of her 
stage life that wlU interest the theater-going 
public: 

I may be able to do soubrette parts to the 
entire satisfaction of Mr. Morosco and his 
patrons, but I greatly doubt my ability to write 
a letter for the public gaze that will intelli- 
gently express all that might interest them so 
far as my professional career is concerned. 
However, I will do the best I can, only stop- 
I'ing long enough to again remind thepnblie 
that I am an actress and not a writer. 

I was born in San Francisco eighteen years 
ago last month, my father being a Baptist 
minister, .\boiit nine years ago my mother 
ftiut I were slopping at a private hotel In San 
Kimici^eo and there I chanced to meet Louis 
Morrison, fiuci grown famons throngh his 
ehaiHCieriziulon of Taust. Mr. Morrison 
needed a einM to take the part of Adri- 
eune in 'A Celebrated Case,' and my 
mother finally agreed that I might attempt it, 
thongh it was to be only a temporary arrange- 
ment Tfp to that time I bad never even 
thought of the stage In anyway except as 
something dreadful, for my whole life was cen- 
tered in the church. 

I went to San Jose with Mr. Morrison, and 
that was my first appearance on the stage. I 
then returned to San Francisco, playing for 
two weeks at the Califomia In "Her Tourna- 
ment," with Kate Claxton as leading lady. For 
tl;c next t«o year.-i I played at the Alcazar, 
doing juvenile parts in all sorts of lurid melo- 
dramas and light comedies. 

After this engagement I rested for nearly a 
year, though 1 played a short engagement with 
Mrs, Kendall in the "White Lie," and made a 
brief trip to the south with Rose Coghlan. 

Uy next regular engagement was .with Wil- 
son Barrett and with him Ijnade an extended 
tour of the East, If I dirv lie (iardoned fur say- 
liiK it, I made quiie a repuiiitiMn on that trip. 
Feeling then that my educaiiou needed atten- 
tion, I left oil' all theatrical work for a long 
period, Anally graduating from the Horace 
Maun School last summer. 

.vir. Morosco then offered me an engagement 
and I have playeil there ever since. The San 
Francisco people have been very kind to me in 
the way of generous applause, which of course 
leads me to think that I bave not entirely 
worked in vain. Like every true-hearted act- 
tress I am much In love with my profession, 
and 1 certainly always do my best to please. 

Of course I am yet a long way from the top 
Toniid, bnt if hard, eonaeientions work avails 
anything, I hope some day to reaeh that plane 
in otu profession commonly described as "a 
vucceak" 



A TAIiK WITH COIiOHIX TRUHBO. 

Salt. Lake ( OfaA) Men$ld. 

{ Colonel Isaac Trumbo returned home yester- 

I day from tbe coast. 

As usual, the colonel was besieged after his 
arrival by swarms of politicians of low and 
high degree, who seem to have "picked him as 
a winner" in the coming Senatorial contest in 
the event of such another misfortune as a Re- 
publican victory in Utah, but a Herald re- 
porier caught him for a short time last evening. 

"The San Joaquin Valley road is aU right," 
said the statesman, enthnsiastlcally. '-The 
company has the eupital to build throtieh the 
valley to Walkers Pass and so give any road 
tbe opportunity of coming into San Francisco 
with terminal faculties. Contracts have been 
let and 10,000 tons of steel Ordered, and there 
will be no delay in commencing work in 
earnest." 

"Will the San Joaquin road be a line con- 
necting Salt Lake with San Francisco?" 

"I expect It will, and that's why my interest 
In it is so great. With that accomplished the 
people will be delivered from their bondage to 
the Southern Pacific, which has levied upon 
them all that the trallic would stand." 

The colonel was enthusiastic over the pro- 
ject, and his statementa were verified yester- 
day in a letter received by a well-known busi- 
ness man of this city from a prominent Cali- 
fomian, slHtiiig that the San Joaquin Valley 
Hue was a "sure go" and that it meant a com- 
peting Une from Salt Lake to the coast. 

After dlsoQiBlng the railway project In all its 
phases the reporter ventured into the political 
lield, and found ilie colonel as wary as ever on 
that subject. He showed much interest in the 
proceedlng^of the constitutional convention, 
and was apparently as familiar with every 
move made and contemplated by the conven- 
tion as any member of that body. On the sub- 
ject of equal suffrage he expressed himself 
freely and emphatically. 

"Personally," he said, "I am much pleased 
at the result of the vote to-day, as it prac- 
tically settles the question here, and assures 
to the women of Utah the right of suffrage. I 
am pleased first because I believe in the prin- 
ciple. The question is one of the great issues 
of the day, and in my opinion mnst and should 
be resolved in favor ot equal snffrage. The Re- 
publlcan party in Utah is committed to the 
princii'le, and I ara glad It has kept its pledge 
and lived up to the platform on which it went 
before the people. It is the right of all men to 
dUer honestly, and while I honor Mr. Roberts 
for his courage and raanlinesi, I am glad tliat 
lie should lead the fight against suffrage rather 
than a Republican. 

"The work of tbe convention Is being closely 
watched by the whole country, and in my 
humble judgment one of tbe most Important 
matters that will claim attention will be the 
fixing of the expenses 01 the new State. Utah 
should maintain her reputation as the lowest 
taxed State in the Union, and the expenses 
should be Just as low as consistent with good 
government. As I have said before, low taxa- 
tion means large immigration, and on this ele- 
ment the prosperity ot onr future 4tate will 
largely depend."

Then he became a partner In the firm 
of Kra:^pr A Smith, manufacturers of Iiihrieat- 
ing oils, and in 1S70 became vlce-uresident of 
th.i company. He first entered politics In 
1S79, when he was eleeted an Alderman. 
Since then he has bees a Ifnlted States Treas- 
ury agent, Commissioner «l PUbUo Works and 
Mayor for the unexpiied portion ef Mayor Har- 
rison's term. '

Slrappofmted In the 
West. 



Robert Baxter Esq., executor of Robert 
liouis Stevenson, who has been in Samoa 
attending to the affairs of his deceased 
client, after a brief stay in this city, de- 
parted yesterday for Kiirqne. 

Mr. Baxter has been Sterenion's pub- 



lisher, and also an intimate friend of the 
author. Now, Mr. Baxter was not pleased 
with San Francisco. He could see but 
little good in tne institntions of the Facinc 
Slope, and was esiiecially diseruiitled at 
the spring exhibition of the Art Associa- 
tion. He spent an unhappy hour m that 
building. Mr. John Stanton was the 
cicerone, and led him from rocjm to 1°"'" 
in a vain endeavor to impress him with tne 
artistic cult of the slope. ,^ • i xr, 

"Yon hev clayverness, I allow, sam Mr. 
Baxter, who speaks with a broad .^cotcn 
accent, "but you lack gaynitis. ^ es, sir, 
gayidus vou lack." In the architecture of 
Ihecitv Mr. Baxter found much to hnd 
fault with. The buildings lacked grace, 
there was an absence of syinmetry, ttiey 
were incongruous and not at all i n K<;ei'' "S 
with the boasted progress of the West- 
Mr. Baxter was .lelighted With Willis 
Polk, although he considered many things 
about that talented young . man not lu 
keeping with the dignity of Ins calling. 

■lie h.is a foine capacity," said -Mr. ii.-ix- 
ter. "He is young, but there is a great 
deal in him." And then he added soiue- 
thing about one being not quite as he looks 
which might or might not b.> construeo 
into a compliment on Mr. Folk's appeai- 
ance. , . ... . 

The absence of 'ansom cabs m this town 
was a source of regret and inconvenience 
to Mr. Baxter. When he left the -Vrt Asso- 
ciation he threw up the dexter hnger of Ins 
right hand and shouted, "Cab, Oi sot, 
there, cAl" for several consecutive min- 
ute". Then Mr. Baxter sat down on the 
steps of the Stanford resideuc :ind waited 
patiently for a full iiuarter of an hour for a 
cab. He wasoompelled reluctantly to take 
the "tram" and growled bitterly at the 
gripman on his way down the hill. 

The markets, long the Ixiast of San Fran- 
cisco, were not viewed by Mr. Baxter with 
admiration. "You hev no vegetable mar- 
rows," said this stern critic, "and I doii't 
[laiceive any sea kail." His attention was 
called to tiie tine asparagus and the rich 
strawljerries, to the oranges, apples, tropi- 
cal fruit and all the wealth of the stalls, 
but tho Scotchman failed to enthuse. 

"In Kdinbro," he said, "onr markets are 
much foiner. There is a crudity about your 
markets here, an absence of that mellow 
character I lindat home. The strawberries 
are watery and the ajiples are not good." 

.Vow, the unfailing bulwark of the .San 
Franciscan, when all else fails to impress 
the stranger at the gates, is the restaurants. 
With a pers<!verance worthy of a better 
cause the friends of Stevenson steered his 
publisher and executor to the most cele- 
braKd rotisserie of the town. The host 
handed the distinguished visitor a menu 
and paused for the usual exclamation of 
6Urpri.se and gratilication. 

•I ilon't - I reallv don't," observed Mr. 
Fiaxter, a>ljiistiiig his glasses, "see a haggis 
among the entrays." 

The waiter was summoned and a haggis 
demanded. With the bland readiness of 
his nation, the Gaul replied "Oui, Mon- 
sieur,' ' and retired to consiilt the combined 
wisdom of the iiouse. The patron ai>- 
peared with a troubled expression on his 
Usually frank and open face, and humbly 
apologized for t lie ignorance of the chef, 
who had litver heard of a haggis befori', 
and who demanded a few hours to look on 
the inspired pages of Brillat Savarin in the 
hope of discevering among tl^e writings of 
that great man some hints about the com- 
position of this famoii.s Caledonian dish. 

The repast was not af.'|ireciated by Mr. 
Baxter. The most delicious plats won no 
praise from him. The claret, the choicest 
the cellar afforded, was not in his estimation 
comparable with the wine served at the 
cafes in Eiiinbro. Unfortunately they had 
no Stilton cheese, and a dinner without 
Stilton was not relished by the Scotch 
gourmand. There was too much chicory 
in the coffee, and in line tlir guest was not 
entranced by the banquet. They liid 
things much better at home, and be had 
no hesitation in expressing his opinion. 

And so Mr. Baxter, with the will and 
the proj.erty of the lamented Stevenson, 
left California, never, i)erhap3, to return. 
It must be said, however, that he carried 
away with him a full sense of the kind- 
ness au'i hospitality of San Francisco and 
felt that, althoUL'h the town was backward 
in art aii'l markets and cabs, it was

"The mother begged very hard. 'It was

The "plan of campaign" \\-hich paved 
the way to Mr. Linc'dn's lirst nomination 
for the Presidency was laid out in the 
Illinois tsiate Central Committee and in 
the otlice of the Chicago Tribune. Mt. 
Medill was secretary of the committee and 
editor of the newspaper. 

It was arranged that Linooln's name 
was to be mentioned by the Illinois conn- 
try newspaper press, but the Tribune, 
though the leading Republican paper of, 
the 'West, was not to take the initiative. A 
dozen county papers down in the old 
Whig belt of the State were to broach the 
subject; then the Journal in .Springfield 
was to copy w hat they said, and the Tribune 
also, witn some editorial indorsement. A 
Kock Island pa per was the first to open 
out for the Presidency. This plan was 
duly carried out and it worked like a 
charm. The people of Illinois took kindly 
to the idea. 

The committee had little to do with Lin- 
coln's trip to New York and his Cooper 
Union speech. Mr. Lincoln wrote that 
speech in iSpringfield in response to tbe 
invitation to make a speech in New York. 
He brought it to Chicago and left it over 
nii;ht n itli Mr. .MediU and Dr. Ray for ex- 
amination, sayini; : "You boys read that 
through and" note svch changes as you 
think ought to he :ii;.de in it." 

"We went over it carefully," said Mr. 
Medill, "and made a number of marginal 
tnd separate notes, suggesting changes. 
He took our notes to his hotel before he 
left Chicago for New York and examinee! 
them at his leisure. A very few of them he 
adopted ; the others he threw away. He 
generally had his mind made no before he 
asked for advice, and he was not an easy 
m;m to move." 

When the time came for the Tribnne to 
take up Lincoln's name for the Presidency 
in downright earnest, Mr. Medill went to 
Washington with the view to start the 
boom from the capital. His picture of a 
newspaper correspondent's life at Wash- 
ington thirty-five years ago may be in- 
structive to the corps of to-day. 

"Telegraph tolls to Chicago," says Mr. 
Meiiill, "were 5 centsa word. As we w ere 
n,,t very rich most of my ' dispatches' went 
b v m a il. My office was imder my hat and 
niy headquarters were at the Washington 
House, where many of the Western Con- 
pressmen and some of the Easterners were 
living. Among them were John A. Bing- 
ham of Ohio, and Hannibal Hamlin of 
Maine, and members from a dozen other 
States. 

"Before writing any Lincoln letters for 
the Tribune I began preaching Lincoln 
among the Congressmen. I urged him 
chiefly upon the ground of availability in 
tlie close and doubtful States with what 
seemed like reasonable success. At length 
I sent to the Tribune a ringing Lincoln 
letter, making his availability my strong 
point. It was the lirst letter written east 
of the Alleghany Mountains in any lead- 
ing newspaper urging Lincoln for Presi- 
dent in preference to the great and over- 
shadowing Seward. 

"When the Tribune came back to Wash- 
ington with that Lincoln letter I realized 
that I was in for trouble. Beforethat time 
there had been a mild Seward party at 
Washington, but the line was not sharply 
drawn. No-a', however, the Congressmen 
of tbe party were nearly all pronounced 
for scv iid, even Owen Loveioy himself. 
K:'.rn-Hi'r;h of Chicago was for Lincoln, 
tli"!!L'h U" loved SewaVd. 

■■| h;;d bem invited to a grand reception 
which Seward was giving to tbe British 
MinistM at that time, i bad hardly en- 
tered the drawine-room when Seward saw 
me. He tapped me on the shoulder, say- 
ing, 'Medill, I want to see you.' He took 
me into his winerooin and commenced at 
once: 'Medill, you have stunned me. 
Pve reati that letter of yours in the Tri- 
bune, in which you advocate Lincoln for 
President in preference to me, giving rea- 
sons—availability—that are wide of the 
truth; saying I haven't the strength Lin- 
coln has in States like Pennsylvania, Indi- 
ana and Illinois, and would be defeated as 
i'"remont was defeated, and that your man, 
I'rairie Statesman Lincoln, can carry the 
essential States, w inch 1 cannot. Do you 
mean that?' 

"I assured him that I did believe it. 

"'Well,' he retorted, 'I consider this a 
personal insult. I had always counted on 
you as one of my boys. You appealed to 
me from Cleveland (referring to the letters 
written by Mr. Medill in 1^.>4) about 
changing the name of the party, etc., and 
I trusted vou,' etc. He ended by saying in 
anger: 'Heneefr Tt li yoti riiid 1 are ]iarted. 
"The golden chain is broken. 1 d, ;'y you to 
do your worst.- 1 know three daily papers 
in your city that are with me. (This was 
true. The Tribune stood alone in Chicago 
for Lincoln) and I shall never regtird you 
again as a fjiend of mine.' And he turned 
on his heel and strode out, while I said 
sharply in reply: 'Success next fall I 
esteem of more importance than any man's 
friends!iii>.' 

"And he was as good as his word," Mr. 
Medill continued. "I met him several 
times afterward in Lincoln's chamber 
when he was Secretary of State to the 'man 
otit on the prairies,' but he never gave me 
mrjre than a formal bow. Lincoln knew 
all about the episode, for I had told him, 
but he never referred to it by word or 
look." 

Mr. Medill kept on writing Lincoln let- 
ters from Washington, and the Tribune 
made "Old Abe" the issue. Once or twice 
he met Mr. Lincoln after returning home, 
and the candidate said: 

"See here, you Tribune boys hten got 
me up a peg too high. How about. Vtut 
Vice-rrcsidency — won't that do?" 

At one of these encounters the corre- 
spondent said to Mr. Lincoln: '-We are 
not playing second in this dance to any 
musician. You're an apt man at telling 
apropos stories. Now let me tell you one 
that my schoolmaster used to tell me. 
'When you go to a theater,' he would say, 
'always buy a box ticket, because with that 
vou can anywhere in the house; bill if you 
buy a pit ticket you must sit in the pit or 
go out.' " 

"How do you apply that?" asked Lin- 
coln. 

"Easily. Start in for the Vice-rresidency 
and you 'have lost all chance of the higher 
place. If you must "come down a peg,' as 
you say, it w ill be mighty easy later on. 
The Seward fellows will jump at such a 
chance to get rid of you. But now it is 
President or nothing. "Else you may count 
the Tri bune out We are not tooling away 
our time and science on the Vloe-Fresi- 
dencv." 

"Biit." persisted Mr. Linooln^''howam I 
going to get the nomination J What States 
can I carry in the convention after Uli- 
nois?" And he took oat paper and pencil 

to figure ii np. 

"You will get vourown State, solidly, to 
start with," answered Mr. Medill, "and 
Indiana. Do yott doubt that?*' 

"No— o, I guess not. I've lived in both 
Stales," 

"Well, those are the two pivotal States 
in the West that Fremont lost, and you 
can get Pennsylvahla." _ 

' ' Pennsylvania? Why, that's Cameron's 

State." 

"Yes, it's Cameron's State— to trade on. 
Our men don't expect Cameron to get any- 
thing but a Cabinet position. Now, if you 
can carry the Keystone State in the con- 
vention you can carg it at the polls. Iiiew 
Jersey goes with PenDsylvania. Other 
States wdl flock to yonr roost. Now, you 
can't show me how you can be beaten if 
you carrv those four States." 

"There's Choso— he holds Ohio," mused 
Mr. Lincoln. 

"Chase is not iormidaUe for Present." 

"Iowa is tor Seward— and Wisconsin.'' 

"That's doubtiul." 

"There's Michigan." 

•*Yes, Ifich^ iB tite danghter of New 



York, and is for Seward. But you'll get 
Missouri, Kentucky and Nebraska. As for 
Onio— leave Ohio to me. Yon will get part 
of its vote at least. I am sure of that. 

"Aren't you an optimist?" Mr. Lincoln 
finally asked. 

"A man ought to be in a fight of this 
kind," was Mr. Medill's retort, "and you 
must be an optimist, too." 

And before the campaign ended Mr. 
Lincoln was as optimistloaathemost hoi>e- 
ful of his party. 

The Republican convention of ISO) was 
held in a great wigwam temporarily erected 
for the purpose on Market street, Chi- 
cago. Mr. Medill co-operated with th^ 
chairman of the State Central Committee, 
Norman B. Judd, in arranging the dele- 
gates' seats. This allotment was one of 
the minor circumstances leading up to Mr. 
Lincoln's renomination, anid Mr. Medill 
tells of his share iii it with an irresistible 
look of mock contrition. "It w«s," he 
siiys, "the meanest political trick I ever 
had a hand in in my life." 

New York came to the convention, of 
course, nnder the management of Thnrlow 
Weed, solid for her favorite son, William 
11. Seward. From the Lincoln point of 
view it was highly desirable to isolate the 
Empire State delegation and place the del- 
egates of the doubtful States as far outside 
of the sphere of its influence as possible. 

Most important of the doubtful States 
for Lincoln was Pennsylvania and next 
Ohio. This circum.staace furnished the 
key to the Lincoln committee's plan of ar- 
rangement. New York was seated at one 
extreme end of the vast hall, with no 
State for neighbor that was not already 
hopelessly for Seward. At the other ex- 
treme was placed Pennsylvania, at so long 
a remove that the voices of Seward orators 
of New York could barely be heard by the 
doubtful delegates of Pennsylvania. Close 
about the Keystone State, on the side 
toward New York, were packed the faith- 
ful Lincoln delegation of Illinoi.s and In- 
diana, and also the New Jersey ilclegation, 
which was accounted but a tail lo the Key- 
stone dog. There were convenient passages 
leading from the Pennsylvania seats to 
anterooms, which were also directly in 
communication with Illinois, so that when 
delegates from Pennsylvania betook them- 
selves from tbe hall for consultation they 
Were r» asKiiably certain to meet delegates 
from liUuois or Indiana primed with an 
argument for Lincoln. Judge David Davis 
wavlaid many a Quaker in this simple 
fashion and expounded the truth ns it w:is 
in him. The Ohio delegation was placed 
on the other side of Illinois and Indiana. 

"I took my seat," says Mr. MediU, 
"among my old friends of the Ohio dele- 
gation, as I personally knew all of them, 
and did what niissionary work 1 could. 
Joshua R. Giddings soon "espied me and, 
without ceremony, ordered me out. He 
made a bitter little speech for my benefit 
and for the edification of the Onio dele- 
gates within hearing. It was to the effect 
that Lincoln did nut amount to anything 
and had but a limited acqoaintance, and 
Seward was the natural leader of the 
party. My friends among the Ohioans 
came to my rescue and told me to stay, 
and I did, and we had a nice little argu- 
ment. I remained with the Ohio men. 

'After the second ballot I whispered to 
Chairman Carter of Ohio: 'Now is your 
time. If you can throw the Ohio vote for 
Lincoln, Chase can have anything he 
wants.' 'H-how d-d'ye know? stuttered 
Carter. 'I know, and you know I wouldn't 
say so if I didn't know. Ask Judge Davis. 
He holds the authority from Lincoln.' 

"So Carter got up atid boldly announced 
eighteen or nineteen Ohio votes for Lin- 
coln, though the delegation had not -been 
polled. Giddings challenged the vote, but 
after an acrimonious wrangle, on the poll it 
was found that Carter hadn't 'nidged' more 
than one or two votes. That Ohio vote pot 
him up alongside of Seward. The next 
ballot brought tbe victory, and the 
haughty, lordly Seward's goose was 
cooked.^' 

Mr. Medill's estimate of the importance 
of this missionary work is stated thu.- : 

"I don't know that this arrangement of 
seats in theconvention was potential for tbe 
nomination of Lincoln ; but I have always 
believed that if Pennsylvania had been 
placed within the sphere of Thurlow 
Weed's influence we shouldn't have come 
within fifty votes of success. As i<>r Ohio, 
if that State had been near New York it 
would never have brok.m for Lincoln as it 
did. and the result would have been Sew- 
ard s nomination and defeat at the polls, 
for all the pro-slavery and conservative 
elements would have combined against 
the 'irrepressible conflict' man and crushed 
him, thus electing Douglas."

BLOWN AOBOSS THE ATLANTIC. 



How a Yankee Flshinf;-Sinack Iteached 
u lliiveii at I'a^'al. 

The lirst authentic news of the Ameri- 
can lishiiig-schooner Joseph P Johnson, 
Captain Ueorge Brier, supposed to have 
been lost during the terrible gales of Feb- 
ruary, reached Dere last night in a batch 
of letters from the Western Islands, says a 
Providencetown dispatch in the Boston 
Herald. February 4 she was at anchor 
on the fishing-banks, and a month later, 
after all hopes of her had been abandoned, 
she limped into the port of Fayal, 2000 
miles from home, in a badly crippled con- 
dition. Captain Brier's letter says: 

"Instead of decreasing, as we hoped, the 
cyclone kept increasing, and the seas that 
were sweej'ing overand around us were ter- 
rible to look at. (.iiir stout hawser held 
bravely until the morning of the6th, when it 
snapped assunder and away we went at the 
mercy of the gale. Early on the morning of 
ine 7tb s nasty comber came sweeping 
toward ns and struck th« mnch-abnsed 
craft quartering, until the mass lay flat on 
the water. The scene at that moment was 
almost indescribable — no one can do it jus- 
tice. As the stricken vessel lay there on her 
broadside, with every sea making a clean 
sweep over her, the chances for our lives 
looked slim. Atlastshe was up again, but 
in terrible shape. AU were there but one, 
Manuel SouM Baroas, who had been 
swept away and was never seen again. 
The bulwarks on the lee side were gone, 
the decks swept of everything, the ligure- 
head smashed and forstaysail blown to 
ribtKins. The sea was making a plaything 
of us. All we could do was to hang on, 
keep her head to the gale and trust to 
God to do the rest. The gale lasted for 
fourteen days and we drifted before it. All 
we had to drink was water made by melt- 
ing ice taken from tbe fish pens in our 
hold, and our provisions were all soaked. 
Afler the gale moderated and 1 found out 
our position and condition I decided that 
the beet thing I could do was to make 
for the Western Islands. We spoke a 
Frenrh bark and obfained two barrels of 
crackers, which Were oorprinoipaL article 
of diet for the succeeding twelve days before 
we reached this p<»t. The vessel is badly 
strained and will have to be recalked and 
relitted. We are in hopes to get away 
somewhere about the 1st ol April and 
reach home some time during the month."

* J(f Time.— Professor E.W. 

^'S-'J ' Scripture of Yale ITnj- 
versity, whose psychological subjecliB 
are now given special attention, has 
been doing some valuable work with 

the new apparatus called the pendu- 
lum chronoscope, or the pendulum 
timer, designed for recording the time oc- 
cupied by the various operations of the 
mind. Some of the tests of this instru- 
ment, made at a recent demonstration by 
Professor Scripture, were most interest- 
ing. Skilled pianotorie players know that 
one of the main essentials to a smooth 
and artistic performance is the ability to 
press any required number of keys exactly 
at the same instant. This is much more 
difiBctilt than is generally believed, but the 
timer will bring the musician nearer to it 
than any instrument yet devised. A well- 
known pianist was asked by Professor 
Scripture to creside at the piano. "He was 
told to move both hands at the same time 
in pressing the keys. He was quite sure 
that he had done so until the reading of 
the timer was taken. This showed that 
his left-hand was tifteen-thousandth.M of a 
second behind the right. To obtain 
this record a telegraph key was i>ut 
under each of the performer's hands. Con- 
nected to these was an apparatus, includ- 
ing a large spark coil and two metal re- 
cording points which rested on a revolving 
drum. The drum was covered with 
smoked paper. The moment each key 
was pressed a spark was made from its 
pointer, and the distance between the 
sparks was told off in thousandths of a 
second by a tuning fork adiustrneiit. In a 
similar manner the psychologist can ascer- 
tain the time occupied by any given effort 
throughout the whole ilomain of mental 
life. The operation of the pendulum 
timer is not confined to sonnd, and a very 
elaborate series of tests is being wiade 
by Professor Scripture for the purpose 
of determining many hitherto unknown 
phenomena connected with sight, touch, 
etc. The nendulum timer was made under 
the supervision of Professor Scripture for 
Professor C. B. Bliss, who proposes to pub- 
lish the results of a large number of meas- 
urements on mental time he is now takiqg. 

Ths 'Emm or Colobxd IiIbbt on 

Pl.\nts. — Although the store of human 
knowledge on the subject of the attributes 
of colors is gradually growing, and we 
have even gone so far as to differentiate 
the sounds caused by the falling of a ray 
of sunshine on cloths of various tints, 
comparatively little is yet known of 
the physiological effect of color on 
human beings. The votaries of the 
■•blue glass craze," which came into vogue 
some years ago, may possibly have been 
wiser in their generation than those who 
derided them. Whatever the effect of the 
colored light on individuals may finally be 
determined to be, its intiuenee on iilants 
is BOW unquestionably proved. The use of 
glass of a green tint has for half a century 
Been one of the peculiar charac- 
teristics of the plant houses at Kew 
Gardens, near London. In 1889 the 
experiment was made of substituting white 
glass for green in the east wing 
of the tropical fernhouse. The im- 
provement in the growth of the 
plants was remarkable. In 1802 a portion 
of the west wing was also reglazed, and 
the new temperate fern house was wlndly 
glased with" white glass. The result has 
been so remarkably beneticial that it has 
now been determined to abandon entirely 
the fnture use of green glass. 

CoTTO.NSEED Meal fok Hc.m.vn Beixos.— .\ 
South Carolina physician has discovered a 
new use for cottonseed meal. He says that 
it is a valuable article of human food, and 
it is not by any means bad eating. Hit I 



first idea of using this meal as an article ol 

diet was suggested by his young nephew, 
who, after looking at the feeding of the 

cows, took to eating the cottonseed j^iea! 
from the feed-bins. No restri(ti.)n was 
laid upon the youngster, who for t v.o years 
thrived well on his singularfood. This led 
to experiments being tried in the kitchen, 
and one-third of the cottonseed meal was 
mixed with two -thirds white flour or 
cornmeal, and baked or fried either as 
batter or dough. The mixture cooked 
well, and possessed a rich, nutty fla- 
vor, very pleasant to the palate. Cot- 
tonseed meal is verj- rich in albumenoids 
or the nitrogenous elements (flesh 
and blood formers), as compared with the 
starch and fat elements (heat producers), 
possessing a nutritive ratio of 1 to 1, L e., 
one of the former to one of the latttt, 
while that of whole wheal is ITo 6. 

The Ixflitesza and Vocalists.— England 
is in the throes of the influenza, and while 
the nation generally is trying to tind out 
liow it is that the doctors do not seem to 
know anything about it, the great army of 
vocalists who have suffered from the 
scourge are lamenting their lost voices, 
and asking how they can be wooed back. 
So prevalent has been this plague among 
musicians, that tbe absentees from it have 
reached at some entertainments the for- 
midable proportion of 30 per cent. One of 
its effects is aphonia, an aQliction from 
which amateur vocalists enjoy a remarka* 
ble immunity, but which, with cruel per- 
versity, harasses and disaldes the pruea. 
sional singer. 

VAKiATicnr nr thk Gbowtr or Tsam.'— ■ 
The popular idea that trees keep on steadily 

adding to their growth year in year ont 
has been falsified by the observations of 
M. Mer, a French forester. M. Mer states 
that the weather affects the growth of 
trees, as it does that of vegetables. In the 
dry summer of lt>H3 the hrs of the Vosges 
grew less than usual, both in height and 
diameter. A similar effect was produced 
by the exceptionally cold, wet summer of 
l.SgS. The dry spring of l^itJ only dimin- 
ished the growth in length, and the drv 
autumn ot 1S87 only checked the growth 
in thickness. In short there are good, bad 
and middling years of growth, and M. Mer 
considers that foresters will do well to eive 
the matter a great deal more study Sam 
has ever been devoted to it.

of peace. It is a question in the minds of 
all who know anything concerning the 
Chinese Government as to how it will be 
able to collec t tliis v.ist sum. It will prob- 
nhly trot thi- money in the lirst place in the 
ji >- if a foreign loan, and the customs 
W ill bf mortgaged to pay the interest. At 
present China has perhapt the lowest 
ta.xea in the world, and the farmers pay 
less on their lands than they do in any 
of the countries of Europe. The increas- 
ing of such taxes would create a revolu- 
tion. The only way that the (Jovernment 
can raise nioiicv will be througli levying 
duties on iTiii'oris ami exports. This ^'ill 
tili tlie rivers with t.ix gatherers, and 
China will be honeycomiied with a net- 
work of official robbers. Kvery officer 
will put some of the receipts in his 
own pocket, and prices of all kinds 
will rise. The rivers are the highways 
of China. The country is said to have 
4000 roads, but it has none which are good, 
and the rivers and the canals form the 
chief means of communication. There is 
no land on the globe which is bettor wat- 
rreil. There are provinces in China as big 
as New York which are cut up by canals like 
Holhuui, Mini in which you can visit every 
man s Imuse by boat. Voo can travel a 
distance longer than a jotimey around the 
world on the Chinese interior waterways, 
and the Nile has its equals in the Yung'tse 
Kiang and Hoang Ho. Each of these 
rivers carries as much silt as the Nile | 



at night. There is no machinery used 
on the wharves of any Chinese city. There 
are no derricks and no steam engines; hu- 
man muscle carries all the freight, and 
The ticaviest of packages are borne off on 
the backs of men. I was surprised at their 
strength. I saw coolies at Tientsin who 
could lift 500 pounds, and some were carry- 
ing bales of colton on their backs. At 
Hankow I saw coolies unloading ingots of 
steel, which weighed half a ton. These 
ingots were brought from Belnum to China, 
in order that the Chinese mignt experiment 
with them in the makini; of railroads. A 
)>alf do/en c.iolici would take hold of one 
of tliese big i^oces of ^tivl, raising it by 
means of ropes and poies. and they would 
grunt and sing as thev carried it off the 
steamer. All the bouts on llic Yangtsearo 
unload, Hi in this way, .ii'd :it all of the 
l>ons I here are «reat hulks or barges tilled 
with men, why wait for the steamers, and 
who handle ail of their freight. 

There are millions upon millions of peo- 
ple wiio Kot their livintr off thet'hinese 
rivers. China is said to have more boats 
tlian all the rest of the world put together, 
and its boat population would in allproba- 
biliiv lie L-reater than that of all Europe 
an<l Anieriea. On the Pearl Kiver, in South 
China, at the city of Canton, there are 
suid to be 300,000 people " ho were horn, 
live and die npon the walrr. This river, 
which you reach from Hongkong, is tilled 
with shipping, and as yon near Canton 
you will hnd it filled with craft of all kinds, 
from the small .steamer to the pretit Chinese 
junk. There are thousands of :;ani|ians, 
or little Chinese gondolas, with great t)luck 
and white eyes painted on each side of 
their prow. There are cargo-boats, which 
have nigger eyes, and there are vast ships, 



snails which are here to be found. He has 
tlie ducks so trained tiiat he can call them 
back to the boat at will, and he hurries 
them up bv giving the last duck a blow 
with a stick: After the ducks are grown 
he carries them from one market to an- 
other on his boat. There are fowl markets 
in all of the cities, and the goose market of 
Canton is filled with thousand.s of birds 
every day. Fowls are sold both dead and 
alive. The ducks and geese are dned and 
pressed, and they are shipped in large 
quantities all over China. Taxes will now 
be collected on all such articles of food, 
and there will be nothing which passes 
through the rivers which will not have to 
pay a share to this fund demanded by 

Japan. ... ■ • u 

One of tlie means of raisuif; money which 
the Government of China will have will be 
the granting of foreign concessions for the 
bntlding of railroads between points like 
Tientsin and I'eking. Such concessions 
wouid undoubtedlvjiay well, and it may 
be that Wharton "Barker, if he will get 
some abler man than Count Mitkiewicz to 
represent him. could now put through his 
sciienie for establishing a great Chinese 
national bank and the huiMingof railroads 
in the Celestial Empire. Of this, however, 
and of the chances of American capital in 
China, I will write in another letter.

ovrry renr. an'l the sea is colored yellow for 
f-i.ru t!:>rty nfty miles on each siue of 
ilieir mouthj. \ t'the mouth of the Yangtse 
Kiang the w.iter is as thick as pea soup, 
and all aloni: the miehty river men are 
seen dipiiinc it up, pouring it into ditches, 
in order that it may be carried ofi and 
spread over the land. 

I have traveled more than 3000 miles 
npon these wonderful rivers of China. 
Tne scenes along their banks are like those 
of no other streams of the world. Irriga- 
tion Loes on everywhere and the fertiliz- 
ing material which they contain rejuve- 
nates the Chinese soil as the Kile does 
that of Egypt. The Great Plain of China, 
which, by the way, is the mo>t thickly pop- 
ulated part of the empire, has been built 
up from the sea by the Chinese rivers. It 
runs along the Pacific coast for about 700 
miles, and it is from 300 to 500 miles wide. 
It is one of the richest plains of the world, 
and its soil is mixed with salts and the 
evidences of Uecayed vegetation. It comes 
from the loess region in the far interior 
of China. This region is a vast territory 
covered with a yellow earth about 1000 
feet deep. This soil is very fine and when 
a stream flows into it it seems to split 
open vertically, and the rivers which run 
through it pass through gorges of sand 
ffXi feet deep. From time to time the yel- 
low soil splits off in sheets from the sides 
of these gorges and it is carried down to 
the sea. During the hot season the winds 
blow through the Loess region and carry 
the dust over China. This aids in its fer- 
tilization. 

The silt carried down by the rivers to the 
sea is s<j great that the land every year 
inches HX) feet npon the sea, and this' has 
been poing on for ages. Near Shaiifiiiai 
there is a large island which has been built 
Bp by the Yangtse Kiane, and the land 
north of this is. to a great extent, the pro- 
duct of the Hong Ho and the Peiho. The 
Yangtse Kiang River is said to lie :>"iO(i 
miles long. The Hong Ho rises in Thibet, 
within HXl miles of the month of the 
Y'angtse, and it is almost of the same 
length. It flows as far as from New York 
to Denver before it gets a large branch, and 
by the time it has reached the sea, it has 
gone as for as from New Y'ork to San 
Francisco. It is only navigable by small 
boats, and a great part of its course is 
through the Great Plain. It has vast em- 
bankments to keep it in its course, but 
every year or so a flood comes and hun- 
dred? of thousan^is, and sometimes mil- 
lions, of people are swallowed up by it. 
When I first visited China I arrived just 
after one of these big floods. Abouty 20.- 
000,000 people wore ruined bv the river, 
and millions had been drowned. During 
my trip of last year I sailed up the Peiho 
to Tientsin and saw the evidences of the 
great flood of the year previous. This 
covered the plains surrotmdinp Tientsin. 
It ruined hundreds of villape^ and at one 
time it seemed as though it w ould endan- 
ger the great city of Li liung ( hang, which, 
you know, contains a million people. 
Bight below Tientsin I saw thousands of 
graves which had l>een washed out by the 



When the Merchants' Association en- 
tered into a contract with the Supervisors 
to sweep the streets of the city from No- 
vember to June 30, in consideration of 
$0666 60 a month, it was supposed that, 
with the addition of $29,000 subscribed by 
the business men, the streets could be 
cleaned every day, except Sunday. As 
stated in the C.\i.i., it has been found nec- 
essary to lay off the men, dirt-wagons and 
sprinkling-carts one day in each week to 
the time the contract expires in June, for 
the lack of fuiui«. It w as not that the as- 
sociation's ollieers niibealenlaieil upon the 
cost, but because they have not lieen able 
to get the full sum allowed by the Super- 
visors. 

Four months ago Superintendent of 
Streets Asbworth told the merchants that 
he must have $666 of the appropriation for 
repairing streets, as this was the only fund 
he could reach that was not exhausted, 
and they had to stand the cut. Another 
reason is that more streets have been 
swept by the association than the contract 
Tei\mTea. 

I p to the present the streets have been 
cleaned every dav, and what was lacking 
when the monthly appropriations were ex- 
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flood. The cotlins 

gronnd, and during' the flo'od~the dead 
floated by the tho.isands to the sea. 

The Peiho River is the one which flows 
from near Peking on down to the sea, au'l 
up it all the freight which supplies the 
northern provinces of China must go. It 
is a winding, muddy stream, navigable 
only for large ships about fifty miles, or as 
far as Tientsin. There is a bar .it it-^ 
month, and it is only at high tide and 
with a proper wind that you can gel over 
this. During my trip this summer we lay 
for two days outside the bar, under the 
shadow of the Takn forts, before we could 



the e^es of which are as large around 
as a dinner plate. The Chinese paint eyes 
on all their tioats, and a s^or would as 
soon think of trying to travel through a 
city blindfolded as of suling on a boat 
which had not a pair of eyes painted on 
the front of it. 1 found a whole family liv- 
ing on these boats, and I saw some not 
more than twenty feet in length, which 
contained three eenerations of Chinese. I 
remember one woman who rowed me to 
shore at Hongkong. She was working 
away, with a Baby of about two years old 
on her back. I heard a squall in the rear 
of the boat, and, looking back, I saw a raw. 
red baby frantically waving its rosy arms 
and crying out its protests through its 
toothless piims. This woman had nootlier 
home than her boat, and on sueh l«)ats 
children are born, grow up and die. Mar- 
riages take place upon them, and all of 
the features of household life are to be 
seen in connection with them. 

Kach of the tiigh (tfficials who live ab-»ng 
the Chinese rivers has his own boat. This 
is decorated with Hags, and the bigger the 
man the more flags and liuntint:. Li Hung 
Chang has a steam launch. When his wife 
died not Umg ago a gorgeous funeral barge 
was made for her. This was decorated 
with white, which is the Chinese color for 
mourning, and it looked gorgeous to.\mer- 
ican eyes. The Chinese have boats which 
are worked by the feet and w^jch are 
I shaped just like a slipper. These are used 
as dispatch boats. They are not much 
bigger than the ordinary canoe and thev 
can be made to go very fast. At Canton \ 
was shown boats which had paddle-wheels 
at the sides and which were worked by 
man power. The men turned the wheels 
inside the boat, which connected with the 
paddle-wheels outside and a half dozen 
men were doing the Work of an ordinary 
gas-engine. I could fill this column with 
descriptions of the different kinds of l)oats 
, used by the Chinese. Kach section has its

was by no means pleasant. In going ui> 
the I'eiho you wind vour wav through a 
low, flat plain, which is covered with one- 
story houses of mud. These houses are 
built right along the banks of the river, 
and the land baoK of them is divided up 
into farms and orchards. The blossoms 
were out during the time tlial 1 went up 
the Peiho, and the brown plain was spot- 
ted here and there with vast patches of 
white and pink flowers. Half-nuked chil- 
dren squatted on the bank^. and there were 
thousands of people at work in the fields. 
In the early morning you could see them 
going oat to work from the villages. They 
inarched by the hundn-ds along the paths 
going always in single file. 

At Tientsin I found an ocean of ship- 
ping lying at the wharves. There were 
boats of all kinds and from all parts of 
China; there were acres of rafts made of 
logs, which were to be sold as lumU r; 
there were great barges and jimks loaded 
with all kinds of inerc hatidiso, ar.d as we 
nearcd the city n e eame into a forest of 
masts, among which swarmed tens of 
thousands of blue-coated brown-skinned 
men, loading and unloading the ships to 
which they Ijelonped. Tliere were so 
many of tliese c loli-s iliat they made me 
tbini: of a swarm of ants, and' they were 
qnite as busy as ants at their wpric< Every 
man went on the trot, and I mr them at 



a whirlpool and there 
against the rocks it dashe> in a spray 
almost like that of Ihe sea. Mn' rocks are 
are filled with all kinds of ferns; they are 
of granite, and along the edge<! blue- 
gowned, pig-tailed workmen are quarrying 
great liiocks of granite, which are shipped 
Clown llie Yangtse-Kiang. Thereare miles 
of these gorges, and the scenery about 
them is the most beautiful in China. The 
boats are tracked throuj-rh the gorges, and 
there h quite a poi)ulation [Hong them 
whose mam suj.port is from such work. 

The queerest boats I saw during my trip 
on the Peari River were those devoted to 
the raising of geese and ducks. The Chi- 
nese are the best fowl-raisers of the world. 
They raise ducks by artiileial incubation 
and they know just how to feed and care 
for them. For five davs after they leave 
the shell they are not allowed to hear any 
noise and their food consists of rice-water. 
After this they are given Iwiled riee. For 
the first two weeks they are kept in a 
coop and then they are put on the bc«ts 
and made to shift for themselves. The 
boats are very clumsy and thev are some- 
what like rafts. One boat will sometimes 
hold more than 1000 ducks, whieh are in 
charge of one or two keepers. The duck 
farmer rows or sculls the boat to the low 
land along the banks of the rivers or 
creeks and he drives the ducks off from 
.ime to time to feast ou the worms and 



hausted was made up out of the subscrip- 
tion fund of $:9,000.

It was found necessary to spnnkle 
the streets before sweeping, an expense not 
I calculated in the first estinintc. .\s a re- 
j suit of the conference it was derided to 
I stop all work every Wednesday in order to 
reach the end of "the fiscal year without 
exhausting all the funds. 

A i>rominent member of the association 
saiil yesterday: "It is a very sliorl-sightetl 
piece of business for Mr. Ashworlh to cut 
down our appropriation. Whenever the 
streets are not cleaned the dost and dirt is 
blown and washed into the oolvtrts and 
sewers, and it costs the city more than$600 
to keep these clean." 

Vice-President H. D. Keil says that un- 
der the present circumstances "the associa- 
tion will barely be able to fiillill its con- 
tract. "We need more help from the 
business men." said he. "There are many 
who are not assisting us in the least. For- 
merly these same men were obliged to pay 
for sprinkling the streets in front of their 
stores. Now they are getting it done for 
nothing by our sprinklers. If they will 
))ay into our general fund the amounts 
they formerly paid for sprinkling, and 
what they have saved in damage to their 
goods by the dust, it will help us very 
much. 

•The situation is this: If the business 
community and the h^upervisors do not 
come to the support of the Merchants' As- 
sociation better than they have done in the 
; past this organization may go to the wall 
j so far as keeping the streets of the city 
i clean is concerned. Our friends are doing 
j nobly, but there arc still a large number 
j who receive the benefits of our efforts and 
I who do' not contribute a cent toward car- 
rying on the work. It is for the people to 
I s;i V u hetlier tliey want poud, clean and 
, safe streets or if they will be satisfied with 
; the old order of things. As a business 
proposition it costs more to have dusty 
streets, poor pavements and bad sidewalks 
than good clean thoroughfares. If the 
public will stand by us we will continue 
the wcirk, but if any further spirit of indif- 
ference is manifested I preaict that the 
members of the Merchants' Association will 
drop the whole business."

A Great French Novelist. 

PABI8, April 1, 1896.— Among the 
yoong litteratenis shines brilliantly the 
name of Panl Horrieu. "Peints par enx- 
memes" procured for this yotmg writer 
the decoration of the Legion of Honor and 
certainly a man of 36 years who can write 
a book of such force is "somebody" and 
must be made known to lovers of artistic 
literature in all countries. 

I'aiil ilcrvieu personally is one of the 
most interesting men I know, tall and 
blond; he speaks slowly, distinctly and in 
a rich, niclo>Jious, low tone of voice. Most 
striking is the expression of his eyes — the 
exjircssion of a physician, who everywhere 
sees invalids and everywhere deUvers his 
lectures on social physiology. 

Paul Hervien has a special place in the 
new generation ; beside Marcel Prevost, the 
novelist, whose style is like that of George 
Sand; beside Paul Marguerite, the pessim- 
istic writer; beside Abel Hermant, who 
studies society in all countries, all times; 
beside Jules Case, who writes of French 
customs with bitter criticism— he stands 
forlli as an oripinal ex]"inent of life. 

For his delmt in Uie literary world, Paul 
Hervieu pave us "Diopene le Chien," the 
history of a man who disclaiiuetl hu- 
manity and liateil civilized society. Then 
a lourncy through Switzerland inspired 
him to w'rite "L'Alpe Homicide," a recital 
of crimes committed by the mountains, 
anil afterward appeared "La Betiae Pari- 
sienne," purely ironUsal Under itS IBSSk Of 
dr.iniatic cruelty. 

A series of mysterious works showed 
that I'aul llervieii was influenced bv the 
writings of F.dgar Poe, the friendship of 
Octave Mirbeau: "Les Yeux Verts et 
les Yeux Bleus," "L'Inconnu" and 
"L'Exorcisee" were the publications dur- 
ing this period. 

Paul Hervieu loves the gav world, be- 
cause he considers it a comedy, in which 
he is a spectator and critic. His society 
novels are "Flirt," "Peints par eux- 
inemes" and "L' Armature," the book 
which is now the litcrarjr sensation of 
Paris. "Flirt ' is a novel in which Her- 
vieu proves that the world is wicked only 
on the surface. In this novel there are no 
crimes, very little love, but a great amount 
of harmless flirtation. "Peint par eux- 
memcs" goes to the extreme. The person- 
ages love with ardor, kill and are killed, 
and yet the author describes society 
truthfully. Each character speaks the 
correct language of the salons, and in tone, 
sentiment ana style "Peints par eux- 
menies," is a masterpiece of originality. 

In "L' -Armature, nis latest work, Paul 
Hervieu shows his talent for painting the 
age in which he lives. For by Armature 
he means money, the support of all human 
sentiments in this century. To thoroughly 
understand this work, one should visit a 
sculptor's studio and see in what manner 
hisljlocksof plaster are held by a species 
of iron skeleton, on which be models the 
exterior portions of a statue. If a piece of 
plaster falls or becomes dry, the iron frame 
preserves the appearance of the statue. 
This is the armature, the mysterious me- 
tallic skeleton which holds together the 
decaying portions of modern society. 

On this idea is based tlie novel, and al- 
though each character .seems to us fa- 
miliar, not one can be considered a por- 
trait. The author has taken the corruption 
of one, the pride of another, fne weak 
mind of this one, the rude manner- of that 
one, and fabricated people, to w horn many 
names might be applied. To these vil lains 
of the plot ha JtM added two or three per- 
sonages of fine cbaracb^r, and thus the 
iicvcl becomes a drama. The heroic, ten- 
der, graceful tiisele UTCxirenil, to save her 
husband, whom she adores, accents tiie af- 
fection of Baron Saffre, who, with his pold, 
rules Paris. The husband learns the truth 
and rushes to the house of the financier, 
intending to put an end to the life of the 
destroyer of his happiness. He enters, and 
at the door of the ISaron's room finds a 
hospital nurse, who leaves him alone with 
his enemy. He finds .'^affre wearing a 
straitiack'et, fastened in an arnu hair, his 
eyes bloodshot and without a ray of intel- 
ligence. 

Exirenil is in despair because the venge- 
ance has ni>t been his. The Haron re- 
mains in absi'lute stupidity as Kxirenil 
howls imprecation alter imprecation, but 
finds himself powerless to produce the 
least impres<<ion upon this mass of inert 
matter. Wiunierful in strenpth is the 
liistory of the hideous Baron .'^affre. hir, 
grandeur and his fall. .After ruling Paris 
the bankrupt financier has the livingdeath 
of an inteliipence completely destroyed. 

The I'.aroii' ss Saffre is avaricious, and 
makes a spei ulation of her pretended ill- 
ness, as her husband docs of stocks at the 
Bourse. The Countess de Grfminielain, 
their eldest daughter, is a typical victim 
of the morphine halit. In Artnature, 
there is a marvelous pallery of contempo- 
rary portraits— Olivier Breland, the iietit 
bourgeois, who wishes to In' a prand seipn- 
eur; Catherine Saffre, I'rinnss Napear, 
Count de Gommelain ; and w hen one has 
finished leading the tiook, so terrible are 
the accusations against soi iety, accusations 
which are based on a solid foundation, one 
feels anxious to leave civilization and 
dwell far from the haunts of men. 

M. Paul Hervieu has only written two 
plays. "Les Paroles Restent" was pro- 
duced at the Vaudeville The.iter in 1893 
and treats of the social slander which 
always leaves its mark.. He is putting the 
finishing touches to another play which 
will be produced at the Theater Francais 
next season. 

Although Paul Hervieu is misanthropic, 
he has not abandoned his pearly career, 
for in his works he is a diplomatist. He 
believes that virtue exists, bnt in the 
world it ocen]iies a very small place, 
life he 8ee^ the tragic side. Dramas 
which we pass by with indifference, be- 
cause if we reflected on them we should 
lose a taste for life, are by Paul Hervieu 
analyzed and held up as examples 
of the world's nicketlness. For him 
there is much more bad than good 
to be found in this existence of 
ours, and for him appears always the 
dark side of every event. But Paul Her- 
vieu does not believe in trite ideas, 
in trite expressions. Althouch he 
makes one understand much whieh 
he dees not explain, he never uses an ira- ! 
proper word, never a vulgar phrase. Cne | 
never finds a word which denotes the | 
emotion of the writer, never au opinion i 
which might be considered personal. He 
is never indignant and never rants, never 
laughs and is never angry. 

The chief quality of Paul Hervieu's books 
is their fidelity to life. He discovers under 
the mask of society the ugliness of human 
nature, the silent dramas where the actors 
are exquisite creatures, where the victims 
do not complain, where the witnesses never 
speak, where treason, suicide and murder 
even respect the convenances. Every- 
where in tiis books we see delicacy in 
thought an<l expression. Sometimes his 
irony in itself mipht I e considered too cold, 
too cruel; tlien he pilds it and thus veils 
its bitterness. Nothmp stops bim in his 
task of revealing the inner workings of so- 
ciety, but always his writings have an ele- 
vated moral position.

After the first fortnight no effort had been 
made to strengthen the position at Bala- 
klava. Every one was busy anticipating a 
return home before Christmas. Warning 
came to Ixird Raglan to lose no 
time in getting into Sebastopol. It 
was unheeded. Even the Turkish 
allies knew what was coming, and 
told Ixird Raglan of it ; Kustem Pasha 
sent in a spy with the news that the at- 
tack would come next day. Lord Kaplan 
returned the verbal message, "Very weil." 
The preparation made to meet theimp«'iid- 
init blow by the British commander-in- 
chief was a request that "anything new be 
reported to him." The Russians let 
know at daylight next morning. 

Lord Lucan and Lord Cardigan, broth- 
ers-in-law, and respectively general and 
brigadier of the cavalry, were notorious 
foes, known as such by the home (Jovern- 
ment, who set them to work together— an 
Ql j iiuix'ssible task. Misunderstanding was 
inevitable, as the fate of the Light Cavalry 
demonstrated. Good feeling anionK all the 
generals was conspicuously lacking. There 
was little personal intercourse among 
them. Ixird Raglan's singular delay, Mr. 
Russell declares to have been the result of 
indolence. Sir George Brown was a marti- 
net rather than a general. The Duke of 
Cambridge was young and inexperienced, 
Evans rough and sour, England simply 
gentlemanQr and jndicious, and Sir George 
Cathcart forward, positive and unmanage- 
able. The home (lovernment had not an- 
ticipated war. It had been deemed that 
the probable services required of this array 
of talent would be diplomatic rather than 
belligerent, and for such service Raglan 
would have been admirable. 

Our newspaper correspondent does not 
mince matters when he tells ot the suffer- 
ings of the army. The men were coatless, 
bootless, provisionless, destitute through- 
out the terrible winter. It is not to be 
wondered at that the people at home were 
aroused by his letters to a high pitch of 
indignation. 

Since that time, forty years ago, the 
British army has been reconstructed on 
new and modem principles, and the war 
correspondent has a recognized value, but 
Mr. Russell's book will be of interest to a 
large number of readers as shedding liebt 
on a memorable struggle.

A thoroughly Oriental effect in yellow 
and silver is Lafcadio Hearn's new book 
just issued by Houghton, Mifflin & Co. 
"Out of the East" is a volume of reveries 
and studies in New Japan by a man who is 
pre-eminently well calculated to give us an 
interesting glimpse at our little neighbor 
in the Pacific Ocean. Mr. Heam was for a 
number of yean a teacher in Japan. He 
knows the Japanese peopit thoroughly and 
he writes of them with a personal as well 
as a literary enthusiasm. The insights 
that he affords as upon Japanese charac- 
teristies are faseinatini.

Exeeptijf lilial affec'ion demonstration 
seems to this people indecorous.

The world has had so recent an exhibi- 
tion of the .lapancse as a tighter that one 
particular bit from Mr. Hearn's book will 
be of especial interest. He is writing of 
jinjutsu, the ancient art of fighting without 
weapons. To the uninitiated it looks like 
wrestling. You .see a crowd of students 
watching ten or twelve lithe young com- 
rades, barefooted and bareheacicd, throw- 
ing each other about on the matting. 
• * * A professional wrestler would 
observe more. He woulil see that those 
young men are very ciiutiousabout putting 
forth their strength and that the 
grips, holds and flings are both 
peculiar and risky. In spite of 
the care exercised he would judge 
the whole performance to be dan- 
gerous play, and would be tempted, per- 
haps, to advise the adoption of Western 
"scientific" rules. The real thing, how- 
ever—not the play— is probably more dan- 
gerous than a We"stern wrestler could guess 
at sipht. Jinjutsu is not a training for 
public exhiliition. It is an art of war. The 
master of that art is able in one moment to 
put an untrained antagonist hors de com- 
bat. He snddenlv dislocates a shonlder, 
unhinges a joint, Dursts a tendon <» snaps 
a hone without any apjiarcnt effort. He la 
more than an athlete; he is an anatomist, 
and he knows touches that kill as by light- 
ning. 

But this fatal knowledge he is under 
oath never to eonnn iinicate except under 
circumstances where its abuse would be 
impossible. The art consists not in pnt- 
ting forth .vonr own strength, bnt in utiliz- 
ing that of vour antagonist against him- 
self—a subtlety of art that is in itself a 
startling revelation of the Japanese mind.

Spanish nov- 
els are rare, and the rank of fiction in 
Spain may be inferred from the remark of 
a living Spanish novelist that "a person of 
good p.isition in Madrid would ^rather 
spend his money on fireworks or'on an 
oraiipe than on a book." 

The novels of Armando Valdes, how- 
ever, have acquired popularity, even in 
Madrid. Valdes was bred a lawyer, but 
early left his legal tomes to enter the 
fourth estate, becoming editor of the Re- 
yista Europea, for many vears the most 
important periodical, from a scientific 
point of view, in Spain. He has published 
a number of volumes of critical essavs and 
several novels, of which the one iind"er dis- 
cussion is his latest. "The Grandee" is a 
typical Spanish tale. The scene is laid in 
a town which the author calls "Lancia," 
under which name he has pictured for his 
readers Oviedo, the capital of the province 
of Asturias, where his early voutii 
was spent. "The picture given is an inter- 
esting, if somewhat exasperating one of 
picturesque, narrow provmcial life, a so- 
ciety absolntely fortified against public 
opinion by its ancient prejudices, yet alive 
with human emotions, passions and in- 
trigues.

ered by locomotives.

Pi.owi.vo BY Electricity.— A successful 
application of electricity to plowing has 
been made on a German farm. Two 
"double-cnder" plows were used ; one cut 
two farrows the total width of 21 inches 
and a depth of 9^ inches; the other was a 
fiii:r-nlow machine; both worked equally 
w( li. The power required for the smaller 
plow was about eight-horse, a twelve-horse 
portable engine being employed to drive 
the dynamo. For the larger plow a 16- 
horse engine was used. Kunning one plow 
at only fuur miles an hour, tbe amount of 
work done was about one acre an hour. 
The cost was less than one-half that 
of animal pow^er. A chain was 
stretched across the field and securely 
anchored at either end. The anchors were 
light and easily moved. Tbe chain passed 
around tbe shaft of tbe motor, and the 
ploughs were drawn steadily and rapidly 
from side to side.

Nikoloskoye isaplaceof 15,00Oinhahitants, 
the center of a Isj^e Government flourmill 
and eli^orate barracks. For many miles 
on either side the new Siberian railroad 
passes through neat villages and prosper- 
ous farms. "From Spasskoje," says Mrs. 
Bishop, "and east of the Hanka Lake up 
to Ussuri, the magnificent rcf^ion is wait- 
ini; to be peopled. Grass, timber, water, 
coal, a soil as rich as the prairies of Illi- 
nois, and a climate not only favorabl* to 
agriculture but to human health, all await 
the settler; and the broad, unoc- 
cupied and fertile lands which Rus- 
sian Manchuria offers are capable 
of supporting a poptdaticn of many 
millions. Here Russia is laying solidlv 
the foundations of a new empire, whicEi 
she purposes to make a Immogeiieous one. 
'No foreigner need apply ! " One thousand 
families, a.ssisted emigrants from Russia of 
the best class, vrill come out next year, and 

: the number is to increase progressively. 

' Kach licad of an emigrant household has 
to deposit 000 rubles with a iTovernraent 
official on leaving Odessa, wlii. ii he re- 
ceives on landing in ^libe^ia. liie enu- 
grants, on reaching Vladivostok, are 
lodged in excellent emigrant barracks, and 
can buy the necessary apricultural imple- 
ments at cost price from a (tovernment 
depot. Alreadv along tlie railroad houses 
are springing up; and if security can be ob- 
tained there is nolliing to prevent the 
country from being peopled up to the 
Chinese frontier, the rivers .Sunsachaand 
Ussuri, which form tiie ii.e,indar>- from the 
Hanka Lake to Khabaroffka, on the Amur, 
giving a considerable - protection from 
brigandage."
